We  want  to  state  clearly  the  position  of  YWCA  USA:  YWCA  is  committed  to  ensuring  that 
those  seeking  safety  and  opportunity  in  the  U.S.  can  arrive  and  live  without  fear,  harm,  or 
discrimination.  Current  immigration  policies  have  re-traumatized  survivors  of  violence, 
heightened  fears,  and  exacerbated  discrimination  against  immigrant  communities.  [We] 
must  prioritize  the  safety  of  immigrant  women,  children,  and  families. 

YWCA  Evanston/North  Shore  is  a  safe  and  welcoming  space  for  all  those  in  our 
communities.  And  while  Evanston  is  a  “safe”  city,  with  policies  in  place  to  support  our 
immigrant  sisters  and  brothers,  we  are  concerned  by  the  announcement  of  deportations 
and  ICE  raids  this  weekend.  YWCA  Evanston/North  Shore  wants  to  ensure  all  of  our 
families  that  we  will  not  allow  access  by  ICE/Homeland  Security  Officials  to  our  facilities. 
We  do  not  support  the  current  policies  and  reject  the  maltreatment  of  families  and 
children.  The  family  separations  that  are  taking  place  and  the  inhumane  conditions  at  the 
border  detention  facilities  are  simply  unacceptable.  We  are  specifically  concerned  and 
outraged  about  the  trauma  that  is  being  inflicted  on  our  youngest  children  and  the  impact 
to  their  development,  well-being  and  safety. 


Know  your  rights 

We  hope  the  families  in  our  communities  are 
aware  of  their  rights,  particularly  that  they 
do  NOT  have  to  open  the  door  to  ICE 
agents,  and  if  agents  say  they  have  a 
warrant,  it  can  be  slipped  under  the  door. 
Unless  the  warrant  has  the  person’s  name 
and  address  AND  IS  SIGNED  BY  A  JUDGE, 
the  person  does  not  have  to  respond.  The 
American  Immigration  Lawyers  Association 
has  prepared  helpful  flyers  available  in 
English,  Spanish,  Chinese,  Portuguese, 
Arabic,  Punjabi,  and  Haitian  Creole,  all  of 
which  can  be  found  on  their  website.  The 
Illinois  Commission  for  Immigrant  and 
Refugee  Rights  also  has  many  valuable 
resources. 


Please  share  this  widely  via  social  media 
and  through  your  business,  civic,  and  faith- 
based  networks.  We  want  to  support  those 

who  have  already  been  marginalized  and  traumatized  and  prevent  further  harm  to  them 
and  their  families.

The  federal  grand  jury  probe  into  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  construction  and  recent  sale  of  a  West  Pullman  home  to 
Austin  by  a  developer  in  her  ward  also  includes  a  look  at  the  alderman’s  family  members,  her  longtime  chief  of  staff,  campaign 
contributions  and  food  stamp  assistance,  according  to  a  subpoena  obtained  by  the  Chicago  T ribune. 

The  subpoena  is  part  of  a  grand  jury  criminal  probe  that  has  been  going  on  for  at  least  a  year  and  a  half,  according  to  the  record. 
The  T ribune  first  reported  on  the  subpoena  last  week,  which  sought  records  relating  to  “the  construction,  purchase,  financing, 
rental,  or  ownership  of,  and/or  work  on,"  a  home  in  the  12200  block  of  South  Laflin  Street  in  Chicago,  including  billing  and 
payment  information. 

Austin  herself  introduced  and  voted  for  the  2016  zoning  change  that  allowed  the  home  to  be  built,  city  documents  show. 

In  addition  to  probing  several  developers  by  name,  including  those  who  built  her  home,  the  subpoena  demands  all  records  related 
to  Austin  and  her  family,  her  chief  of  staff  Chester  Wilson,  “campaign  contributions  and/or  records,”  “tax -increment  financing,” 
and  “link,  SNAP,  and  food-purchasing  assistance.” 

No  one  has  been  charged  with  a  crime. 

FBI  agents  raided  Austin’s  Far  South  Side  ward  office  last  week,  hauling  out  boxes  and  files  and  making  her  the  latest  city  alderman 
to  come  under  federal  scrutiny. 

Besides  the  grand  jury  probe,  Austin  also  is  facing  a  federal  lawsuit  claiming  nepotism  in  her  office  led  to  the  harassment  and 
termination  of  a  Department  of  Streets  and  Sanitation  employee  who  had  been  involved  in  a  car  wreck  with  Austin’s  son,  who

‘Back  off

From  the  T ribune’s  Gregory  Pratt: 


Amid  public  outcry  over  news  that  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  would  launch  large-scale  raids  across  the  country 
in  major  cities  including  Chicago,  Mayor  Lori  Lightfoot  stopped  in  the  Little  Village  and  Uptown  neighborhoods  over  the  weekend 
to  speak  out  against  the  proposed  deportations. 


Even  after  Trump  tweeted  that  he  would  delay  the  raids,  Lightfoot  marched  through  Uptowns  Asia  onArgyle  corridor  and 


nearby  Broadway,  stopping  into  restaurants  and  bakeries  to  talk  with  residents  and  hand  out  “know  your  rights” fliers. 

Lighlfoot,  a  former  federal  prosecutor  and  corporate  attorney,  said  immigrants  don’t  have  to  open  their  doors  when  ICE  knocks  if 
they  don’t  have  a  judge-approved  warrant. 

As  she  walked  through  the  neighborhood,  residents  stopped  herforselfies  and  hugs  while  she  handed  out  fliers. 

Trump  delayed  the  raids,  saying  in  a  tweet  that  he’d  give  Congress  two  weeks  to  pass  immigration  reform  but  Lightfoot  said  she’s 
“not  optimistic”  that  a  deal  can  be  worked  out. 

“I  can’t  imagine  that  the  president  would  actually  accept  anything  that  would  be  reasonable,  ”  Lightfoot  said.  “There  have  been  a 
number  of  proposals  that  have  been  put  out  in  the  last  few  years,  it’s  not  for  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  Democrats  and 
Republicans  of  good  will  but  I  don’t  think  he’s  actually  serious  about  doing  anything.  ” 

She  said  Trump’s  efforts  around  immigration  are  a  re-election  ploy. 

“This  is  a  race  to  the  bottom for  him.  He’s  trying  to  galvanize  his  shrinking  base  at  the  expense  of  terrorizing  our  immigrant 
communities  so  Tm  not  optimistic  that  something  is  actually  going  to  magically  happen  over  the  next  two  weeks,  which  is  why  it’s 
important  that  gatherings  like  this,  we  stay  diligent  and  people  educate  themselves  about  their  rights  because  I  think  it’s  coming,  ” 
Lighlfoot  said. 

A  reporter  asked  Lightfoot  what  her  message  would  be  to  Trump  if  he  were  present  in  Uptown.  She  responded:  “Back  off.  ” 

Standing  against  Tiump’s  immigration  policies  is  important,  Lightfoot  said,  because  “Every  one  of  us  has  come  from  someplace 
else.  There  are  very  few  of  us  that  have  been  actually  naturally  bom  here.  ” 

“This  president  has  targeted  every  single  community  that  doesn’t  stand  for  the  same  values  that  he  has.  Tma  black  lesbian 
married  with  a  wife  and  child,  I  came  from  a  poor  working -class family,  ”  Lightfoot  said.  “Every  demographic  that  I  am  and  that  I 
care  about  has  been  under  attack  for  the  last  three  and  a  half  years.  ”

The  question  of  motive  has  been  brewing  since  retired  state  appellate  Judge  Sheila  O’Brien  petitioned  the  court  for  a  special 
prosecutor  to  investigate  how  Cook  County  State’s  Attorney  Kim  Foxx’s  office  handled  the  case  of  actor  Jussie  Smollett.  Charges 
that  he  orchestrated  a  homophobic  and  racist  attack  on  him  on  a  downtown  Chicago  street  were  dropped,  but  details  about  why 
seem  to  trigger  more  questions  than  answers. 

By  now  we  know  O’Brien  convinced  a  judge  to  appoint  a  special  prosecutor  who  will  not  only  examine  how  Foxx  and  her  office 
handled  the  case  but  also  could  lead  to  renewed  charges  against  Smollett.

“Matthews  is  a  community  activist  who  has  dedicated  her  life  to  peace-building  and  focused  her  career  on  promoting  non-violent 
social  change,”  her  campaign  said  in  a  prepared  statement.  “She  will  bring  experience  and  wisdom  to  Washington  where  it  is 
desperately  needed,  to  address  our  country’s  greatest  challenges  including  the  safety  of  our  children,  equitable  economic 
opportunity,  and  protecting  our  public  resources,  including  the  security  of  our  food  supply.” 

Rush,  72,  stirred  up  some  racial  politics  during  this  year’s  Chicago  mayor’s  race,  which  in  the  final  stretch  pitted  two  African 
American  women  against  each  other.  Rush  accused  Iightfoot  of  being  pro-police  and  said  those  who  backed  her  for  mayor  would 
“have  the  blood  of  the  next  young  black  man  or  black  woman”  killed  by  the  police  on  their  hands.

Following  reports  that  President  Trump’s  administration  will  begin  immigration  raids  over  the  weekend.  Chicago  Mayor  Lori

Here’s  hoping  the  Humboldt  Park  gator  story  has  a  happier  ending 
than  the  tale  of  the  original  gators  in  a  Chicago  lagoon

“Chance  the  Snapper”  may  have  current-day  Chicagoans  transfixed,  but  the  reptile  is  not  the  first  one  to  make  a  Chicago  lagoon  its 
home.  Two  alligators  made  the  trip  from  Florida  to  the  1893  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  where  they  were  dumped  into  the  still- 
frigid  Jackson  Park  Lagoon  that  spring.

When  Melanie  Little  received  a  call  with  an  Illinois  area  code,  she  answered  thinking  it  might  be  someone  from  her  childhood  in 
southern  Illinois. 

But  it  was  a  collection  agency  calling  about  an  unpaid  traffic  ticket  in  Jefferson  County.  From  1983.  When  little  was  around  14 
years  old. 

“I  wouldn’t  have  even  been  legally  able  to  drive,”  said  little,  who  now  lives  in  Florida. 

little  is  among  current  or  former  Illinois  residents  who  have  received  calls  —  sometimes  repeatedly  —  from  collection  agencies 
hired  by  counties  in  the  state  to  collect  unpaid  tickets,  some  going  back  decades. 

Of  the  half-dozen  people  reached  by  the  T ribune  who  had  been  contacted  about  old  tickets,  several  said  they  were  concerned  the 
records  were  outdated  or  wrong,  or  believed  they  had  paid  the  ticket  but  no  longer  had  a  receipt.  Others  wondered  whether  the  call 
was  a  scam.  Some  worried  about  their  credit  score.

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Sprint  launches  5G  network  in  Chicago,  and  it  reaches  from  Little 
Village  to  Evanston

Sprint  launched  its  5G  network  in  Chicago  on  Thursday,  becoming  the  second  mobile  carrier  to  roll  out  the  fifth  generation  of 
wireless  in  the  city. 

T  hough  Verizon  turned  on  its  fG  network  in  certain  areas  of  the  Loop  and  River  North  in  May,  Sprint’s  5G  map  is  more  extensive, 
covering  neighborhoods  from  Bronzeville  north  to  the  city  of  Evanston,  and  from  Lake  Michigan  west  to  Logan  Square  and  Little 
Village. 

To  be  sure,  Sprint’s  network  isn’t  available  everywhere  in  the  Chicago  area  yet.  Users  won’t  be  able  to  connect  when  their  "L"  trains 
dip  underground.  But  Sprint  plans  to  continue  building  and  improving  its  network  in  Chicago. 

The  first  iterations  of  5G  promise  lightning-fast  speeds,  allowing  users  to  download  entire  movies  or  TV  series  in  less  than  a  minute, 
and  increased  download  capacity.

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‘Donation-Alderman  $20,000’:  Developers  sought  taxpayer 
reimbursement  for  donation  to  Chicago  politician

In  2013,  developers  overhauling  the  historic  Rosenwald  Courts  housing  complex  in  Bronzeville  sent  an  email  to  the  Chicago 
Housing  Authority  seeking  taxpayer  reimbursements  for  various  expenses  tied  to  the  project.  In  the  more  than  two  dozen  standard 
entries  was  one  eve-catching  line:  “Donation-Alderman  $20,000.” 

By  then,  state  records  show,  the  developers  and  an  associate  had  made  a  combined  $20,000  in  political  contributions  to  Aid.  Pat 
Dowell,  the  3rd  Ward  alderman  who  held  sway  over  the  project  thanks  to  a  long-standing  tradition  known  as  aldermanic 
prerogative.The  developers  later  dropped  the  unusual  reimbursement  request  filed  with  the  CHA,  and  cut  an  additional  $607,000 
in  other  reimbursement  requests.  No  criminal  charges  have  been  filed,  though  one  of  the  developers  acknowledged  that  the  FBI  had 
asked  questions  about  the  request.

Chicago  Suspends  Water  Meter  Installation 

The  City  of  Chicago  is  suspending  the  installation  of  water  meters  due  to  lead  concerns. 

Anyone  who  is  concerned  about  water  quality,  regardless  of  whether  they  have  a  meter,  may 
request  a  free  test  kit  from  the  City.  Request  your  test  kit  at  www.chicagowaterquality.org. 

Households  with  water  meters  can  also  receive  a  free  filter  set.  The  set  includes  a  water 
pitcher  and  six  filters  that  are  NSF  certified  to  reduce  lead  if  used  correctly.  Order  your  filter 
set  online  at  www.chicaQowaterquality.orQ/filters. 

If  you  had  a  meter  installed  since  2000,  you  should  have  received  a  letter  with  instructions  and 
a  custom  code  to  order  your  filter  set.  If  you  do  not  have  the  code,  you  will  need  your  water 
account  number  from  your  most  recent  water  bill. 

Chicago's  water  is  safe  to  drink,  according  to  the  Department  of  Water  Management. 

However,  there  are  very  easy  steps  that  residents  can  take  to  ensure  they  have  the  highest 
quality  water.  One  of  the  most  effective  tools  for  ensuring  water  quality  is  flushing.  Every  time 
you  have  not  used  your  water  for  six  hours  or  more,  run  a  tap  for  five  minutes  to  move  the 
stagnant  water  out  of  your  system.  Doing  dishes,  laundry,  showering  or  watering  the  lawn  all 
count  towards  flushing.  Also,  as  always,  use  cold  water  from  the  tap  rather  than  hot  water  for 


drinking  or  cooking.

Thank  you  to  Cook  County  Commissioner  Larry 
Suffredin  for  sending  his  staff  to  help  local  residents  file  their  appeals  right  here  in  the 
neighborhood. 


If  you  were  unable  to  make  the  office  hours,  there  will  also  be  an  evening  workshop  on 
Wednesday,  July  17  at  6:30  p.m.  at  Devon  Bank,  6445  N.  Western.  Property  tax  experts 
will  be  on  hand  to  explain  the  process  and  help  you  file  your  appeals. 

The  assessment  of  your  home  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  determining  how  much 
you  will  pay  in  property  taxes,  so  it  is  very  important  that  you  file  an  appeal  before  the 
deadline  of  Tuesday,  July  30. 

Rogers  Park  Township  encompasses  the  area  of  the  50th  Ward  that  is  north  of  Devon.  It  is 
currently  open  for  property  assessment  appeals  through  the  Cook  County  Board  of  Review.

Check  Your  Exemptions! 

Second  Installment  Property  Tax  Bills  have  been  mailed  to  households  across  the  county  and 
are  due  on  August  1,  2019.  It  is  important  to  check  that  your  bill  reflects  all  the  exemptions 
you  are  entitled  to.  The  key  exemptions  are: 

•  Homeowner  Exemption:  you  own  the  property  and  live  there; 

•  Senior  Citizen  Exemption:  you  own  the  property,  live  there  and  one  of  the  owners  is  65 
years  or  older;  and 

•  Senior  Freeze  Exemption:  you  own  the  property,  live  there,  one  of  the  owners  is  65 
years  or  older,  your  household  income  is  $65,000  or  less  and  you  have  filed  a  verified 
Senior  Freeze  application. 

Exemptions  should  be  listed  on  the  bottom  left  of  your  tax  bill  under  the  "Tax  Calculator" 
section.  If  you  are  missing  any  of  the  exemptions  to  which  you  are  entitled,  you  can  still  apply 
for  them  and  receive  a  corrected  bill.  Visit  the  Assessor's  Office  at  the  Skokie  Courthouse, 

5600  Old  Orchard  Road  in  Skokie,  before  you  pay  your  bill.

Chicago  Suspends  Water  Meter  Installation 

The  City  of  Chicago  is  suspending  the  installation  of  water  meters  due  to  lead  concerns. 

Anyone  who  is  concerned  about  water  quality,  regardless  of  whether  they  have  a  meter,  may 
request  a  free  test  kit  from  the  City.  Request  your  test  kit  at  www.chicagowaterquality.org. 

Households  with  water  meters  can  also  receive  a  free  filter  set.  The  set  includes  a  water 
pitcher  and  six  filters  that  are  NSF  certified  to  reduce  lead  if  used  correctly.  Order  your  filter 
set  online  at  www.chicaQowaterquality.orQ/filters. 

If  you  had  a  meter  installed  since  2000,  you  should  have  received  a  letter  with  instructions  and 
a  custom  code  to  order  your  filter  set.  If  you  do  not  have  the  code,  you  will  need  your  water 
account  number  from  your  most  recent  water  bill. 

Chicago's  water  is  safe  to  drink,  according  to  the  Department  of  Water  Management. 

However,  there  are  very  easy  steps  that  residents  can  take  to  ensure  they  have  the  highest 
quality  water.  One  of  the  most  effective  tools  for  ensuring  water  quality  is  flushing.  Every  time 
you  have  not  used  your  water  for  six  hours  or  more,  run  a  tap  for  five  minutes  to  move  the 
stagnant  water  out  of  your  system.  Doing  dishes,  laundry,  showering  or  watering  the  lawn  all 
count  towards  flushing.  Also,  as  always,  use  cold  water  from  the  tap  rather  than  hot  water  for 


drinking  or  cooking.

Check  Your  Exemptions! 

Second  Installment  Property  Tax  Bills  have  been  mailed  to  households  across  the  county  and 
are  due  on  August  1,  2019.  It  is  important  to  check  that  your  bill  reflects  all  the  exemptions 
you  are  entitled  to.  The  key  exemptions  are: 

•  Homeowner  Exemption:  you  own  the  property  and  live  there; 

•  Senior  Citizen  Exemption:  you  own  the  property,  live  there  and  one  of  the  owners  is  65 
years  or  older;  and 

•  Senior  Freeze  Exemption:  you  own  the  property,  live  there,  one  of  the  owners  is  65 
years  or  older,  your  household  income  is  $65,000  or  less  and  you  have  filed  a  verified 
Senior  Freeze  application. 

Exemptions  should  be  listed  on  the  bottom  left  of  your  tax  bill  under  the  "Tax  Calculator" 
section.  If  you  are  missing  any  of  the  exemptions  to  which  you  are  entitled,  you  can  still  apply 
for  them  and  receive  a  corrected  bill.  Visit  the  Assessor's  Office  at  the  Skokie  Courthouse, 

5600  Old  Orchard  Road  in  Skokie,  before  you  pay  your  bill.

Second  Installment  property  tax  bills  are  available  online.  You  can  now  view  and  pay  your  bill 
at  www.cookcountytreasurer.com. 

Second  Installment  bills  are  due  on  August  1,  2019.  For  help  understanding  your  bill,  visit  the 
Cook  County  Treasurer's  Office  website  here  or  call  your  Cook  County  Commissioner's  office. 

If  you  live  south  of  Devon,  call  Commissioner  Bridget  Gainer  at  (312)  603-4210.  If  you  live 
north  of  Devon,  call  Commissioner  Larry  Suffredin  at  (847)  864-1209. 

It  is  also  important  to  make  sure  you  are  receiving  all  of  the  exemptions  to  which  you  are 
entitled.  Popular  exemptions  include  the  Homeowner  Exemption,  the  Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
and  the  Senior  Freeze.  Exemptions  should  be  listed  on  the  bottom  left  of  your  tax  bill  under 
the  "Tax  Calculator"  section. 

Exemptions  can  lower  your  taxes.  If  you  are  not  receiving  one  or  more  of  the  exemptions  to 
which  you  are  entitled,  contact  your  local  Cook  County  Commissioner's  office  as  soon  as 
possible  for  assistance.

You  can  now  view  and  pay  your  bill 
at  www.cookcountytreasurer.com. 

Second  Installment  bills  are  due  on  August  1,  2019.  For  help  understanding  your  bill,  visit  the 
Cook  County  Treasurer's  Office  website  here  or  call  your  Cook  County  Commissioner's  office. 

If  you  live  south  of  Devon,  call  Commissioner  Bridget  Gainer  at  (312)  603-4210.  If  you  live 
north  of  Devon,  call  Commissioner  Larry  Suffredin  at  (847)  864-1209. 

It  is  also  important  to  make  sure  you  are  receiving  all  of  the  exemptions  to  which  you  are 
entitled.  Popular  exemptions  include  the  Homeowner  Exemption,  the  Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
and  the  Senior  Freeze.  Exemptions  should  be  listed  on  the  bottom  left  of  your  tax  bill  under 
the  "Tax  Calculator"  section.

July  11,  2019  (Illinois)  Chicago  Activists  Mobilize  To  Oppose  Nationwide  ICE  Raids  Expected  This  Weekend.  A  nationwide  immigration 
enforcement  operation  targeting  people  who  are  in  the  United  States  illegally  is  expected  to  begin  this  weekend  after  it  was  postponed  last  month  by 
President  Donald  Trump,  according  to  two  administration  officials  and  immigrant  activists.  The  operation,  which  has  sparked  outrage  and  concern  among 
immigrant-rights  advocates,  would  target  people  with  final  deportation  orders,  including  families  whose  immigration  cases  were  fast-tracked  by  judges  in 
10  major  cities,  including  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  New  York  and  Miami.  As  many  as  6,000  people  could  be  detained,  many  in  danger  of  deportation.  The 
sweep  remains  in  flux  and  could  begin  later,  according  to  the  administration  officials,  who  were  not  authorized  to  discuss  the  matter  publicly  and  spoke 
on  condition  of  anonymity.  Still,  activists  ramped  up  efforts  to  prepare  by  bolstering  know-your-rights  pocket  guides,  circulating  information  about  hotlines 
and  planning  public  demonstrations.  Organizers  estimated  that  a  rally  planned  for  11  a.m.  Saturday  at  Daley  Plaza  would  draw  around  10,000  people.

July  12,  2019  (Illinois)  Where  In  Illinois  Will  People  Be  Able  To  Use  Marijuana?  In  some  cases,  it  could  be  in  public.  With  recreational  marijuana 
set  to  become  legal  on  Jan.  1,  among  the  decisions  local  governments  are  going  to  have  to  consider  is  where  people  will  and  won’t  be  able  to  consume 
cannabis.  Illinois  has  had  a  smoking  ban  in  place  since  2008,  preventing  people  from  smoking  inside  workplaces,  bars,  restaurants,  concert  halls  and 
gaming  facilities,  among  other  places,  over  concerns  of  secondhand  smoke.  There  is  an  exemption  for  cigar  lounges.  But  under  the  marijuana  law  signed 
by  Gov  J.B.  Pritzker  last  month,  municipalities  will  be  able  to  grant  licenses  to  locations  to  have  social  consumption  take  place.  Bill  sponsor  state  Rep. 
Kelly  Cassidy,  D-Chicago,  has  said  no  public  consumption  would  be  allowed,  and  the  marijuana  law  itself  says  consuming  marijuana  would  not  be 
allowed  in  any  place  where  smoking  is  banned  under  the  Smoke  Free  Illinois  Act.  But  the  marijuana  legalization  law  also  allows  local  governments  to 
decide  whether  to  permit  on-site  consumption  at  businesses  within  their  municipalities.

July  11,  2019  (Illinois)  Small  Plane  Crashes  In  Wheeling  Area:  Reports.  A  small  plane  reportedly  crashed  into  the  Dam  Woods  near  the  Chicago 
Executive  Airport.  The  crash  reportedly  happened  on  Dundee  Road  between  Dam  1  and  1-294  Thursday  evening.  The  plane,  an  Icon  A5  light  sport 
aircraft,  was  attempting  to  land  on  Runway  16  and  crashed  in  a  wooded  area  1.3  miles  northeast  of  the  airport.  First  responders  were  searching  for  the 
plane  and  pilot  in  Dam  Woods.  Air  traffic  control  audio  suggested  that  the  pilot  made  contact  with  the  tower  since  the  incident.  The  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  is  investigating  the  crash.  There  was  no  information  on  the  number  of  passengers  or  any  injuries  caused  from  the  crash.

The  Oak  Forest  Fire  Department  was  approved  last 
month  for  a  lowTnterest  loan  that  will  permit  the  department  to  update  its  aging  engine  fleet.  The  loan  is  OFSM  Fire  Truck  Revolv/ng  Loan  is  designed  to 
help  emergency  personnel  purchase  vehicles  they  otherwise  couldn't  afford.  The  loan  program  offers  zero  and  low-interest  loans  to  fire  departments 
across  the  state  to  purchase  new  fire  trucks  and  ambulances.  Oak  Forest's  loan  is  for  $350,000.00  at  an  interest  rate  of  1.89%  for  a  term  of  10  years. 
The  loan  agreement  allows  for  accelerated  payments  with  no  penalties.  The  department  has  been  working  to  replace  its  aging  fleet  of  lire  engines  — the 
department's  newest  fire  engine  is  13  years  old

day  rabies  alert  for  an  area  surrounding  Disney  World’s  popular  Epcot  theme  park,  urging  tourists  and  residents  to  avoid  “stray  dogs”  and  other  wildlife. 
The  Florida  Department  of  Health  issued  the  rabies  warning  for  a  two  mile  radius  in  the  area  surrounding  Interstate  4  and  Epcot  Center  Drive  in  southwest 
Orange  County  after  a  feral  cat  in  the  area  tested  positive  for  the  disease.  Officials  advised  the  public  in  a  statement  to  avoid  contact  with  ‘feral  cats, 
stray  dogs  and  all  wildlife  particularly  raccoons,  bats,  foxes,  skunks,  otters,  bobcats  and  coyotes.”  Symptoms  of  the  disease  may  include  general 
weakness  or  discomfort,  fever  or  a  headache.  In  some  extreme  cases  where  fatality  is  likely,  the  infected  person  can  experience  delirium,  abnormal 
behavior,  hallucinations,  hydrophobia  (fear  of  water)  and  insomnia.

July  12,  2019  (Louisiana)  Tropical  Storm  Barry’s  Wind  And  Rain  Hit  Louisiana  Coast.  Tropical  Storm  Barry's  wind  and  rain  began  hitting  parts  of 
Louisiana  Friday  as  New  Orleans  and  coastal  communities  braced  for  a  drenching  from  what  could  be  the  season’s  first  hurricane.  A  hurricane  warning 
was  in  effect  along  the  Louisiana  coast,  with  forecasters  predicting  landfall  as  a  hurricane  by  early  Saturday.  The  storm’s  rains  are  expected  to  pose  a 
severe  test  of  New  Orleans’  improved  post-Katrina  flood  defenses.  Barry  is  forecast  to  bring  more  than  a  foot  and  a  half  (0.5  meters)  of  rain  to  parts  of  the 
state  as  it  moves  slowly  inland.  “There  are  three  ways  that  Louisiana  can  flood:  storm  surge,  high  rivers  and  rain,”  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards 
said.  “We’re  going  to  have  all  three.”  Edwards  warned  of  a  dangerous  combination  with  the  already-high  Mississippi  Ftiver,  which  has  been  swelled  by 
heavy  rain  and  snowmelt  upriver  this  spring.  He  said  authorities  do  not  expect  the  river  to  spill  over  its  levees,  but  cautioned  that  a  change  in  the  storm’s 
direction  or  intensity  could  alter  that.

President  Trump  declared  a  federal  emergency  for  Louisiana  on  Thursday  night,  authorizing  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  and  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  to  coordinate  all  disaster  relief  efforts  ahead  of  the  strengthening  of  Tropical  Storm  Barry.  Trump  approved  the  federal 
assistance  at  the  request  of  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards,  who  noted  that  within  the  past  24  hours,  28  parishes  had  issued  emergency  declarations 
and  14  were  in  the  process  of  doing  so.  Residents  have  been  stacking  sandbags  or  fleeing  to  higher  ground  in  preparation  for  torrential  downpours,  with 
heavy  flooding  expected  once  the  storm  makes  landfall  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  either  late  Friday  or  early  Saturday.

“I  came  here  today  on  behalf  of  your  commander  in  chief  and  the  American  people  to 
say  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done,”  Pence  told  the  crew.  “And  welcome  home."  Officials  also  released  harrowing  footage  of  a  drug  bust  at  sea  that 
featured  Munro’s  crew  members  leaping  onto  a  narco-sub  as  it  tried  to  flee.

July  12,  2019  (National)  180,000  Smoke  Alarms  Recalled  Because  They  May  Not  Work  During  A  Fire.  Nearly  180,000  battery-powered  smoke  and 
fire  detectors  have  been  recalled  due  to  failure  risks.  According  to  the  recall  on  the  Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission  website,  the  alarms  can  have 
a  misaligned  internal  switch  causing  the  alarms  to  not  activate  properly,  posing  a  risk  of  failure  to  alert  consumers  to  a  fire.  The  recall  involves  Universal 
Security  Instruments  10-year  battery  operated  ionization  smoke  and  fire  alarms  with  model  numbers  MI3050S  and  MI3050SB  and  with  date  codes 
between  2015JAN19  through  2016JUL11.  The  smoke  alarms  are  white  in  color  and  5 'A  inches  in  diameter.  “Universal”  and  “Smoke  &  Fire  Alarm”  are 
printed  on  the  front  cover  of  the  alarm.  The  label  on  the  back  of  the  alarm  lists  the  model  number  and  date  code.  The  recall  suggests  consumers  inspect 
their  smoke  alarms  to  determine  if  they  will  activate  properly  by  pressing  the  test  button.  If  the  alarm  sounds,  no  further  action  is  required.  If  it  does  not 
sound,  consumers  should  contact  Universal  Security  for  a  replacement.  There  have  been  134  reports  of  failure  to  properly  activate  during  installation.  The 
alarms  were  sold  online  from  July  2015  to  December  2016.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Apple  Disables  Walkie-Talkie  App  Over  Privacy  Concerns.  Apple  has  disabled  a  popular  comms  app  on  its  watchOS 
after  concerns  were  raised  over  users  being  able  to  eavesdrop  on  each  other.  Available  on  the  Apple  Watch  Series  1  or  later  with  watchOS  5,  the 
Walkie-Talkie  app  allows  users  “to  get  in  touch  with  just  one  tap,”  according  to  Apple.  However,  the  tech  giant  has  been  forced  to  switch  the  function  off 
while  it  “quickly”  fixes  an  emerging  vulnerability.  “Although  we  are  not  aware  of  any  use  of  the  vulnerability  against  a  customer  and  specific  conditions 
and  sequences  of  events  are  required  to  exploit  it,  we  take  the  security  and  privacy  of  our  customers  extremely  seriously,”  it  said  in  a  statement.  “We 
concluded  that  disabling  the  app  was  the  right  course  of  action  as  this  bug  could  allow  someone  to  listen  through  another  customer’s  iPhone  without 
consent.  We  apologize  again  for  this  issue  and  the  inconvenience.”  The  function  will  be  restored  “as  soon  as  possible,”  Apple  continued.

July  11 ,  2019  (International)  Two  Indiana  Brothers  Charged  With  Assembling  Semi-Automatic  Rifles  To  Send  To  ISIS  .  A  federal  grand  jury  has 
indicted  two  central  Indiana  brothers  for  allegedly  attempting  to  provide  guns  and  other  support  to  the  Islamic  State.  The  Justice  Department  said 
Thursday  that  21-year-old  Moyad  Dannon  and  20-year-old  Mahde  Dannon,  both  of  Fishers,  also  are  charged  with  various  firearms  offenses.  It  says 
between  July  and  December  2018,  the  brothers  sold  several  illegally  obtained  firearms  to  a  person  working  with  the  FBI  and  began  to  make  untraceable 
"ghost  guns"  by  purchasing  unmarked  firearms  parts  online  and  assembling  them  into  functional  .223  caliber,  semi-automatic  rifles,  which  they  sold  to 
an  undercover  FBI  agent.  Prosecutors  say  the  brothers  believed  the  weapons  were  destined  for  the  Islamic  State.

The  first  parts  of  the  S-400  air  defense  system  were  flown  to  a  military  air  base  near  the  capital  Ankara,  the  Turkish  Defense  Ministry 
said,  sealing  Turkey’s  deal  with  Russia  which  Washington  had  struggled  for  months  to  prevent.  The  United  States  says  the  Russian  military  hardware  is 
not  compatible  with  NATO  systems  and  that  the  acquisition  may  lead  to  Ankara's  expulsion  from  an  F-35  fighter  jet  program.

Iran  on  Friday  demanded  the  British  navy  release  an  Iranian  oil 
tanker  seized  last  week  off  Gibraltar,  accusing  London  of  playing  a  “dangerous  game”  and  threatening  retribution,  while  London  announced  it  was 
sending  a  destroyer  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  The  comments  from  Iran’s  Foreign  Ministry  came  the  day  after  police  in  Gibraltar,  a  British  overseas  territory  on 
the  southern  tip  of  Spain,  said  they  arrested  the  captain  and  chief  officer  of  the  supertanker  suspected  of  breaching  European  Union  sanctions  by 
carrying  a  shipment  of  Iranian  crude  oil  to  Syria.  Foreign  Ministry  spokesman  Abbas  Mousav  told  Iranian  state  news  agency  IRNA  that  “the  legal 
pretexts  for  the  capture  are  not  valid  ...  the  release  of  the  tanker  is  in  all  countries’  interest.”  During  Friday  prayers,  Kazem  Sedighi,  an  adviser  to  Iran’s 
Supreme  Leader  Ayatollah  AN  Khamenei,  threatened  retribution.  “Rest  assured,  Britons  will  soon  feel  the  slap  of  the  powerful  hands  of  the  Islamic 
Republic,"  he  said.  The  British  navy  said  Thursday  it  had  stopped  three  Iranian  paramilitary  vessels  from  disrupting  the  passage  of  a  British  oil  tanker 
through  the  Strait  of  Flormuz,  a  critical  shipping  lane  at  the  mouth  of  the  Persian  Gulf.  Iran's  Revolutionary  Guard  denied  any  incident  had  occurred  in  the 
strait.

July  11,  2019  (Illinois)  Chicago  Activists  Mobilize  To  Oppose  Nationwide  ICE  Raids  Expected  This  Weekend.  A  nationwide  immigration 
enforcement  operation  targeting  people  who  are  in  the  United  States  illegally  is  expected  to  begin  this  weekend  after  it  was  postponed  last  month  by 
President  Donald  Trump,  according  to  two  administration  officials  and  immigrant  activists.  The  operation,  which  has  sparked  outrage  and  concern  among 
immigrant-rights  advocates,  would  target  people  with  final  deportation  orders,  including  families  whose  immigration  cases  were  fast-tracked  by  judges  in 
10  major  cities,  including  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  New  York  and  Miami.  As  many  as  6,000  people  could  be  detained,  many  in  danger  of  deportation.  The 
sweep  remains  in  flux  and  could  begin  later,  according  to  the  administration  officials,  who  were  not  authorized  to  discuss  the  matter  publicly  and  spoke 
on  condition  of  anonymity.  Still,  activists  ramped  up  efforts  to  prepare  by  bolstering  know-your-rights  pocket  guides,  circulating  information  about  hotlines 
and  planning  public  demonstrations.  Organizers  estimated  that  a  rally  planned  for  11  a.m.  Saturday  at  Daley  Plaza  would  draw  around  10,000  people.

July  12,  2019  (Illinois)  Where  In  Illinois  Will  People  Be  Able  To  Use  Marijuana?  In  some  cases,  it  could  be  in  public.  With  recreational  marijuana 
set  to  become  legal  on  Jan.  1,  among  the  decisions  local  governments  are  going  to  have  to  consider  is  where  people  will  and  won’t  be  able  to  consume 
cannabis.  Illinois  has  had  a  smoking  ban  in  place  since  2008,  preventing  people  from  smoking  inside  workplaces,  bars,  restaurants,  concert  halls  and 
gaming  facilities,  among  other  places,  over  concerns  of  secondhand  smoke.  There  is  an  exemption  for  cigar  lounges.  But  under  the  marijuana  law  signed 
by  Gov  J.B.  Pritzker  last  month,  municipalities  will  be  able  to  grant  licenses  to  locations  to  have  social  consumption  take  place.  Bill  sponsor  state  Rep. 
Kelly  Cassidy,  D-Chicago,  has  said  no  public  consumption  would  be  allowed,  and  the  marijuana  law  itself  says  consuming  marijuana  would  not  be 
allowed  in  any  place  where  smoking  is  banned  under  the  Smoke  Free  Illinois  Act.  But  the  marijuana  legalization  law  also  allows  local  governments  to 
decide  whether  to  permit  on-site  consumption  at  businesses  within  their  municipalities.

July  11,  2019  (Illinois)  Small  Plane  Crashes  In  Wheeling  Area:  Reports.  A  small  plane  reportedly  crashed  into  the  Dam  Woods  near  the  Chicago 
Executive  Airport.  The  crash  reportedly  happened  on  Dundee  Road  between  Dam  1  and  1-294  Thursday  evening.  The  plane,  an  Icon  A5  light  sport 
aircraft,  was  attempting  to  land  on  Runway  16  and  crashed  in  a  wooded  area  1.3  miles  northeast  of  the  airport.  First  responders  were  searching  for  the 
plane  and  pilot  in  Dam  Woods.  Air  traffic  control  audio  suggested  that  the  pilot  made  contact  with  the  tower  since  the  incident.  The  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  is  investigating  the  crash.  There  was  no  information  on  the  number  of  passengers  or  any  injuries  caused  from  the  crash.

The  Oak  Forest  Fire  Department  was  approved  last 
month  for  a  lowTnterest  loan  that  will  permit  the  department  to  update  its  aging  engine  fleet.  The  loan  is  OFSM  Fire  Truck  Revolv/ng  Loan  is  designed  to 
help  emergency  personnel  purchase  vehicles  they  otherwise  couldn't  afford.  The  loan  program  offers  zero  and  low-interest  loans  to  fire  departments 
across  the  state  to  purchase  new  fire  trucks  and  ambulances.  Oak  Forest's  loan  is  for  $350,000.00  at  an  interest  rate  of  1.89%  for  a  term  of  10  years. 
The  loan  agreement  allows  for  accelerated  payments  with  no  penalties.  The  department  has  been  working  to  replace  its  aging  fleet  of  lire  engines  — the 
department's  newest  fire  engine  is  13  years  old

July  11,  2019  (Florida)  Florida  Health  Officials  Warn  Of  Rabies  In  Disney  World's  Epcot  Theme  Park.  Health  officials  in  Florida  have  issued  a  60- 
day  rabies  alert  for  an  area  surrounding  Disney  World’s  popular  Epcot  theme  park,  urging  tourists  and  residents  to  avoid  “stray  dogs”  and  other  wildlife. 
The  Florida  Department  of  Health  issued  the  rabies  warning  for  a  two  mile  radius  in  the  area  surrounding  Interstate  4  and  Epcot  Center  Drive  in  southwest 
Orange  County  after  a  feral  cat  in  the  area  tested  positive  for  the  disease.  Officials  advised  the  public  in  a  statement  to  avoid  contact  with  ‘feral  cats, 
stray  dogs  and  all  wildlife  particularly  raccoons,  bats,  foxes,  skunks,  otters,  bobcats  and  coyotes.”  Symptoms  of  the  disease  may  include  general 
weakness  or  discomfort,  fever  or  a  headache.  In  some  extreme  cases  where  fatality  is  likely,  the  infected  person  can  experience  delirium,  abnormal 
behavior,  hallucinations,  hydrophobia  (fear  of  water)  and  insomnia.

July  12,  2019  (Washington)  Magnitude  4.6  Earthquake  Hits  Just  Outside  Seattle.  The  U.S.  Geological  Survey  reports  that  a  4.6  magnitude 
earthquake  has  rattled  the  Three  Lakes  area  of  Washington  state,  less  than  50  miles  northeast  of  Seattle.  The  earthquake  initially  registered  as  a  4.7 
magnitude  and  was  then  downgraded  to  4.4  before  eventually  going  back  up  to  a  4.6.  The  quake  hit  at  about  2:52  a.m.  The  earthquake  was  relatively 
shallow,  but  according  to  the  USGS  map,  it  was  felt  all  the  way  to  the  Canadian  border.  The  epicenter  of  the  quake  was  near  Monroe  in  Snohomish 
County.  NWS  Seattle  says  a  Tsunami  is  not  expected.

Ohio's  first  measles  case  of  2019  has  been  confirmed  in  Stark 
County.  According  to  a  release  from  the  Ohio  Department  of  Health,  a  young  adult  recently  traveled  to  a  state  with  confirmed  measles  cases.  According 
to  the  release:  “Ohio  occasionally  sees  measles  cases  as  the  result  of  importations  from  other  countries  where  measles  remains  endemic.  This  is  the 
first  confirmed  measles  case  in  Ohio  since  2017.  Twenty-eight  states,  including  many  neighboring  states,  already  have  measles  cases,  with  several 
having  confirmed  measles  outbreaks.  Previously,  Ohio’s  last  confirmed  measles  outbreak  was  in  2014,  with  382  confirmed  cases.”

July  12,  2019  (Louisiana)  Tropical  Storm  Barry’s  Wind  And  Rain  Hit  Louisiana  Coast.  Tropical  Storm  Barry's  wind  and  rain  began  hitting  parts  of 
Louisiana  Friday  as  New  Orleans  and  coastal  communities  braced  for  a  drenching  from  what  could  be  the  season’s  first  hurricane.  A  hurricane  warning 
was  in  effect  along  the  Louisiana  coast,  with  forecasters  predicting  landfall  as  a  hurricane  by  early  Saturday.  The  storm’s  rains  are  expected  to  pose  a 
severe  test  of  New  Orleans’  improved  post-Katrina  flood  defenses.  Barry  is  forecast  to  bring  more  than  a  foot  and  a  half  (0.5  meters)  of  rain  to  parts  of  the 
state  as  it  moves  slowly  inland.  “There  are  three  ways  that  Louisiana  can  flood:  storm  surge,  high  rivers  and  rain,”  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards 
said.  “We’re  going  to  have  all  three.”  Edwards  warned  of  a  dangerous  combination  with  the  already-high  Mississippi  Ftiver,  which  has  been  swelled  by 
heavy  rain  and  snowmelt  upriver  this  spring.  He  said  authorities  do  not  expect  the  river  to  spill  over  its  levees,  but  cautioned  that  a  change  in  the  storm’s 
direction  or  intensity  could  alter  that.

July  12,  2019  (Louisiana)  President  Trump  Declares  State  Of  Emergency  In  Louisiana,  Sends  Federal  Assistance  Ahead  Of  Tropical  Storm 
Barry.  President  Trump  declared  a  federal  emergency  for  Louisiana  on  Thursday  night,  authorizing  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  and  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  to  coordinate  all  disaster  relief  efforts  ahead  of  the  strengthening  of  Tropical  Storm  Barry.  Trump  approved  the  federal 
assistance  at  the  request  of  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards,  who  noted  that  within  the  past  24  hours,  28  parishes  had  issued  emergency  declarations 
and  14  were  in  the  process  of  doing  so.  Residents  have  been  stacking  sandbags  or  fleeing  to  higher  ground  in  preparation  for  torrential  downpours,  with 
heavy  flooding  expected  once  the  storm  makes  landfall  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  either  late  Friday  or  early  Saturday.

Flanked  by  bricks  of  cocaine  nabbed  by  the  Munro  as  well  as  the  cutters  Vigorous  and  Mohawk,  Pence  lauded  the 
Coasties  for  “this  momentous  occasion  and  this  historic  offload.”  “I  came  here  today  on  behalf  of  your  commander  in  chief  and  the  American  people  to 
say  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done,”  Pence  told  the  crew.  “And  welcome  home."  Officials  also  released  harrowing  footage  of  a  drug  bust  at  sea  that 
featured  Munro’s  crew  members  leaping  onto  a  narco-sub  as  it  tried  to  flee.

Nearly  180,000  battery-powered  smoke  and 
fire  detectors  have  been  recalled  due  to  failure  risks.  According  to  the  recall  on  the  Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission  website,  the  alarms  can  have 
a  misaligned  internal  switch  causing  the  alarms  to  not  activate  properly,  posing  a  risk  of  failure  to  alert  consumers  to  a  fire.  The  recall  involves  Universal 
Security  Instruments  10-year  battery  operated  ionization  smoke  and  fire  alarms  with  model  numbers  MI3050S  and  MI3050SB  and  with  date  codes 
between  2015JAN19  through  2016JUL11.  The  smoke  alarms  are  white  in  color  and  5 'A  inches  in  diameter.  “Universal”  and  “Smoke  &  Fire  Alarm”  are 
printed  on  the  front  cover  of  the  alarm.  The  label  on  the  back  of  the  alarm  lists  the  model  number  and  date  code.  The  recall  suggests  consumers  inspect 
their  smoke  alarms  to  determine  if  they  will  activate  properly  by  pressing  the  test  button.  If  the  alarm  sounds,  no  further  action  is  required.  If  it  does  not 
sound,  consumers  should  contact  Universal  Security  for  a  replacement.  There  have  been  134  reports  of  failure  to  properly  activate  during  installation.  The 
alarms  were  sold  online  from  July  2015  to  December  2016.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Apple  Disables  Walkie-Talkie  App  Over  Privacy  Concerns.  Apple  has  disabled  a  popular  comms  app  on  its  watchOS 
after  concerns  were  raised  over  users  being  able  to  eavesdrop  on  each  other.  Available  on  the  Apple  Watch  Series  1  or  later  with  watchOS  5,  the 
Walkie-Talkie  app  allows  users  “to  get  in  touch  with  just  one  tap,”  according  to  Apple.  However,  the  tech  giant  has  been  forced  to  switch  the  function  off 
while  it  “quickly”  fixes  an  emerging  vulnerability.  “Although  we  are  not  aware  of  any  use  of  the  vulnerability  against  a  customer  and  specific  conditions 
and  sequences  of  events  are  required  to  exploit  it,  we  take  the  security  and  privacy  of  our  customers  extremely  seriously,”  it  said  in  a  statement.  “We 
concluded  that  disabling  the  app  was  the  right  course  of  action  as  this  bug  could  allow  someone  to  listen  through  another  customer’s  iPhone  without 
consent.  We  apologize  again  for  this  issue  and  the  inconvenience.”  The  function  will  be  restored  “as  soon  as  possible,”  Apple  continued.

July  11 ,  2019  (International)  Two  Indiana  Brothers  Charged  With  Assembling  Semi-Automatic  Rifles  To  Send  To  ISIS  .  A  federal  grand  jury  has 
indicted  two  central  Indiana  brothers  for  allegedly  attempting  to  provide  guns  and  other  support  to  the  Islamic  State.  The  Justice  Department  said 
Thursday  that  21-year-old  Moyad  Dannon  and  20-year-old  Mahde  Dannon,  both  of  Fishers,  also  are  charged  with  various  firearms  offenses.  It  says 
between  July  and  December  2018,  the  brothers  sold  several  illegally  obtained  firearms  to  a  person  working  with  the  FBI  and  began  to  make  untraceable 
"ghost  guns"  by  purchasing  unmarked  firearms  parts  online  and  assembling  them  into  functional  .223  caliber,  semi-automatic  rifles,  which  they  sold  to 
an  undercover  FBI  agent.  Prosecutors  say  the  brothers  believed  the  weapons  were  destined  for  the  Islamic  State.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Russia  Delivers  Missile  System  To  Turkey  In  Challenge  To  NATO.  Russia  began  delivery  of  an  advanced  missile 
defense  system  to  Turkey  on  Friday,  a  move  expected  to  trigger  U.S.  sanctions  against  a  NATO  ally  and  drive  a  wedge  into  the  heart  of  the  Western 
military  alliance.  The  first  parts  of  the  S-400  air  defense  system  were  flown  to  a  military  air  base  near  the  capital  Ankara,  the  Turkish  Defense  Ministry 
said,  sealing  Turkey’s  deal  with  Russia  which  Washington  had  struggled  for  months  to  prevent.  The  United  States  says  the  Russian  military  hardware  is 
not  compatible  with  NATO  systems  and  that  the  acquisition  may  lead  to  Ankara's  expulsion  from  an  F-35  fighter  jet  program.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Britain  Sending  Destroyer  To  Gulf  Amid  Iranian  Threats.  Iran  on  Friday  demanded  the  British  navy  release  an  Iranian  oil 
tanker  seized  last  week  off  Gibraltar,  accusing  London  of  playing  a  “dangerous  game”  and  threatening  retribution,  while  London  announced  it  was 
sending  a  destroyer  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  The  comments  from  Iran’s  Foreign  Ministry  came  the  day  after  police  in  Gibraltar,  a  British  overseas  territory  on 
the  southern  tip  of  Spain,  said  they  arrested  the  captain  and  chief  officer  of  the  supertanker  suspected  of  breaching  European  Union  sanctions  by 
carrying  a  shipment  of  Iranian  crude  oil  to  Syria.  Foreign  Ministry  spokesman  Abbas  Mousav  told  Iranian  state  news  agency  IRNA  that  “the  legal 
pretexts  for  the  capture  are  not  valid  ...  the  release  of  the  tanker  is  in  all  countries’  interest.”  During  Friday  prayers,  Kazem  Sedighi,  an  adviser  to  Iran’s 
Supreme  Leader  Ayatollah  AN  Khamenei,  threatened  retribution.  “Rest  assured,  Britons  will  soon  feel  the  slap  of  the  powerful  hands  of  the  Islamic 
Republic,"  he  said.  The  British  navy  said  Thursday  it  had  stopped  three  Iranian  paramilitary  vessels  from  disrupting  the  passage  of  a  British  oil  tanker 
through  the  Strait  of  Flormuz,  a  critical  shipping  lane  at  the  mouth  of  the  Persian  Gulf.  Iran's  Revolutionary  Guard  denied  any  incident  had  occurred  in  the 
strait.

Information  labeled  FOUO  should  be  safeguarded,  and  withheld  from  public  release  until  approved  for  release  by  the  originating  agency. 

Dsserrination  of  FOUO  is  restricted  to  persons  with  “need-to-know.”  Nsed-to-know  is  defined  as  the  deterrrination  made  by  an  authorized  holder  of  information  that  a  prospective 
recipient  requires  access  to  specific  information  in  order  to  perform  or  assist  in  the  lawful  and  authorized  governmental  function,  i.e.,  access  is  required  for  the  performance  of 
official  duties. 

Typical  FOUO  requirements  include: 

1.  FOUO  information  will  not  be  disseminated  in  any  manner  -  orally,  visually,  or  electronically  -  to  unauthorized  personnel. 

2.  The  holder  of  the  information  will  comply  with  access  and  dissemination  restrictions. 

3.  Ensure  the  recipient  of  FOUO  has  valid  need-to-know,  and  that  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  unauthorized  individuals  from  overhearing  the  conversation,  observing  the 
materials,  or  otherwise  obtaining  the  information.

July  11,  2019  (Illinois)  Chicago  Activists  Mobilize  To  Oppose  Nationwide  ICE  Raids  Expected  This  Weekend.  A  nationwide  immigration 
enforcement  operation  targeting  people  who  are  in  the  United  States  illegally  is  expected  to  begin  this  weekend  after  it  was  postponed  last  month  by 
President  Donald  Trump,  according  to  two  administration  officials  and  immigrant  activists.  The  operation,  which  has  sparked  outrage  and  concern  among 
immigrant-rights  advocates,  would  target  people  with  final  deportation  orders,  including  families  whose  immigration  cases  were  fast-tracked  by  judges  in 
10  major  cities,  including  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  New  York  and  Miami.  As  many  as  6,000  people  could  be  detained,  many  in  danger  of  deportation.  The 
sweep  remains  in  flux  and  could  begin  later,  according  to  the  administration  officials,  who  were  not  authorized  to  discuss  the  matter  publicly  and  spoke 
on  condition  of  anonymity.  Still,  activists  ramped  up  efforts  to  prepare  by  bolstering  know-your-rights  pocket  guides,  circulating  information  about  hotlines 
and  planning  public  demonstrations.  Organizers  estimated  that  a  rally  planned  for  11  a.m.  Saturday  at  Daley  Plaza  would  draw  around  10,000  people.

July  12,  2019  (Illinois)  Where  In  Illinois  Will  People  Be  Able  To  Use  Marijuana?  In  some  cases,  it  could  be  in  public.  With  recreational  marijuana 
set  to  become  legal  on  Jan.  1,  among  the  decisions  local  governments  are  going  to  have  to  consider  is  where  people  will  and  won’t  be  able  to  consume 
cannabis.  Illinois  has  had  a  smoking  ban  in  place  since  2008,  preventing  people  from  smoking  inside  workplaces,  bars,  restaurants,  concert  halls  and 
gaming  facilities,  among  other  places,  over  concerns  of  secondhand  smoke.  There  is  an  exemption  for  cigar  lounges.  But  under  the  marijuana  law  signed 
by  Gov  J.B.  Pritzker  last  month,  municipalities  will  be  able  to  grant  licenses  to  locations  to  have  social  consumption  take  place.  Bill  sponsor  state  Rep. 
Kelly  Cassidy,  D-Chicago,  has  said  no  public  consumption  would  be  allowed,  and  the  marijuana  law  itself  says  consuming  marijuana  would  not  be 
allowed  in  any  place  where  smoking  is  banned  under  the  Smoke  Free  Illinois  Act.  But  the  marijuana  legalization  law  also  allows  local  governments  to 
decide  whether  to  permit  on-site  consumption  at  businesses  within  their  municipalities.

The  loan  program  offers  zero  and  low-interest  loans  to  fire  departments 
across  the  state  to  purchase  new  fire  trucks  and  ambulances.  Oak  Forest's  loan  is  for  $350,000.00  at  an  interest  rate  of  1.89%  for  a  term  of  10  years. 
The  loan  agreement  allows  for  accelerated  payments  with  no  penalties.  The  department  has  been  working  to  replace  its  aging  fleet  of  lire  engines  — the 
department's  newest  fire  engine  is  13  years  old

July  11,  2019  (Florida)  Florida  Health  Officials  Warn  Of  Rabies  In  Disney  World's  Epcot  Theme  Park.  Health  officials  in  Florida  have  issued  a  60- 
day  rabies  alert  for  an  area  surrounding  Disney  World’s  popular  Epcot  theme  park,  urging  tourists  and  residents  to  avoid  “stray  dogs”  and  other  wildlife. 
The  Florida  Department  of  Health  issued  the  rabies  warning  for  a  two  mile  radius  in  the  area  surrounding  Interstate  4  and  Epcot  Center  Drive  in  southwest 
Orange  County  after  a  feral  cat  in  the  area  tested  positive  for  the  disease.  Officials  advised  the  public  in  a  statement  to  avoid  contact  with  ‘feral  cats, 
stray  dogs  and  all  wildlife  particularly  raccoons,  bats,  foxes,  skunks,  otters,  bobcats  and  coyotes.”  Symptoms  of  the  disease  may  include  general 
weakness  or  discomfort,  fever  or  a  headache.  In  some  extreme  cases  where  fatality  is  likely,  the  infected  person  can  experience  delirium,  abnormal 
behavior,  hallucinations,  hydrophobia  (fear  of  water)  and  insomnia.

July  12,  2019  (Louisiana)  Tropical  Storm  Barry’s  Wind  And  Rain  Hit  Louisiana  Coast.  Tropical  Storm  Barry's  wind  and  rain  began  hitting  parts  of 
Louisiana  Friday  as  New  Orleans  and  coastal  communities  braced  for  a  drenching  from  what  could  be  the  season’s  first  hurricane.  A  hurricane  warning 
was  in  effect  along  the  Louisiana  coast,  with  forecasters  predicting  landfall  as  a  hurricane  by  early  Saturday.  The  storm’s  rains  are  expected  to  pose  a 
severe  test  of  New  Orleans’  improved  post-Katrina  flood  defenses.  Barry  is  forecast  to  bring  more  than  a  foot  and  a  half  (0.5  meters)  of  rain  to  parts  of  the 
state  as  it  moves  slowly  inland.  “There  are  three  ways  that  Louisiana  can  flood:  storm  surge,  high  rivers  and  rain,”  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards 
said.  “We’re  going  to  have  all  three.”  Edwards  warned  of  a  dangerous  combination  with  the  already-high  Mississippi  Ftiver,  which  has  been  swelled  by 
heavy  rain  and  snowmelt  upriver  this  spring.  He  said  authorities  do  not  expect  the  river  to  spill  over  its  levees,  but  cautioned  that  a  change  in  the  storm’s 
direction  or  intensity  could  alter  that.

Trump  approved  the  federal 
assistance  at  the  request  of  Louisiana  Gov  John  Bel  Edwards,  who  noted  that  within  the  past  24  hours,  28  parishes  had  issued  emergency  declarations 
and  14  were  in  the  process  of  doing  so.  Residents  have  been  stacking  sandbags  or  fleeing  to  higher  ground  in  preparation  for  torrential  downpours,  with 
heavy  flooding  expected  once  the  storm  makes  landfall  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  either  late  Friday  or  early  Saturday.

Flanked  by  bricks  of  cocaine  nabbed  by  the  Munro  as  well  as  the  cutters  Vigorous  and  Mohawk,  Pence  lauded  the 
Coasties  for  “this  momentous  occasion  and  this  historic  offload.”  “I  came  here  today  on  behalf  of  your  commander  in  chief  and  the  American  people  to 
say  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done,”  Pence  told  the  crew.  “And  welcome  home."  Officials  also  released  harrowing  footage  of  a  drug  bust  at  sea  that 
featured  Munro’s  crew  members  leaping  onto  a  narco-sub  as  it  tried  to  flee.

July  12,  2019  (National)  180,000  Smoke  Alarms  Recalled  Because  They  May  Not  Work  During  A  Fire.  Nearly  180,000  battery-powered  smoke  and 
fire  detectors  have  been  recalled  due  to  failure  risks.  According  to  the  recall  on  the  Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission  website,  the  alarms  can  have 
a  misaligned  internal  switch  causing  the  alarms  to  not  activate  properly,  posing  a  risk  of  failure  to  alert  consumers  to  a  fire.  The  recall  involves  Universal 
Security  Instruments  10-year  battery  operated  ionization  smoke  and  fire  alarms  with  model  numbers  MI3050S  and  MI3050SB  and  with  date  codes 
between  2015JAN19  through  2016JUL11.  The  smoke  alarms  are  white  in  color  and  5 'A  inches  in  diameter.  “Universal”  and  “Smoke  &  Fire  Alarm”  are 
printed  on  the  front  cover  of  the  alarm.  The  label  on  the  back  of  the  alarm  lists  the  model  number  and  date  code.  The  recall  suggests  consumers  inspect 
their  smoke  alarms  to  determine  if  they  will  activate  properly  by  pressing  the  test  button.  If  the  alarm  sounds,  no  further  action  is  required.  If  it  does  not 
sound,  consumers  should  contact  Universal  Security  for  a  replacement.  There  have  been  134  reports  of  failure  to  properly  activate  during  installation.  The 
alarms  were  sold  online  from  July  2015  to  December  2016.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Apple  Disables  Walkie-Talkie  App  Over  Privacy  Concerns.  Apple  has  disabled  a  popular  comms  app  on  its  watchOS 
after  concerns  were  raised  over  users  being  able  to  eavesdrop  on  each  other.  Available  on  the  Apple  Watch  Series  1  or  later  with  watchOS  5,  the 
Walkie-Talkie  app  allows  users  “to  get  in  touch  with  just  one  tap,”  according  to  Apple.  However,  the  tech  giant  has  been  forced  to  switch  the  function  off 
while  it  “quickly”  fixes  an  emerging  vulnerability.  “Although  we  are  not  aware  of  any  use  of  the  vulnerability  against  a  customer  and  specific  conditions 
and  sequences  of  events  are  required  to  exploit  it,  we  take  the  security  and  privacy  of  our  customers  extremely  seriously,”  it  said  in  a  statement.  “We 
concluded  that  disabling  the  app  was  the  right  course  of  action  as  this  bug  could  allow  someone  to  listen  through  another  customer’s  iPhone  without 
consent.  We  apologize  again  for  this  issue  and  the  inconvenience.”  The  function  will  be  restored  “as  soon  as  possible,”  Apple  continued.

July  11 ,  2019  (International)  Two  Indiana  Brothers  Charged  With  Assembling  Semi-Automatic  Rifles  To  Send  To  ISIS  .  A  federal  grand  jury  has 
indicted  two  central  Indiana  brothers  for  allegedly  attempting  to  provide  guns  and  other  support  to  the  Islamic  State.  The  Justice  Department  said 
Thursday  that  21-year-old  Moyad  Dannon  and  20-year-old  Mahde  Dannon,  both  of  Fishers,  also  are  charged  with  various  firearms  offenses.  It  says 
between  July  and  December  2018,  the  brothers  sold  several  illegally  obtained  firearms  to  a  person  working  with  the  FBI  and  began  to  make  untraceable 
"ghost  guns"  by  purchasing  unmarked  firearms  parts  online  and  assembling  them  into  functional  .223  caliber,  semi-automatic  rifles,  which  they  sold  to 
an  undercover  FBI  agent.  Prosecutors  say  the  brothers  believed  the  weapons  were  destined  for  the  Islamic  State.

Russia  began  delivery  of  an  advanced  missile 
defense  system  to  Turkey  on  Friday,  a  move  expected  to  trigger  U.S.  sanctions  against  a  NATO  ally  and  drive  a  wedge  into  the  heart  of  the  Western 
military  alliance.  The  first  parts  of  the  S-400  air  defense  system  were  flown  to  a  military  air  base  near  the  capital  Ankara,  the  Turkish  Defense  Ministry 
said,  sealing  Turkey’s  deal  with  Russia  which  Washington  had  struggled  for  months  to  prevent.  The  United  States  says  the  Russian  military  hardware  is 
not  compatible  with  NATO  systems  and  that  the  acquisition  may  lead  to  Ankara's  expulsion  from  an  F-35  fighter  jet  program.

July  12,  2019  (International)  Britain  Sending  Destroyer  To  Gulf  Amid  Iranian  Threats.  Iran  on  Friday  demanded  the  British  navy  release  an  Iranian  oil 
tanker  seized  last  week  off  Gibraltar,  accusing  London  of  playing  a  “dangerous  game”  and  threatening  retribution,  while  London  announced  it  was 
sending  a  destroyer  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  The  comments  from  Iran’s  Foreign  Ministry  came  the  day  after  police  in  Gibraltar,  a  British  overseas  territory  on 
the  southern  tip  of  Spain,  said  they  arrested  the  captain  and  chief  officer  of  the  supertanker  suspected  of  breaching  European  Union  sanctions  by 
carrying  a  shipment  of  Iranian  crude  oil  to  Syria.  Foreign  Ministry  spokesman  Abbas  Mousav  told  Iranian  state  news  agency  IRNA  that  “the  legal 
pretexts  for  the  capture  are  not  valid  ...  the  release  of  the  tanker  is  in  all  countries’  interest.”  During  Friday  prayers,  Kazem  Sedighi,  an  adviser  to  Iran’s 
Supreme  Leader  Ayatollah  AN  Khamenei,  threatened  retribution.  “Rest  assured,  Britons  will  soon  feel  the  slap  of  the  powerful  hands  of  the  Islamic 
Republic,"  he  said.  The  British  navy  said  Thursday  it  had  stopped  three  Iranian  paramilitary  vessels  from  disrupting  the  passage  of  a  British  oil  tanker 
through  the  Strait  of  Flormuz,  a  critical  shipping  lane  at  the  mouth  of  the  Persian  Gulf.  Iran's  Revolutionary  Guard  denied  any  incident  had  occurred  in  the 
strait.

Hoping  Chicago’s  cut-rate  Vin  Diesels  will  be  deterred  from  playing  out  their  “Fast  and  Furious”  car  chase  fantasies  on  Lower 
Wacker  Drive  by  the  threat  of  a  hefty  fine,  Downtown  Aid.  Brendan  Reilly  moved  forward  Thursday  with  apian  to  let  police  issue 
tickets  up  to  $10,000 for  drivers  who  drag  race  and  “drift.” 

Reilly  said  the  popular  series  of  films  that feature  outlaw  characters  escaping  pursuers  with  impossible  feats  of  automotive 
derring-do  has  prompted  would-be  copycats  to  attempt  dangerous  tricks  on  the  downtown  subterranean  streets.  Among  those  is 
“drifting,  ”  the  practice  of  accelerating  a  car  quickly,  then  engaging  the  emergency  brake  and  spinning  the  steering  wheel 
suddenly  to  send  it  into  a  slide. 

“If  you  were  to  go  to  YouTube  and  see  these  videos,  there  are  hundreds  of  these  videos,”  he  said.  “In  some  cases,  the  driver  isn’t 
even  in  the  vehicle.  He’s  hanging  out  the  window,  steering  the  vehicle  with  afoot.  So  these  are  not  stunt  drivers,  this  is  not 
Hollywood.  People  are  going  to  get  killed,  and  we’ve  alreadu  that  happen  a  few  uears  ago.” 

Reilly’s  ordinance,  which  passed  the  Pedestrian  and  Traffic  Safety  Committee  and  will  head  to  the  full  City  Council,  sets  a  fine  for 
$5,000  to  $10,000 for  people  caught  drag  racing  or  drifting. 

The  ordinance  also  sets  $500  fines  for  people  who  use  muffler  cut-outs  or  other  devices  to  make  their  cars  or  motorcycles  louder.

Embattled  Chicago  R&B  singer  R.  Kelly 
has  been  indicted  by  federal  grand 
juries  in  Chicago  and  New  York.  He  was 
arrested  Thursday  night  while  walking 
his  dog  near  Trump  Tower  and  remains 
in  federal  custody. 

Prosecutors  in  Chicago  accuse  Kelly,

IMPORTANT  UPDATE: 

The  Social  Security  Administration  has  announced  that  they  will  reviving  the 
practice  of  issuing  “No-Match"  letters  to  employers  and  employees  notifying  both 
employers  and  employees  that  the  employees  Social  Security  Number  does  not 
match  official  records. 


WHAT  IS  A  NO-MATCH  LETTER: 

The  Internal  Revenue  Sendee  (IRS)  sends  a  notice  to  employers  when  the 
infonnation  they  receive  regarding  tax  withholdings  for  employees  does  not  match 
infonnation  in  the  IRS  database.  The  two  main  reasons  an  employer  might  receive 
an  IRS  no-match  letter  are  (1)  missing  or  incomplete  Social  Security  number 
(referred  to  by  the  IRS  as  a  “tax  identification  number,"  or  TIN)  or  (2)  missing  or 
incomplete  employer  identification  number  (EIN).  Much  as  the  Social  Security' 
Administration  (SSA)  no-match  letter  is,  this  is  an  attempt  by  the  IRS  to  reconcile 
the  information  an  employer  is  submitting  and  the  infonnation  the  government  has 
in  its  database.  An  IRS  no-match  letter  does  not  make  any  statement  about  a 
worker’s  immigration  status  or  the  worker’s  employment  authorization,

If  you  are  an  employer  or  employee  and  have  received  one  of  these  letters,  please

What  are  the  No-Match  letters? 


According  to  the  Social  Security  Administration,  "No  Match1' 
letters  are  educational  tools  for  employers  to  learn  to  use  the  SSA 
databases  and  correct  workers'  information,  The  letters  tell 
employers  which  workers  have  discrepancies  in  their  information 
and  ask  for  corrections  in  60  days  in  order  to  deposit  the  worker's 
contributions  in  the  correct  account  to  for  their  benefits  such  as 
Medicare,  retirement,  pension,  and  others. 

Discrepancies  may  be  due  to  typographic  errors,  wrong  birth 
dates,  name  changes  such  as  married  or  divorced  last  names, 
and  error  while  writing  or  typing  many  names  in  languages  other 
than  English,  The  letters  from  the  SSA  specifically  state  “this 
letter  is  not  related  to  work  permits  or  immigration  status  of 

your  workers” 

The  letters  also  advise  the  employer  to  not  “use  this  letter  to 
take  any  adverse  action  against  an  employee,  such  as  laying 


off,  suspending,  firing  or  discriminating  against  that 
individual,  just  because  his  or  her  SSN  or  name  does  not 
match  our  records.  Any  of  those  actions  could,  in  fact, 
violate  State  or  Federal  law  and  subject  you  to  legal 
consequences”.  According  to  the  Social  Security 
Administration,  they  will  not  punish,  fine  or  take  any  action 
against  any  employer  who  does  not  respond  to  their  letters. 

In  other  workers,  the  employer  is  not  mandated  to  do 
anything.

If  you 
admit  to  not  having  papers,  your  employer  Is  mandated,  by  law,  to 
immediately  fire  you.

Hi  everyone.  Many  of  you  may  have  heard  that  the  Administration  has  announced  it  will  begin  large  scale  raids  next  week.  A  Washington  Post  article  reported  on  this.  As 
we  know,  this  has  many  detrimental  impacts  on  families  and  children,  including  those  who  are  U.S.  citizens.  I  wanted  to  share  the  latest  intel  and  some  resources  which  I 
hope  can  help  support  our  communities  and  families.  As  we  share  information,  please  keep  the  following  top  of  mind  which  we've  been  urged  to  share:  Please  keep  in 
mind  that  it's  important  to  speak  out  against  the  threat,  but  also  not  to  spread  unnecessary  panic  among  our  communities. 

Intel:  Based  on  the  latest  intel,  our  understanding  is  that  enforcement  activities  are  likely  to  start  this  Sunday  through  Thursday  targeting  families  with  removal  orders. 
Once  again,  these  operations  are  expected  in  places  where  the  Family  Case  Management  Program  (FCMP)  was  operational,  including  Miami,  LA,  NYC,  DC/Baltimore,  and 
Chicago.  However,  the  scope  is  not  limited  to  these  places,  and  it’s  also  possible  ICE  will  target  unaccompanied  youth  who  are  now  18  and  have  removal  orders.

In  politics,  apple  doesn't  always  fall  far  from  family  tree  —  Both  Crain’s  and  the  Chicago  Sun-Times  Editorial  Board  have 
been  reflecting  on  the  most  recent  examples  of  the  seeming  nepotism  that  has  come  to  define  Chicago  and  state  politics.

Twenty  years  after  the  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson,  then-Congressman  Blagojevich’s  mission  to  free  U.S.  POWs:  Twenty 
years  after  civil  rights  leader  the  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson  and  then-U.S.  Rep.  Rod  Blagojevich  were  part  of  a  delegation  that  traveled  to 
the  former  Y ugoslavia  to  broker  the  release  of  three  American  troops  being  held  captive  by  military  forces  there,  Jackson  will 
reunite  with  two  of  them  in  Chicago  this  weekend. 


Blagojevich,  who  was  convicted  in  a  public  corruption  scheme  tied  to  his  tenure  as  Illinois  governor,  remains  in  federal  prison  in 
Colorado. 

In  May  1999,  the  Jackson-Blagojevich  delegation  traveled  to  the  war-torn  region  to  see  about  releasing  the  three  members  of  the 
U.S.  Army,  who  were  held  more  than  a  month:  Staff  Sgts.  Andrew  Ramirez,  24,  of  Los  Angeles,  and  Christopher  Stone,  25,  of 
Smiths  Creek,  Michigan,  and  Spc.  Steven  Gonzales,  21,  of  Huntsville,  Texas. 

T hen-Y ugoslav  President  Slobodan  Milosevic  agreed  to  release  the  captured  American  troops  and,  as  part  of  the  deal,  asked  that  a 
message  be  relayed  to  then-U.S.  President  Bill  Clinton  about  resolving  the  Kosovo  conflict,  which  pitted  Serbians  against  ethnic 
Albanians. 

Despite  an  intense  NATO  bombing  campaign  across  Y  ugoslavia  —  aimed  at  forcing  Milosevic  to  withdraw  troops  from  the  Kosovo 
War  —  the  three  U.S.  prisoners  of  war  were  handed  over  to  Jackson.  You  can  read  the  full  story,  covered  bv  the  Tribune  in  iqqq. 
here. 

On  Saturday,  Jackson  will  be  reunited  with  Stone  and  Ramirez  during  the  weekly  broadcast  from  Rainbow/PUSH  Coalition 
headquarters,  930  W.  50th  St.  Gonzales  couldn’t  attend  because  of  a  work  conflict.

KNOW  YOUR

What  to  do  when  you  encounter  ice 
in  public,  at  work,  and  at  home 


•  You  have  the  right  to  remain  silent  -  you  DO  NOT  need  to  answer  ICE 
agents  questions  or  tell  them  your  immigration  status. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  detain  you  without  a  warrant  signed  by  a  judge. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  enter  your  home  without  a  signed  warrant  by  a 
judge  or  your  consent.  DO  NOT  OPEN  THE  DOOR. 

.  DO  NOT  CONSENT  if  they  DO  NOT  HAVE  A  WARRANT. 

•  Ask  the  ICE  agents  to  slide  the  warrant  (if  they  have  one)  under  the  door 
for  you  to  review.  If  it  is  NOT  a  warrant  SIGNED  by  a  judge  and  ISSUED 
by  a  court,  then  they  cannot  legally  enter  your  home. 

•  If  the  warrant  is  signed  by  a  judge,  review  the  warrant  carefully-review 
the  date,  address  of  your  home,  spelling  of  your  name,  etc.  for  any  errors. 


CREATE  A  SAFETY  PLAN  NOW 

•  Choose  an  emergency  contact  person  and  memorize  their  phone  number. 

•  Memorize  your  immigration  number  (A#)  if  you  have  one  and  give  it  to 
your  emergency  contact  person. 

•  Give  your  child's  school  or  day  care  the  emergency  contact  name,  phone 
number,  and  authorization  to  pick  up  your  child. 

•  Provide  authorization  to  your  emergency  contact  to  make  medical  and 
legal  decisions  for  your  child-  Guardianship  or  Power  of  Attorney. 

•  Keep  important  documents  in  a  secure  location  (passport,  birth/marriage 
certificates,  immigration  papers,  list  of  medications  you  take)  and  make 
sure  your  emergency  contact  knows  how  to  access  them. 

•  Keep  a  list  of  names  and  contact  information  for  any  lawyer  that  has  or 
could  represent  you.

KNOW  YOUR

What  to  do  when  you  encounter  ice

KNOW  YOUR 
RIGHTS 

What  to  do  when  you  encounter  ice 
in  public,  at  work,  and  at  home 


•  You  have  the  right  to  remain  silent  -  you  DO  NOT  need  to  answer  ICE 
agents  questions  or  tell  them  your  immigration  status. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  detain  you  without  a  warrant  signed  by  a  judge. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  enter  your  home  without  a  signed  warrant  by  a 
judge  or  your  consent.  DO  NOT  OPEN  THE  DOOR. 

.  DO  NOT  CONSENT  if  they  DO  NOT  HAVE  A  WARRANT. 

•  Ask  the  ICE  agents  to  slide  the  warrant  (if  they  have  one)  under  the  door 
for  you  to  review.  If  it  is  NOT  a  warrant  SIGNED  by  a  judge  and  ISSUED 
by  a  court,  then  they  cannot  legally  enter  your  home. 

•  If  the  warrant  is  signed  by  a  judge,  review  the  warrant  carefully-review 
the  date,  address  of  your  home,  spelling  of  your  name,  etc.  for  any  errors. 


CREATE  A  SAFETY  PLAN  NOW 

•  Choose  an  emergency  contact  person  and  memorize  their  phone  number. 

•  Memorize  your  immigration  number  (A#)  if  you  have  one  and  give  it  to 
your  emergency  contact  person. 

•  Give  your  child's  school  or  day  care  the  emergency  contact  name,  phone 
number,  and  authorization  to  pick  up  your  child. 

•  Provide  authorization  to  your  emergency  contact  to  make  medical  and 
legal  decisions  for  your  child-  Guardianship  or  Power  of  Attorney. 

•  Keep  important  documents  in  a  secure  location  (passport,  birth/marriage 
certificates,  immigration  papers,  list  of  medications  you  take)  and  make 
sure  your  emergency  contact  knows  how  to  access  them. 

•  Keep  a  list  of  names  and  contact  information  for  any  lawyer  that  has  or 
could  represent  you.

KNOW  YOUR

What  to  do  when  you  encounter  ice

•  You  have  the  right  to  remain  silent  -  you  DO  NOT  need  to  answer  ICE 
agents  questions  or  tell  them  your  immigration  status. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  detain  you  without  a  warrant  signed  by  a  judge. 

•  ICE  CANNOT  legally  enter  your  home  without  a  signed  warrant  by  a 
judge  or  your  consent.  DO  NOT  OPEN  THE  DOOR. 

.  DO  NOT  CONSENT  if  they  DO  NOT  HAVE  A  WARRANT. 

•  Ask  the  ICE  agents  to  slide  the  warrant  (if  they  have  one)  under  the  door 
for  you  to  review.  If  it  is  NOT  a  warrant  SIGNED  by  a  judge  and  ISSUED 
by  a  court,  then  they  cannot  legally  enter  your  home. 

•  If  the  warrant  is  signed  by  a  judge,  review  the  warrant  carefully-review 
the  date,  address  of  your  home,  spelling  of  your  name,  etc.  for  any  errors. 


CREATE  A  SAFETY  PLAN  NOW 

•  Choose  an  emergency  contact  person  and  memorize  their  phone  number. 

•  Memorize  your  immigration  number  (A#)  if  you  have  one  and  give  it  to 
your  emergency  contact  person. 

•  Give  your  child's  school  or  day  care  the  emergency  contact  name,  phone 
number,  and  authorization  to  pick  up  your  child.

The  Budapest  Convention  offers  an  opportunity

Benjamin  Jensen  writes  in  War  on  the  Rocks  that 
the  character  of  cyber  competition  appears  to  be  shifting  from  political 
warfare  waged  in  the  shadows  to  active  military  disruption  campaigns. 
Yet,  the  recently  disclosed  Russia  case  raises  question  about  the  logic  of 
cyber  strategy.

The  book  is  set  in  a  dystopian  America  where  white  people  have  been 
disarmed  and  oppressed  by  non- whites.  The  book  culminates  in  a  white 
nationalist  revolution  led  by  a  group  called  The  Order,  who  go  on  to 
plan  a  global  genocide  against  non-white  people.  There’s  another  layer 
to  the  panic  over  demographics:  the  fear  that  birth  rates  for  white 
people  are  falling  all  across  western  nations.  The  idea  was  partially 
popularized  in  a  2012  book  by  French  philosopher  Renaud  Camus,  and 
it's  articulated  in  another  white  nationalist  trope,  the  "14  Words":  "We 
must  secure  the  existence  of  our  people  and  a  future  for  white  children."

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Information  on  ICE  Raids 


Hello  neighbor, 

As  many  of  you  may  have  heard,  U.S.  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  officers  (ICE)  have  threatened  to 
raid  Chicago  neighborhoods  this  weekend  through  the  end 
of  new  week.  My  office  has  compiled  a  list  of  resources 
so  that  you,  along  with  your  communities,  can  know  your 
rights  if  ICE  visits  your  home.  The  American  Immigration 
Lawyers  Association  (AILA)  has  compiled  a  know-your- 
rights  card  with  the  information  that  can  be  found  here. 

All  people  living  in  the  Un  ited  States,  regardless  of 
immigration  status,  have  the  following  rights.  If 
ICE  agents  knock  on  your  door: 

>  You  do  not  have  to  open  the  door  (unless 
officers  have  a  valid  search  warrant  signed  by  a 
judge) 

You  only  have  to  let  officers  in  if  they  have  a  valid  search 
warrant.  ICE  deportation  warrants  are  not  the  same  as  a 
search  warrant.  If  they  only  have  a  deportation  warrant, 
the  officers  cannot  legally  enter  your  home  unless  you 
verbally  agree  to  let  them  in.  If  officers  say  they  do  have  a 
search  warrant  signed  by  the  judge,  ask  them  to  slide  it 
under  the  door  or  hold  it  up  to  a  window  so  you  can  see 
it.  If  the  warrant  does  not  have  your  full  name,  address. 
and  a  judge's  signature  you  do  not  have  to  open  the  door 
or  let  them  inside.  If  you  choose  to  speak  to  the  officers, 
you  do  not  have  to  open  the  door.  You  can  speak  to  them 
either  through  the  door  or  outside  with  the  door  closed. 

•  You  have  the  right  to  remain  silent  and  not 
incriminate  yourself  or  answer  questions 

You  do  not  have  to  speak  to  the  immigration  officers.  If 
you  are  asked  where  you  were  bom  or  how  you  entered 
the  United  States,  you  may  refuse  to  answer  or  remain 
silent.  If  you  choose  to  remain  silent,  say  so  out  loud. 

You  can  show  a  know-your-rights  card  to  the  officer  that 
explains  you  will  remain  silent  and  want  to  seek  legal 
council.  You  can  also  refuse  to  show  identity  documents 
that  show  your  country  of  origin,  but  do  not  show  false 


documents  or  lie. 


•  You  have  the  right  to  speak  to  a  lawyer,  to  a 
hearing,  and  to  a  bond 

If  you  are  detained  or  taken  into  custody  by  ICE  officers, 
you  have  the  right  to  immediately  contact  a  lawyer.  You 
can  refirse  to  sign  any  and  all  paperwork  until  you  are  able 
to  speak  to  a  lawyer.  If  you  already  have  a  lawyer,  prepare 
Form  G-28  and  have  it  signed  to  give  to  an  officer.  If  you 
have  a  consultant,  you  have  the  right  to  contact  them  in 
order  to  find  a  lawyer.  If  you  do  not  have  a  lawyer,  you 
can  either  ask  an  immigration  officer  for  a  list  of  pro  bono 
lawyers.  If  you  would  like  to  see  if  you  may  be  eligible  for 
immigration  benefits  or  relief,  please  contact  one  of  the 
following  hotlines:

•  If  ICE  arrests  anyone,  ask  the  ICE  agents  where  they 
are  being  taken.  This  information  could  help  the 
individual's  family  and/or  legal  counsel  find  them 

•  Do  not  directly  intervene  or  make  yourself 
vulnerable.  Do  not  put  yourself  in  danger  or  directly 
obstruct  the  arrest 

•  Call  the  family  support  hotline  above  or  contact  local 
rapid  response  teams

Know  Your  Rights: 

If  ICE  Visits  Your  Home 


All  people  living  in  the  United  States,  including 
undocumented  immigrants,  have  certain  U.S.  Constitutional 
rights.  If  you  are  undocumented  and  immigration  (ICE) 
agents  knock  on  your  door,  know  that  you  have  the 
following  rights: 


You  do  not  have  to  open  the  door.  You  do  not  have  to 
open  the  door  or  let  the  officers  into  your  home  unless 
they  have  a  valid  search  warrant  signed  by  a  judge. 


o  An  ICE  deportation  warrant  is  not  the  same  as  a  search 
warrant.  If  this  is  the  only  document  they  have,  they 
cannot  legally  come  inside  unless  you  verbally  agree  to 
let  them  in. 

o  If  the  officers  say  they  have  a  search  warrant  signed  by 
a  judge,  ask  them  to  slide  it  under  the  door  or  hold  it 
up  to  a  window  so  you  can  see  it. 

o  If  the  warrant  does  not  have  your  correct  name  and 
address  on  it  and  is  not  signed  by  a  judge  you  do  not 
have  to  open  the  door  or  let  them  inside. 

o  If  at  any  point  you  decide  to  speak  with  the  officers, 
you  do  not  need  to  open  the  door  to  do  so.  You  can 
speak  to  them  through  the  door  or  step  outside  and 
close  the  door. 


You  have  the  right  to  remain  silent.  You  do  not  need 
to  speak  to  the  immigration  officers  or  answer  any 
questions. 

o  If  you  are  asked  where  you  were  born  or  how  you 
entered  the  United  States,  you  may  refuse  to  answer 
or  remain  silent. 


o  If  you  choose  to  remain  silent,  say  so  out  loud. 

o  You  may  show  a  know-vour-riehts  card  to  the  officer 
that  explains  that  you  will  remain  silent  and  wish  to 
speak  to  a  lawyer. 
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o  You  may  refuse  to  show  identity  documents  that  say 
what  country  you  are  from. 

o  Do  not  show  any  false  documents  and  do  not  lie. 

You  have  the  right  to  speak  to  a  lawyer.  If  you  are 

detained  or  taken  into  custody,  you  have  the  right  to 

immediately  contact  a  lawyer. 

o  Even  if  you  do  not  have  a  lawyer,  you  may  tell  the 
immigration  officers  that  you  want  to  speak  to  one. 

o  If  you  have  a  lawyer,  you  have  the  right  to  talk  to  them. 
If  you  have  a  signed  Form  G-28.  which  shows  you  have 
a  lawyer,  give  it  to  an  officer. 

o  If  you  do  not  have  a  lawyer,  ask  an  immigration  officer 
for  a  list  of  pro  bono  lawyers. 

o  You  also  have  the  right  to  contact  your  consulate.  The 
consulate  may  be  able  to  assist  you  in  locating  a  lawyer. 

o  You  can  refuse  to  sign  any/all  paperwork  until  you  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  a  lawyer. 

o  If  you  choose  to  sign  something  without  speaking  to 
a  lawyer,  be  sure  you  understand  exactly  what  the 
document  says  and  means  before  you  sign  it. 


Statement  from  Jesse  White’s 
Office 


Illinois  Secretary  of  State,  Jesse  White,  issued  the 
following  press  release  on  July  8th  to  address  Illinois's 
stance  on  ICE's  requests  for  DL/ID  photos.  Secretary 
White  reiterated  our  state's  stance:  we  will  cooperate  if 
someone  is  being  sought  for  criminal  activity,  but  we  will 
not  disclose  a  person's  "legality."  Illinois  is  also  excluded 
on  a  list  of  states  participating  in  ICE  and  the  FBI's  use  of 
driver's  license  photos  to  identify  undocumented  persons. 
These  are  unprecedented  times  with  children  and  families 
feeling  unsafe  in  their  own  communities.  We,  here  in 
Illinois,  are  dedicated  to  keeping  families  safe,  united,  and 
respected.  We  belong  to  each  other,  and  we  will  stand 
together.

Illinois  Secretary  of  State  Jesse  White  said  today  that  his  office  does  not  share  information  with 
Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  or  any  other  law  enforcement  agency  on  the  issue  of  a 
person's  legal  status  in  the  United  States. 

White  made  his  eomment  in  response  to  published  stories  saying  that  ICE  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  use  photos  from  Drivers  License  offices  nationwide  as  a  means  to  identify 
undocumented  persons.  Illinois  was  not  mentioned  as  one  of  the  participating  states.  White's 
statement  serves  to  underscore  this  fact. 

“If  an  individual  is  being  sought  by  a  law  enforcement  agency  for  criminal  activity,  we  fully 
cooperate  with  authorities,  but  we  do  not  specifically  disclose  the  person’s  legal  standing.”

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  tenns  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  rule  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 IL  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  then- 
own  rules  to  detennine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Can  we  discharge  a  firefighter  for  violating  the  residency  requirements 
which  apply  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department? 

A:  It  depends.  As  always,  it  is  important  to  read  the  terms  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  and/or  ordinance  which  applies .  The  plain 
language  of  the  mle  may  affect  how  the  residency  requirement  is  interpreted 
and  enforced.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  Cannici  v.  Village  of  Melrose 
Park,  2019 1L  App  (1st)  181422-U,  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court  recently 
upheld  the  municipality's  termination  of  a  firefighter  for  failing  to  comply 
with  a  residency  requirement  that  clearly  defined  residency  as  actual 
occupancy.  By  contrast,  the  court  in  Cannici  expressed  that  a  residency 
requirement  which  relies  on  the  Election  Code  residency  standard  will 
require  evidence  of  the  employee's  intent,  which  is  much  more  difficult  to 
judge.  Municipalities  with  residency  requirements  may  want  to  look  at  their 
own  mles  to  determine  whether  they  have  a  clear  definition  of  residency,  as 
that  could  be  helpful  in  defending  any  challenge  to  a  disciplinary  action.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  Our  Human  Resources  Department  attended  a  seminar  about  no-fault 
attendance  policies  and  are  urging  the  Board  to  adopt  this  practice  for  our 
employees.  What  legal  issues  should  concern  me  about  a  no-fault  attendance 
policy? 

A:  First,  an  explanation  of  no-fault  attendance  policies:  an  employee  is 
given  a  point  (or  fraction  thereof)  for  every  absence.  When  the  employee 
exceeds  a  certain  number  of  points,  they  are  disciplined  up  to  and  including 
discharge.  This  seems  relatively  straightforward  and  easy  to  administer, 
but  it  can  lead  to  unintended  consequences.  Employees  who  are  exercising 
protected  leave,  either  under  the  FMLA  or  ADA,  should  not  be  given  absentee 
points,  even  if  they  are  using  compensatory  time  which  would  otherwise 
result  in  the  accrual  of  points.  To  avoid  liability,  employers  should 
include  a  provision  in  their  no-fault  attendance  policies  that  clearly 
articulates  that  no  points  will  be  assessed  for  FMLA  or  ADA  qualifying 
reasons.  Employers  should  also  ensure  that  every  job  description  lists 
regular  attendance  as  an  essential  function  of  every  employee's  job.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  we  no  longer  have  to  adopt  a  prevailing  wage  ordinance,  do  we  still  need  to  require  the  contractor  to  submit  certified 
payrolls? 

A:  Yes .  State  law  was  smartly  amended  to  eliminate  the  need  for  local  governments  to  adopt  the  wage  scales  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor.  However,  the  legislative  amendments  did  not  change  any  other  obligations  under  the  Act  -  at  least  not  yet. 
For  the  time  being,  local  governments  still  need  to  collect  certified  payrolls  as  a  condition  of  approving  payment  requests  under 
public  works  contracts.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  scheduled  to  create  a  statewide,  online  filing  system  for  certified  payrolls, 
but  it  is  not  applicable  right  now.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

Q:  If  a  teacher  wants  to  use  accumulated  paid  time  off  instead  ofFMLA  leave,  is  the  School  District  required  to  accept  the 
employee's  request? 

A:  A  recent  Department  of  Labor  opinion  letter  answered  the  question  of  whether  an  employer  or  employee  can  delay  the  start  ofFMLA 
leave  once  notification  of  an  FMLA  qualifying  event  is  made  with  a  succinct  "no."  The  DOL  reiterated  that  neither  the  employee  nor 
the  employer  can  delay  designating  leave  as  FMLA  protected  leave  once  the  employer  is  aware  that  the  employee  has  an  FMLA  qualifying 
event.  So,  as  much  as  one  might  sympathize  with  the  employee  who  wants  to  save  the  12  weeks  ofFMLA  leave  for  some  contingency,  if 
the  employee  has  an  intervening  qualifying  event,  the  time  off  for  that  event  is  going  to  use  up  some  of  that  FMLA  protected  leave.

TOP  TALKER 


Mayor  LORI  LIGHTFOOT  has  called  on  Chicago  Police  not  to  cooperate  with  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs 
Enforcement  raids  slated  to  happen  this  weekend,  but  she  hasn't  put  that  in  writing  (press  releases  don't  count).  And 
until  she  does,  she  won't  be  allowed  to  take  the  stage  at  Saturday's  immigration  rally  in  Daley  Plaza. 

"An  executive  order  would  severely  limit  police  and  ICE  collaboration  and  would  be  a  much- needed  step  in 
keeping  our  immigrant  communities  safe  in  Chicago,"  said  Anna  Marin  of  PASO  West  Suburban  Action  Project,  one  of 
more  than  15  groups  protesting  the  deportation  raids  expected  Sunday  in  Chicago  and  nine  other  cities. 

In  a  statement  to  Playbook,  the  mayor's  office  said:  "  As  a  welcoming  city,  Chicago  will  never  tolerate  the  threat  of  ICE 
forcing  our  residents  and  families  to  live  in  fear.  Last  month,  Mayor  Lightfoot  was  definitive  in  her  directive  to  CPD  not 
to  cooperate  with  or  facilitate  any  ICE  effort  to  target  migrant  families,  and  we  will  continue  to  object  to  any  planned 
raids  this  weekend.  The  city  continues  to  work  closely  with  community  groups  and  other  organizations  in  the  face  of 
this  latest  threat  and  to  continue  defending  the  rights  of  our  immigrant  and  refugee  communities  who  call  Chicago 
home." 

Lightfoot's  team  met  with  rally  organizers  earlier  in  the  week.  The  meeting  ended  with  no  plan  for  signing  an 
executive  order.  Lightfoot's  top  brass  are  expected  to  meet  with  organizers  again  today  to  try  to  hammer  out  their 
differences  but  it's  not  clear  where  things  will  land.  Part  of  the  ask  for  the  executive  order  is  ending  Chicago's  gang  and 
surveillance  databases,  which  is  something  the  mayor  isn't  interested  in  doing. 

The  administration  was  working  late  Thursday  on  a  press  release  announcing  "a  package  of  executive  actions  to 
provide  additional  protections"  for  Chicago's  immigrant  and  refugee  communities,  according  to  a  draft  version  obtained 
by  Playbook.  The  actions  are  not  executive  orders  so  the  press  release  has  holes  in  it  where  immigration  leaders  are 
expected  to  add  comments.  But  without  a  signed  executive  order,  they  aren't  participating. 

The  mayor's  actions,  according  to  the  draft  release,  would  include:  expanding  legal  services  for  those  threatened 
with  deportation,  increasing  the  city's  investment  in  the  Legal  Protection  Fund  (which  educates  immigrants  about  their 
rights)  and  creating  a  system  that  connects  3-1-1  calls  to  the  Illinois  Coalition  for  Immigrant  and  Refugee  Rights  Family 
Support  Hotline. 


THE  BUZZ 


Aid.  ED  BURKE  gave  his  former  top  political  aide  Peter  Andrews  $35,000  just  a  few  weeks  before  the  two  men  were 
charged  with  corruption,  according  to  quarterly  financial  reports  filed  with  the  state. 

Andrews  is  accused  of  attempted  extortion  and  lying  to  the  FBI.  And  Burke  is  charged  with  racketeering,  bribery 
and  attempted  extortion,  among  other  crimes.  The  two  men  were  indicted  in  May. 

Weeks  earlier,  on  April  1,  Andrews  received  $5,000  from  Burke's  campaign  fund  and  $30,000  from  the  14th  Ward 
Democratic  Organization  that  Burke  runs.  The  payments  were  recorded  Thursday. 

Burke  could  not  be  reached  for  comment  to  explain  why  Andrews  was  paid.  But  the  payments  appear  to  be  a 
farewell  gift  as  Andrews  is  no  longer  employed  with  Burke. 

In  most  previous  years,  Andrews  had  received  payments  of  $5,000  from  Burke's  campaign  fund.  The  exception  was 
2011,  another  competitive  aldermanic  election  year,  when  Andrews  received  $10,000. 

It's  not  the  first  time  a  Chicago  politician  has  sent  a  favorite  employee  off  with  a  nice  payout.  A  few  months  ago,  Cook 
County  Board  President  Toni  Preckwinkle's  mayoral  campaign  paid  $40,000  to  former  top  adviser  Scott  Cisek  after 
he  was  fired  for  invoking  Nazis  in  a  Facebook  post  about  Lori  Lightfoot.

Illinois  Gov.  J.B.  Pritzker  was  happy  for  the  heads-up,  quipping  during  a  news  conference  today  in  Chicago  that  “I’m not  going  to  be 
swimming  in  the  Humboldt  Park  Lagoon;  that’s  all  I  can  say.  I’mnot  a  big  fen  of  alligators.”  Here’s  hoping  one  doesn’t  turn  up  in  Lake 
Geneva  anytime  soon. 

Speaking  of  summer  fen,  the  governor’s  office  lias  stopped  a  country  band  —  Confederate  Railroad  —  from  playing  at  the  Illinois  state  fail'  in 
DuQuoin  this  year  because  of  its  use  of  the  Confederate  flag 

Chicago  Mayor  Lori  Lightfoot  is  preparing  for  President  Donald  Trump  to  make  good  on  his  promise  to  deport  immigrants  living  here  and  in 
other  large  cities.  Last  month.  Trump  delayed  the  planned  raids,  but  Lightfoot  said  the  two- week  extension  is  nearly  up  and  that  they  could 
begin  as  soon  as  Sunday. 

And,  embattled  Cook  County  State’s  Attorney  KimFoxx’s  office  quietly  dropped  the  felony  charges  against  a  Chicago  police  officer  who 
pushed  a  handcufled  patient  into  the  wall  of  a  hospital  room,  then  repeatedly  punched  the  man,  the  Tribune’s  Megan  Crepeau  reports. 

As  the  story  points  out,  the  officer  was  charged  by  then-Cook  County  State’s  Attorney  Anita  Alvarez,  after  she  lost  the  Democratic  primary 
to  Foxx,  who  on  the  campaign  trail  pushed  a  progressive  agenda  and  criticized  Alvarez  for  not  prosecuting  police  officers.  Up  for  re-election 
next  year,  this  case  may  only  be  more  fodder  for  anyone  interested  in  making  a  run  at  the  first- term  state’s  attorney.  A  special  prosecutor 
already  is  examining  why  her  office  dropped  cliarges  against  “Empire”  actor  Jussie  Smollett.

Mayor  Lori  Lightfoot  is  bracing  for  the  possibility  President  Donald  Trump  will  follow  through  on  ordering  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  agents  to  conduct  raids  to  deport  people  illegally  in  Chicago,  calling  on  residents  to  know  their  rights  in 
case  agents  come  to  their  businesses  or  homes. 


Lightfoot  appeared  at  an  event  Wednesday  with  immigrant  advocates,  and  noted  Trump’s  delay  in  the  raids  he  called for  in  late 
June  is  about  to  lapse.  “The  two-week  clock  is  up,  which  is  what  the  president  had  given,  ”  Lightfoot  said.  “We’ve  heard  some 
notion  that  it  may  start  again  on  (July)  14th  through  the  16th,  so  we’re  just,  we  have  to  remain  diligent.  It’s  important  for  us  to  be 
out  and  visible,  and  making  sure  people  know  what  their  rights  are.  ” 


If  Trump  calls  for  the  raids,  Lightfoot  said  it’s  smart  to  assume  Chicago  will  be  one  of  the  cities  where  they  take  place.  “Look,  ICE 
has  resources  that  are  here  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  ”  she  said.  “It’s  my  expectation  that  if  the  order  is  given,  they’re  going  to  execute 
the  order.” 


Lightfoot  also  reiterated  that  Chicago  police  won’t  be  cooperating  withfederal  agents  in  any  raids  in  the  city.  In  an 
overwhelmingly  Democratic  city  with  a  huge  immigrant  population  and  a  sizable  number  of  residents  who  are  in  the  U.S. 
illegally,  Lightfoot  follows  in  the  footsteps  of predecessor  Mayor  Rohm  Emanuel  in  taking  a  strong  stance  against  Trump’s 
immigration  policies. 

She  insisted  Wednesday  she  isn’t  looking  to  pick  a  fight  with  the  president,  but  said  the  city’s  positions  on  the  issue  naturally  butt 
up  against  the  administration. 

“We  exist  as  an  urban  center  and  a  community  of  immigrants.  By  virtue  of  that,  I  think  we’re  an  irritant,  ”  she  said.  “But  we’re 
going  to  stand  strong  because  that’s  who  we  are,  that’s  what  our  values  are.  And  we  would  be  lesser  as  a  city  if  we  didn’t  stand  up 
and  support  our  immigrant  community.  It’s  not  about  being  confrontational  with  the  Trump  administration,  but  it  is  a  hundred 
percent  about  being  supportive  of  our  immigrant  community  and  speaking  our  values  through  our  actions.  ” 

Separately,  the  governor  was  asked  about  where  he  stands  in  terms  of  the  Illinois  State  Police  not  cooperating  with  ICE  in  this 
effort. 

“We  have  laws  inplace  for  the  state  police,  for  state  authorities,  about  what  information  gets  shared,  what  coordination  will  take 
place.  In fact,  we  strengthened  those  laws  to  protect  the  residents  of  the  state,  even  those  who  are  undocumented,  over  this  last 
session  of  the  legislature.  So  I  stand  four-square  with  the  mayor  and  want  to  make  sure  that  the  people  of  our  state,  the  residents 
of  our  state,  are  protected from  these  kinds  of  intrusions  by  ICE.  ” 

Pritzker  said  he  hasn’t  received  any  pushbackfrom  law  enforcement  agencies  across  the  state  about  his  position. 

I  reached  out  to  the  White  House  for  comment  and  was  referred  to  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  which  oversees  ICE. 

In  an  emailed  statement,  an  ICE  spokesman  wrote  in  part:  “Due  to  law-enforcement  sensitivities  and  the  safety  and  security  of  U.S. 
Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  personnel,  the  agency  will  not  offer  specific  details  related  to  enforcement  operations.  As 
always,  ICE  prioritizes  the  arrest  and  removal  of  unlawfully  present  aliens  who  pose  a  threat  to  national  security,  public  safety  and 
border  security.”

“We  are  all  aware  of  the  threat  fromPresident  Trump  regarding  raids  by  ICE,  and  in  response,  Chicago  has  taken  concrete  steps  to  support  our  immigrant 
communities 

Lightfoot  said  with  her  direction,  CPDhas  “terminated  ICE’s  access  to  CPD’s  databases  related  to  federal  immigration  enforcement  activities.” 

The  mayor  said  she  has  personally  spoken  with  ICE  leadership  in  Chicago  and  voiced  her  strong  objection  to  any  raids. 

“Chicago  will  always  be  a  welcoming  city  and  a  champion  for  the  rights  of  our  immigrant  and  refugee  communities,  and  I  encourage  any  resident  in  need  of  legal  aid 
to  contact  the  National  Immigrant  Justice  Center,”  Ligthfoot  stated. 

I  think  Mayor's  of  every  sanctuary  city  in  our  country  should  make  a  statement  like  this  this  weekend. 

According  to  a  CNN  report  a  few  minutes  ago,  ICE  is  set  to  begin  immigration  raids  in  10  cities  on  Sunday:  Chicago,  Atlanta,  Baltimore,  Denver,  Houston,  Los 
Angeles,  Miami,  New  Orleans,  New  York  and  San  Francisco. 

They  will  be  targeting  migrant  families  that  have  received  deportation  orders. 

I  think  it  would  mean  a  lot  to  many  people  in  Evanston  who  are  concerned  for  their  own  families  and  for  friends  and  neighbors  to  hear  a  statement  of  support  for  our 
immigrant  population  and  against  any  City  service  working  to  help  ICE.

Since  session  ended  1  have  been  busy  attending  bill 
signings,  meeting  with  local  community  members,  and 
getting  a  head  start  on  next  sessions  legislative  priorities. 
Here  is  an  update  on  what  I  have  been  working  on,  as 
well  as  upcoming  events. 

HB  2040  Ban  on  for  Profit  Detention 
Centers:  Bill  Signing 

Governor  Pritzker  signed  HB  2040,  the  house  bill 
banning  for-profit  correctional  facilities  in  Illinois.  In  the 
wake  of  increased  threats  of  ICE  raids  from  the 
President,  it  is  important  that  we  stop  ICE  facilities  from 
expanding  in  our  State.  Many  attempts  have  been  made 
by  ICE  to  contract  with  local  units  of  government  in  our 
State  to  build  detention  centers  to  detain  migrants.  As  the 
House  sponsor  of  this  bill,  I  am  very  relieved  to  see  this 
bill  become  law  and  ban  this  from  being  a  possibility  in 
our  State.

Many  attempts  have  been  made 
by  ICE  to  contract  with  local  units  of  government  in  our 
State  to  build  detention  centers  to  detain  migrants.  As  the 
House  sponsor  of  this  bill,  I  am  very  relieved  to  see  this 
bill  become  law  and  ban  this  from  being  a  possibility  in 
our  State.

Under  Lightibot’s  predecessor,  Mayor  Rahm  Emanuel  the  city  continued  to  install  water  meters  even  after  two  of  his  top  aides  revealed  last 
November  that  a  city  study  had  found  high  concentrations  of  lead  in  several  homes  where  the  work  has  been  conducted  in  recent  years. 

While  die  two  are  by  no  means  pals,  Lightibot  steered  clear  of  criticizing  Emanuel 

The  Spin  sent  an  email  to  liis  spokeswoman  and  a  text  message  to  the  fonner  mayor  seeking  comment  but  hadn't  heard  back  by  deadline. 

Meanwhile,  reporter  Hal  Dardick  reported  today  on  a  tax  break  that  Cubs  co-owner  and  Republican  National  Committee  finance  C  hair  Todd 
Ricketts  is  getting  on  Iris  femily’s  Wilmette  residence.  It’s  a  step  beyond  Democratic  Gov.  J.B.  Pritzker’s  pulling-out-tbe-toilets  fiasco  at  one 
of  his  two  downtown  Chicago  mansions.  But  both,  nevertheless,  involve  neighboring  properties  in  tony  neighborhoods  and  owners  with  vast 
wealth  not  paying  theft  lair  share.

“I’m  not  going  to  speculate  about  what  Rahm  Emanuel  should  or  should  not  have  done,”  she  told  the  Tribune’s  John  Byrne  and 
other  reporters  this  morning.

Mapping  it  out:  “Lead  service  lines  deliver  water  to  individual  homes  from  main  lines  that  run  beneath  city  streets.  Lead  is  a 
dangerous  toxin  for  which  there  is  no  universally  safe  level  in  drinking  water,”  “Chicago  T onight’s”  Paris  Schutz  reported  last  year. 

It’s  a  balancing  act:  Replacement  is  optimal,  according  to  experts,  but  who  foots  the  bill?  The  cash-strapped  city  will  be  hard- 
pressed  to  underwrite  the  project  and  properly  owners  may  balk  at  the  expense,  yet  the  health  and  other  risks  are  there.

Oberweis  of  Sugar  Grove,  T ed  Gradel  of  Naperville  and  James  Marter  of  Oswego.  The  winner  of  that  contest  would  go  up  against 
Underwood  in  the  fall  general  election. 


The  14th  District  includes  parts  of  northern  Naperville  and  Warrenville,  and  includes  Oswego,  Yorkville,  Plainfield  and  Sandwich, 
stretches  northward  to  Woodstock  and  other  McHenry  County  communities  before  heading  east  to  Antioch  and  portions  of  Gurnee 
in  Lake  County.

This  was  him,  not  me':  Trump  announces  Acosta's  resignation

THE  BIG  IDEA:  More  women  are  choosing  to  come  forward  with  accounts  of 
sexual  assault,  and  many  authorities  appear  to  be  taking  such  allegations 
more  seriously  than  they  once  did.  Labor  Secretary  Alexander  Acosta's 
resignation  this  morning  is  another  data  point  of  how  far  society  has  come 
since  the  #MeToo  movement  began.  But  several  stories  this  week  have  also  laid 
bare  some  of  the  persisting  systemic  challenges  in  combating  what  advocates  call 
rape  culture.  There  are  daily  reminders  of  how  much  still  has  not  changed  both  at 
home  and  abroad. 

-  Acosta  stepped  down  in  the  face  of  mounting  scrutiny  over  his  role  in 
negotiating  a  2008  deal  with  Jeffrey  Epstein  that  allowed  the  financier  to 
plead  guilty  to  lesser  offenses  in  a  sex  trafficking  case.  “I  don’t  think  it’s  right 
or  fair  to  have  this  administration’s  labor  department  have  Epstein  be  the  focus 
instead  of  the  incredible  economy  we  have  today,”  Acosta  said  on  the  White  House 
lawn.  “It  would  be  selfish  for  me  to  stay  in  the  position  and  continue  talking  about  a 
case  that  is  12  years  old.” 

Standing  at  his  side,  Trump  emphasized  that  the  decision  to  resign  was 
made  by  Acosta  and  that  he  was  not  fired.  “This  was  him,  not  me,”  the 
president  said.  “I  said  to  Alex,  ‘You  don’t  have  to  do  this.’” 

--  Acosta  tried  to  save  his  job  with  a  news  conference  on  Wednesday 
afternoon,  but  the  reality  turned  out  to  be  much  more  complicated  than  the 
version  of  events  he  outlined.  Matt  Zapotoskv.  Devlin  Barrett.  Kimberly  Kindv 
and  Renae  Merle  reported  last  night:  “Current  and  former  law  enforcement  officials 
expressed  concerns  about  the  number  of  unusual  decisions  made  in  Epstein’s  favor 
more  than  a  decade  ago.  Court  documents  show  that  Acosta’s  office  was 
amenable  to  the  demands  of  Epstein’s  defense  team  even  as  it  kept  Epstein’s 
alleged  victims  in  the  dark.  And  where  Acosta  would  not  bring  a  federal  case, 
federal  prosecutors  in  New  York  did  —  on  the  basis  of  at  least  some  of  the  same 
allegations  and  evidence  that  Acosta  was  considering. 

“Acosta  said  during  his  news  conference  that  his  office  intervened  in  the 
early  2000s  to  make  sure  Epstein  would  be  jailed  after  a  grand  jury  convened 
by  the  Palm  Beach  County  state  attorney  recommended  a  single  charge  that  would 
have  resulted  in  no  jail  time  and  no  requirement  that  Epstein  register  as  a  sex 
offender.  Former  Palm  Beach  County  state  attorney  Barry  Krischer  disputed 
that  version  of  events,  saying  Acosta’s  ‘recollection  of  this  matter  is 
completely  wrong.’  ...  And  Acosta’s  characterization  is  somewhat  undercut 
by  internal  Justice  Department  emails  that  became  part  of  the  public  court 
record  in  subsequent  lawsuits.  Those  messages  show  some  coordination 
between  federal  prosecutors  and  the  Palm  Beach  County  state  attorney.  They  also 


show  a  prosecutor  in  Acosta’s  office,  A.  Marie  Villafana,  acceding  to  demands  from 
Epstein’s  attorneys  not  to  inform  alleged  victims  that  the  federal  criminal 
investigation  had  been  settled  with  a  non-prosecution  agreement.” 

--  Meanwhile,  at  least  a  dozen  new  victims  have  come  forward  since  the 
weekend  to  claim  they  were  sexually  abused  by  Epstein,  according  to  the 
Miami  Herald’s  Julie  K.  Brown  and  David  Smiley,  “even  as  the  multimillionaire 
money  manager  tries  to  convince  a  federal  judge  to  allow  him  to  await  a  sex 
trafficking  trial  from  the  comfort  of  the  same  $77  million  Manhattan  mansion  where 
he’s  accused  of  luring  teenage  girls  into  unwanted  sex  acts.  Following  Epstein’s 
arrest  Saturday  in  New  Jersey,  four  women  have  reached  out  to  New  York  lawyer 
David  Boies,  and  at  least  10  other  women  have  approached  other  lawyers  who 
have  represented  dozens  of  Epstein’s  alleged  victims  in  the  past.  Jack  Scarola,  a 
Palm  Beach  attorney,  said  at  least  five  women,  all  of  whom  were  minors  at  the 
time  of  their  alleged  encounters  with  Epstein,  have  reached  out  to  either  him  or  Fort 
Lauderdale  lawyer  Brad  Edwards.” 

--  One  of  the  new  accusers,  Jennifer  Araoz,  spoke  with  Savannah  Guthrie 
this  morning  on  NBC’s  “Today”  show.  She  said  she  believes  she  was 
“groomed”  for  Epstein.  “I  was  a  pretty  happy  child,  but  I  had  some  pains  growing 
up  because  my  father  had  passed  when  I  was  12  years  old,  so  that  definitely  took 
an  effect  on  me  as  a  kid,”  Araoz  said.  “It  was  [a  process].  It  wasn’t  an  overnight 
thing  and  that’s  why  I  feel  like  it  was  really  well  thought  out,  well  planned  to  really 
make  me  feel  as  comfortable  as  possible  to  almost  keep  me  coming  back.  I  didn’t 
really  think  her  and  him  would  conspire  to  have  me  go  there  to  do  such  weird  things 
that  ended  up  happening.”

--  Federal  prosecutors  are  being  more  aggressive  against  others  accused  of 
sex  crimes.  For  example,  the  R&B  singer  R.  Kelly  was  arrested  last  night  in 
Chicago  after  a  federal  grand  jury  indicted  him  on  13  new  counts,  including 
enticement  of  a  minor  and  obstruction  of  justice.  This  is  in  addition  to  the 
charges  he’s  already  facing  from  local  authorities  in  Illinois.  “The  52-year-old 
Grammy  winner,  whose  real  name  is  Robert  Kelly,  was  arrested  in  February  on  10 
counts  in  Illinois  involving  four  women,  three  of  whom  were  minors  when  the  alleged 
abuse  occurred.  He  pleaded  not  guilty  to  those  charges  and  was  released  on  bail,” 
the  AP  notes.  “Then  on  May  30,  Cook  County  prosecutors  added  1 1  more  sex- 
related  counts  involving  one  of  the  women  who  accused  him  of  sexually  abusing  her 
when  she  was  underage.  . . . 

“Kelly  has  faced  mounting  legal  troubles  this  year  after  Lifetime  aired  a 
documentary  ‘Surviving  R.  Kelly,’  which  revisited  allegations  of  sexual  abuse  of 
girls.  The  series  followed  the  BBC’s  ‘R  Kelly:  Sex,  Girls  &  Videotapes,’  released  in 
2018,  that  alleged  the  singer  was  holding  women  against  their  will  and  running  a 
‘sex  cult.’  Soon  after  the  release  of  the  Lifetime  documentary,  Cook  County  State’s 
Attorney  Kim  Foxx  said  her  office  had  been  inundated  with  calls  about  the 
allegations  in  the  documentary.  Her  office’s  investigation  led  to  the  charges  in 
February  and  additional  counts  added  in  May.”

THE  NEXT  BIG  #METOO  FIGHT  IN  WASHINGTON: 

--  “Democrats  on  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee  said  Thursday  that 
they  want  to  hear  from  the  Army  colonel  who  has  accused  Trump’s  pick  to 
become  the  military’s  No.  2  officer  of  sexual  misconduct  before  they  let  his 
nomination  proceed,  putting  them  firmly  at  odds  with  the  panel’s  Republican 
chairman,”  Karoun  Demirjian  and  Paul  Sonne  report.  “The  allegations  against  Air 
Force  Gen.  John  E.  Hyten  prompted  a  probe  by  the  Air  Force  criminal  investigative 
service.  Based  on  the  results,  no  disciplinary  actions  against  him  were  taken.  Air 
Force  officials  briefed  senators  on  the  findings  Wednesday.  Hyten,  who  was 
nominated  in  April  to  become  the  next  vice  chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff, 
has  denied  the  allegations.” 

•  “I  think  she’s  very  believable,  and  I  think  she  deserves  to  be  heard,”  said  Sen. 
Tammy  Duckworth  (D-lll.). 

•  “No,  I  don’t  think  that’s  necessary,”  said  Sen.  James  Inhofe  (R-Okla.),  the 
committee  chairman.  When  asked  Thursday  if  he  wanted  to  hear  directly  from 
the  Army  colonel,  Inhofe  said:  “I  think  the  examination’s  been  very  thorough.” 

“Several  members  have  publicly  and  privately  raised  questions  about  the  way 
the  investigation  was  conducted.  In  particular,  they  are  concerned  that  Hyten 
may  have  received  ‘preferential  treatment,’  as  Duckworth  put  it,  while  he  was  being 
investigated.  Unlike  others  facing  similar  allegations,  he  wasn’t  removed  from  duty 


during  the  probe,  several  senators  and  aides  said.  ...  Members  of  both  parties  are 
acutely  aware  that  if  Hyten’s  nomination  proceeds  to  a  public  confirmation  hearing, 
it  could  be  dominated  by  the  sexual  misconduct  allegations  regardless  of  whether 
the  Army  colonel  receives  an  audience  before  the  panel  —  and  some  Republicans 
would  rather  avoid  that  inevitability.” 


Trump  lawyers  release  video  they  say  contradicts  assault  allegations 


--  “Attorneys  for  Donald  T rump  say  the  video  of  the  president  embracing 
then-campaign  staffer  Alva  Johnson  in  2016  refutes  her  allegations  that 
Trump  forcibly  kissed  her  without  consent.  Johnson’s  attorneys  say  that,  if 
nothing  else,  the  footage  proves  her  claims  were  truthful,”  Michael  Brice- 
Saddler  reports. 


“Far  from  providing  clarity,  the  15-second  video  released  Wednesday  by 
Charles  Harder,  an  attorney  for  Trump,  only  led  to  conflicting  interpretations. 

In  a  February  lawsuit  and  interview  with  The  Washington  Post,  Johnson  alleged  the 
president  grabbed  her  hand  and  leaned  in  for  a  kiss  before  a  Florida  rally  on  Aug. 
24,  2016.  She  turned  her  head,  which  caused  Trump  to  kiss  the  side  of  her  mouth, 
she  said,  claiming  she  was  humiliated.  In  a  Wednesday  court  filing,  Harder  brushed 
off  Johnson’s  battery  claim  as  ‘unmeritorious  and  frivolous.’  The  video,  he  argued, 
shows  an  ‘innocent  interaction  that  is  mutual  —  and  not  forcible.’  ...  Johnson  is 
one  of  16  women  to  accuse  the  president  of  sexual  misconduct.  Many  of  the 
accusations  came  following  the  release  of  the  ‘Access  Hollywood’  tape.” 

A  REMINDER  OF  THE  HURDLES  THAT  FACE  SURVIVORS: 


-  The  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court  held  a  disciplinary  hearing  to  mull  how  a 
superior  court  judge  should  be  sanctioned  for  asking  a  rape  victim  if  she 
“knew  how  to  stop  somebody  from  having  intercourse  with”  her  and  if  she 


could  have  just  “closed  her  legs.”  The  attorney  for  Judge  John  Russo  Jr.  said 
he  is  remorseful  and  ready  to  take  whatever  punishment  the  higher  court  sees  fit, 
according  to  NJ.com’s  Amanda  Hoover:  “Russo  did  not  speak  during  the  20- 
minutes  of  oral  arguments;  he  sat  with  his  hands  crossed,  twiddling  his  thumbs.  ... 
An  advisory  panel  for  the  court  in  April  recommended  the  Ocean  County 
family  court  judge  receive  three  months  suspension  and  wrote  that  his  conduct 
demonstrated  ‘an  emotional  immaturity  wholly  unbefitting  the  judicial  office  and 
incompatible  with  the  decorum  expected  of  every  jurist,’  in  its  45-paae 
recommendation  detailing  four  incidents  of  misconduct. 

“In  off-the-record  comments  following  the  testimony,  the  nonchalant  attitude 
toward  sexual  assault  continued.  ‘As  an  exotic  dancer,  one  would  think  you 
would  know  howto  fend  off  unwanted  sexual...’  was  picked  up  on  a 
recording.  Laughter  was  heard  in  the  conversation  as  well,  which  Russo 
maintained  he  was  using  as  a  teaching  moment  to  educate  a  clerk  when  he  said, 

‘it’s  not  all  fun  and  games  out  there.’  ...  Separately,  a  former  law  clerk  is  also  suing 
him  for  sexual  harassment  and  discrimination.” 

-  Sen.  Kamala  Harris  (D-Calif.)  vowed  yesterday  to  end  the  nationwide  rape 
kit  backlog  by  the  end  of  her  first  term  as  president  by  offering  a  total  of 
$100  million  in  annual  federal  assistance  to  states  that  commit  to  improving 
their  testing  procedures.  “Her  new  federal  plan,  funding  for  which  would  have  to 
be  approved  by  Congress,  would  require  states  that  opt  into  her  proposal  to  count 
and  report  their  untested  rape  kits  each  year,  test  their  cases  in  a  timely  fashion, 
keep  victims  informed  and  increase  access  to  rape  kits  in  underserved  areas,” 
Chelsea  Janes  reports.  “Harris  would  also  encourage  states  to  require  law 
enforcement  agencies  to  keep  rape  kits  in  evidence  files  until  the  alleged  crimes 
could  no  longer  be  prosecuted  under  statutes  of  limitations. 

“According  to  End  the  Backlog,  a  project  sponsored  by  the  Joyful  Heart 
Foundation,  which  seeks  to  assist  crime  victims,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
rape  kits  collected  from  victims  are  sitting  untested  in  evidence  storage  or 
crime  labs  nationwide.  As  advances  in  DNA  testing  placed  strain  on  crime  labs, 
there  are  no  national  standards  for  keeping  and  testing  the  evidence.  Efforts  by 
individual  jurisdictions  to  eliminate  the  backlogs  have  shown  benefits:  When  New 
York  City  committed  to  eliminating  a  backlog  of  17,000  rape  kits  in  1999,  the 
process  yielded  200  arrests.  As  California  attorney  general,  the  job  she  held  before 
being  elected  to  the  Senate  in  2016,  Harris  sought  to  help  local  police  agencies  to 
clear  backlogs  by  introducing  new  testing  technology.  Her  office’s  Rapid  DNA 
Service  team  said  it  cleared  all  1,300  untested  rape  kits  in  the  state’s  backlog  in 
one  year  and  earned  national  recognition  and  grants  for  its  efforts.”

THE  CHALLENGES  FOR  WOMEN  OVERSEAS: 

--  The  BBC  published  a  deeply  unsettling  story  yesterday  about  endemic 
sexual  harassment  in  the  Afghanistan  government,  based  on  interviews  with 
six  women  in  Kabul.  The  whole  thing  is  worth  reading,  but  here’s  what  two  of  the 
women  had  to  say: 

“In  a  house  near  the  foot  of  the  dusty  mountains  that  surround  Kabul,  I  meet  a 
former  government  employee.  . . .  She  says  her  former  boss,  a  senior  minister 
in  the  government,  repeatedly  harassed  her,  and  one  day  when  she  went  to 
his  office,  tried  to  physically  assault  her.  ‘He  directly  asked  me  for  a  sexual 
favour.  I  told  him  I'm  qualified  and  experienced.  I  never  thought  you  would  say  such 
things  to  me.  I  stood  up  to  leave.  He  grabbed  my  hand  and  took  me  to  a  room  at 
the  back  of  his  office.  He  pushed  me  towards  the  room  and  told  me,  'It'll  take  only 
a  few  minutes,  don't  worry,  come  with  me.’  I  pushed  him  by  his  chest  and  said 
enough.  Don't  make  me  scream.  That  was  the  last  time  I  saw  him.  I  was  so  angry 
and  upset.’ 

“Did  she  file  a  complaint  after  the  incident?  ‘No,  I  resigned  from  my  job.  I  don't 
trust  the  government.  If  you  go  to  the  court  or  to  the  police,  you  will  see  how 
corrupt  they  are.  You  can't  find  a  safe  place  to  go  and  complain.  If  you  speak 
out,  everyone  will  blame  the  woman,’  she  tells  me.  ... 


“In  an  office  by  a  small  park,  I  met  another  woman  who  was  willing  to  share  her 
story.  She  had  applied  for  a  job  in  government  and  had  all  but  secured  it  when  she 
was  asked  to  meet  a  close  aide  of  President  Ashraf  Ghani.  This  man  appears  in 
pictures  with  the  president.  He  asked  me  to  come  to  his  private  office.  He  said, 
come  and  sit,  I'll  approve  your  documents.  He  moved  closer  to  me  and  then  said 
let's  drink  and  have  sex,’  she  says.  ‘I  had  two  options,  to  either  accept  the  offer  or 
leave.  And  if  I  had  accepted,  it  wouldn't  have  stopped  at  him,  but  multiple 
men  would  have  asked  to  have  sex  with  me.  It  was  really  shocking.  I  got  scared 
and  left.’  ... 

“She  breaks  down  into  tears  during  our  conversation.  ‘If  you  go  to  complain  to  a 
judge,  the  police,  a  prosecutor,  any  of  those,  they  will  also  ask  you  for  sex. 
So  if  they're  doing  that,  who  can  you  go  to?  It's  like  it's  become  a  part  of  the 
culture  now,  that  every  man  around  you  wants  to  have  sex  with  you,’  she 
says.  ...  The  president's  office  declined  a  request  for  an  interview,  and  didn't 
respond  to  emailed  questions  either.” 

--  “Ignored  at  Home,  Battered  Russian  Women  Take  Cases  to  Europe,” 

Andrew  Higgins  reports  in  today’s  New  York  Times:  “He  beat  her.  He  kidnapped 
her.  He  threatened  to  kill  her.  But  this  was  Russia,  where  domestic  violence  is  both 
endemic  and  widely  ignored.  Every  time  Valeriya  Volodina  went  to  the  police 
for  protection  from  her  ex-boyfriend,  she  got  nowhere.  Not  once  did  they  open 
a  criminal  case  against  him  —  they  would  not  even  acknowledge  there  was  a 
case,’  she  says.  So  Ms.  Volodina  turned  her  sights  out  of  the  country,  and 
this  week,  the  European  Court  of  Human  Rights  in  Strasbourg  ruled 
emphatically  in  her  favor.  Rejecting  arguments  from  Russia  that  she  had  suffered 
no  real  harm,  and  that  she  had  failed  to  file  her  complaints  properly,  the  court 
awarded  her  20,000  euros,  about  $22,500. 

“The  ruling  was  the  European  court’s  first  on  a  domestic  violence  case  from  Russia 
—  but  it  may  be  far  from  its  last.  Ten  more  Russian  women  have  similar  cases 
pending  before  the  court.  . . .  A  report  last  year  by  Human  Rights  Watch 
described  the  problem  as  ‘pervasive’  in  Russia  but  rarely  addressed  because  of 
legal  hurdles,  social  stigma  and  a  general  unwillingness  by  law  enforcement  officers 
to  take  it  seriously.  In  Ms.  Volodina’s  case,  it  was  her  boyfriend  who  finally  shed 
light  on  why  her  complaints  were  being  ignored  by  the  police.  ‘With  all  the  money  I 
have  spent  on  the  cops,  I  could  have  bought  a  new  car,’  she  remembers  him 
complaining.  ...  ‘Justice  has  been  achieved,’  said  Ms.  Volodina,  34,  ‘but  it  is  sad 
that  this  was  done  in  a  foreign  country,  not  in  Russia.’”

-  House  Democrats  and  former  special  counsel  Bob  Mueller  are  in 
discussions  about  delaying  his  testimony  for  one  week  in  exchange  for  more 
time  for  questioning.  Mueller  had  been  scheduled  to  testify  Wednesday  before 
the  House  Judiciary  and  Intelligence  committees  about  his  report  on  Russian 
interference  in  the  2016  election.  The  panels  planned  back-to-back  hearings  of  four 
hours  of  testimony.  Multiple  congressional  officials  said  this  morning  that  he  has 


offered  to  delay  his  testimony  to  July  24  to  spend  more  time  answering  lawmakers’ 
questions.  (Developing.) 


‘You  have  to  prepare  yourself:  New  Orleans  residents  brace  for  Tropical  Storm  Barry 

-  “As  New  Orleanians  recover  from  floodwaters  that  inundated  the  city  on 
Wednesday,  residents  are  preparing  for  an  unprecedented  triple  whammy 
this  weekend:  heavy  rain,  an  already  engorged  Mississippi  River  and  a 
tropical  storm  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  that  is  expected  to  make  landfall  in 
Louisiana  on  Saturday,  with  a  storm  surge  that  could  reach  six  feet,”  Tim 
Craig  and  Frances  Stead  Sellers  report:  “Fourteen  years  after  Hurricane  Katrina 
killed  more  than  1,800  people  and  swamped  this  city,  the  deluge  will  be  a  major 
test  of  the  updated  drains  and  pumps  that  remove  water  from  the  streets,  the 
earthen  levees  that  hold  back  the  river,  and  the  elaborate  system  of  barriers  that 
prevents  tidal  surges  from  sweeping  in  —  all  part  of  a  $14  billion  investment  in  the 
city’s  flood-fighting  infrastructure. 

“On  Thursday,  the  National  Weather  Service  forecast  that  the  river  would  crest  at 
19  feet,  one  foot  lower  than  previously  predicted,  reducing  concerns  that  river 
levees  would  be  topped  or  breached.  But  residents,  their  memories  of  Katrina 
reawakened  by  Wednesday’s  downpour,  are  still  worried  about  Tropical  Storm 
Barry.  Louisiana  Gov.  John  Bel  Edwards  (D),  who  declared  a  state  of  emergency 
Wednesday,  said  that  expected  rainfall  ‘is  extremely  serious’  and  the  system  will 
‘likely  produce  storm  surge,  hurricane-force  winds  and  up  to  15  inches  of  rain,’ 
putting  the  entire  state  at  risk.” 
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Pelosi  noncommittal  on  debt  ceiling  deal 

GET  SMART  FAST: 


1 .  House  Speaker  Nancy  Pelosi  said  she  will  attempt  to  finalize  a  deal  that 
would  raise  the  debt  ceiling  in  the  next  few  weeks  instead  of  delaying 
until  fall,  heeding  dire  warnings  from  Treasury  Secretary  Steven  Mnuchin  that 
the  government  could  fall  behind  on  its  bills  by  early  September.  She  wants  to 
get  it  done  before  the  August  recess.  (Erica  Werner  and  Damian  Paletta) 

2.  The  sudden  removal  of  William  Gerstenmaier,  NASA’s  head  of  human 
exploration,  is  a  clear  sign  that  the  White  House  is  increasingly 
frustrated  with  the  agency’s  efforts  to  return  humans  to  the  surface  of 
the  moon  by  2024.  The  Trump  administration  is  laser-focused  on  that  date, 
which  would  come  during  a  second  term  of  the  Trump  presidency,  should  he 
be  reelected.  But  despite  the  mandate,  NASA  has  continued  to  struggle  with 
delays  and  cost  overruns  that  have  threatened  the  program.  And  the  purge  of 
one  of  the  longest-serving  stalwarts  in  the  agency  shows  how  far  the  White 
House  is  willing  to  go.  (Chris  Davenport) 


3.  A  raging  fire  in  Maui  has  led  to  massive  evacuations  of  people  and 
animals.  The  fire  had  scorched  3,000  acres  in  central  Maui,  leading  to 
evacuations  of  residents  of  Kihei  and  Maalaea  as  it  burned  out  of  control  on 
Thursday  night.  (KGMB) 

4.  The  Las  Vegas  Metropolitan  Police  Department  released  a  158-page 
report  nearly  two  years  after  the  shooting  at  a  music  festival  that  left  58 
victims  dead.  It  includes  a  minute-by-minute  review  of  what  happened  that 
night  and  93  recommendations  for  law  enforcement  officials  to  respond  more 
effectively  to  any  future  massacres.  (ABC  News) 

5.  The  American  Federation  of  Teachers  sued  the  Department  of  Education 
over  student  loans  that  weren’t  forgiven.  The  union  asked  a  judge  to  order 
Betsy  DeVos  to  comply  with  existing  legal  standards  for  the  Public  Service 
Loan  Forgiveness  program.  (NPR) 

6.  Jair  Bolsonaro,  the  Trumpian  president  of  Brazil,  has  invited  his  son  to 
become  ambassador  to  the  U.S.  Eduardo  Bolsonaro,  35,  who  is  currently 
serving  as  a  congressman,  told  reporters  he  would  accept  the  post  if  it  were 
offered.  The  position  of  ambassador  has  been  vacant  since  April.  The  35-year- 
old  has  been  dubbed  Brazil's  "shadow  foreign  minister"  because  of  the 
influence  he  has  over  his  father.  (BBC) 

7.  At  least  37  people  were  injured  on  board  an  Air  Canada  flight  today  after 
the  plane  hit  severe  turbulence  and  had  to  make  an  emergency  landing. 

The  plane,  carrying  284  passengers  and  crew,  was  traveling  from  Vancouver 
to  Sydney  but  was  diverted  to  Hawaii.  (BBC) 

8.  All  25  female  senators,  Republicans  and  Democrats,  invited  the  U.S. 
women’s  national  soccer  team  to  meet  with  them  on  Capitol  Hill  to  talk 
about  the  “challenges  women  face  on  and  off  the  field.”  This  presumably 
includes  the  players’  high-profile  fight  for  equal  pay.  (HuffPost) 

9.  A  robot  umpire  officially  called  balls  and  strikes  for  the  first  time  in 
baseball’s  history  at  a  minor  league  all-star  game.  Major  League  Baseball 
has  signed  a  three-year  agreement  with  the  independent,  eight-team  Atlantic 
League  to  install  experimental  rules  in  line  with  Commissioner  Rob  Manfred’s 
vision  for  a  faster,  more  action-packed  game.  Among  the  first  changes 
discussed  was  an  automated  balls  and  strikes  regime,  run  via  a  panel  above 
home  plate.  (Jacob  Bogage) 

10.  A  Japanese  spacecraft  has  landed  on  an  asteroid  after  blasting  it  with  a 
bullet.  The  mission  will  bring  rock  samples  back  to  Earth.  (Business  Insider)

Trump  reverses  himself  on  census,  announces  executive  order  to  track  noncitizens 

THE  IMMIGRATION  WARS: 

-  Trump  backed  down  from  his  push  to  add  a  citizenship  question  to  the 
2020  Census,  effectively  conceding  defeat  in  a  battle  he  had  revived  just  last 
week  and  promised  to  continue  despite  a  recent  string  of  legal  defeats. 

“Trump  announced  that  he  instead  plans  to  order  every  federal  agency  to  give 
records  to  the  Commerce  Department  that  detail  the  numbers  of  citizens  and 
noncitizens  in  the  United  States,”  Seung  Min  Kim.  Tara  Bahrampour  and  John 
Wagner  report.  “But  the  political  tensions  over  Trump’s  push  to  collect  citizenship 
data  and  concerns  he  may  have  already  scared  immigrant  communities  from  fully 
participating  in  the  census  are  likely  to  continue  even  if  they  are  reduced  for  now. 


“Earlier  Thursday,  House  Majority  Leader  Steny  H.  Hoyer  (D-Md.)  said  the 
Democratic-led  chamber  will  vote  Tuesday  to  hold  Commerce  Secretary 
Wilbur  Ross  and  Attorney  General  William  P.  Barr  in  contempt  of  Congress 
for  not  complying  with  subpoenas  related  to  the  administration’s  decision  to 
include  the  citizenship  question.  The  White  House  has  asserted  executive 
privilege  over  the  information.  House  Oversight  Committee  Chairman  Elijah  E. 
Cummings  (D-Md.),  whose  panel  oversees  the  census,  said  the  president’s 
announcement  would  not  alter  the  planned  vote.  ... 

“While  Trump  portrayed  his  executive  order  on  data  collection  as  a  new 


proposal,  it  is  similar  to  the  very  approach  that  the  Census  Bureau 
recommended  after  Ross  said  he  was  exploring  adding  a  citizenship 
question  to  the  form.  ...  Barr,  who  stood  alongside  Trump  and  Ross  in  the  Rose 
Garden,  defended  the  administration’s  plan  to  add  the  question,  but  said  the  effort 
had  to  be  abandoned  because  a  protracted  legal  fight  would  impede  the 
administration’s  ability  to  conduct  the  2020  survey.  ...  Gone  unmentioned  in  the 
Rose  Garden  announcement  Thursday  was  the  administration’s  initial  rationale  for 
seeking  to  add  the  citizenship  question  to  the  census:  that  the  data  was  needed  for 
the  Justice  Department  to  enforce  the  Voting  Rights  Act.”  (Read  Sal  Rizzo’s  fact 
check  on  Trump’s  announcement.) 

-  The  Trump  administration  wound  up  changing  its  story  on  the  census 
citizenship  question  12  times  in  four  months.  (JM  Rieger) 

-  Immigration  attorneys  claim  ICE  raids  have  already  begun  in  the  Bay 
Area.  KRON4’s  Dan  Kerman  and  Dan  Thorn  report:  “A  group  of  Bay  Area 
immigration  attorneys  entered  federal  ICE  offices  in  San  Francisco  during  the  noon 
hour  Thursday  to  demand  information  about  the  threat  of  immigration  raids  this 
weekend.  ‘We  want  to  know  what  their  plans  are,  who  they  are  targeting  and 
where  individuals  will  be  process  so  they  can  have  access  to  attorneys,’  said 
immigration  attorney  Siobhan  Waldron.  Attorneys  say  these  raids  are  already 
underway  in  the  Bay  Area,  beginning  in  Contra  Costa  County  this  past  Sunday.” 

--  George  Shultz,  Ronald  Reagan’s  secretary  of  state,  says  Trump  needs  to 
pour  more  U.S.  foreign  aid  into  Central  America  —  not  cut  it  off  —  if  he 
wants  to  reduce  the  number  of  people  trying  to  cross  the  southern  border. 

“Make  Central  America  Great  Again”  is  the  headline  of  Shultz’s  op-ed  for  today’s 
Wall  Street  Journal:  “Illegal  immigration  from  the  Northern  Triangle  of  El  Salvador, 
Guatemala  and  Honduras  is  understandable.  If  you  were  there,  you  would  leave 
too.  Aliens  often  come  for  the  economic  opportunities  in  the  U.S.,  and  many  times 
are  fleeing  crime  and  violence.  President  Trump  has  urged  the  three  countries  to 
stop  this  illegal  migration,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  they  have  the  capacity  to  do  so  on 
their  own.”  His  advice  is  to  go  to  the  source  of  the  crisis. 

--  Sen.  Elizabeth  Warren  (D-Mass.)  released  an  immigration  plan  that  calls  for 
remaking  two  major  immigration  enforcement  agencies  “from  top  to  bottom” 
and  establishing  independent  immigration  courts,  and  she  reiterated  her 
support  for  decriminalizing  border  crossings.  (Annie  Linskey) 


--  New  York  Mayor  Bill  de  Blasio  called  for  abolishing  ICE.  (MSNBC) 


Trump  describes  his  tweeting  process:  'It'd  be  like  a  rocket  ship  when  I  put  out  a  beauty.' 

BIG  TECH  IN  THE  CROSSHAIRS: 


-  Trump  assailed  Facebook,  Google  and  Twitter,  accusing  them  of  exhibiting 
"terrible  bias"  and  silencing  his  supporters,  at  a  White  House  "Social  Media 
Summit”  that  critics  chastised  for  giving  a  prominent  stage  to  some  of  the 
Internet’s  most  controversial,  incendiary  voices.  Tony  Romm  reports:  “For 
Trump,  the  conference  represented  his  highest- profile  broadside  against  Silicon 
Valley  after  months  of  accusations  that  tech  giants  censor  conservative  users  and 
websites.  With  it,  the  president  also  rallied  his  widely  followed  online  allies  — 
whom  he  described  as  ‘journalists  and  influences’  and  who  together  can  reach 
roughly  half  a  billion  people  —  entering  the  2020  presidential  election.  ‘Some  of  you 
are  extraordinary.  The  crap  you  think  of  is  unbelievable,’  Trump  said.”  (Here’s  a  list 
of  attendees.) 

--  Trump  also  sharply  criticized  Facebook’s  plans  to  enter  the 
cryptocurrency  market,  tweeting  that  the  United  States  has  “one  real 
currency”  and  suggesting  the  company  may  need  to  submit  to  heightened 
banking  regulation.  Romm  and  Paletta  report:  “In  a  series  of  tweets,  Trump  said 
Facebook’s  plans  to  help  launch  the  currency,  called  Libra,  would  have  ‘little 
standing  or  dependability,’  warning  that  if  Facebook  wanted  to  become  a  bank  it 
should  seek  ‘new  Banking  Charter  and  become  subject  to  all  Banking  Regulations, 
just  like  other  Banks,  both  National  and  International.’  Facebook  announced  its 
plans  for  Libra  and  Calibra,  a  subsidiary  that  shares  the  name  of  a  virtual  wallet 
service,  earlier  this  month.  The  social  networking  giant  plans  to  make  the 
cryptocurrency  available  to  its  roughly  2  billion  users  worldwide,  and  it  will  be  run 
through  an  association  based  in  Switzerland.” 


--  Meanwhile,  the  price  of  bitcoin  fell  by  more  than  10  percent  after  Federal 
Reserve  Chair  Jay  Powell  told  Congress  that  Facebook’s  planned 
cryptocurrency  raises  “many  serious  concerns.”  (Hamza  Shaban) 

-  “Trump  revels  in  his  love-hate  relationship  with  Twitter,”  by  Ashley  Parker: 
“Several  minutes  into  [the  White  House  summit],  the  president  grew  nostalgic, 
reminiscing  on  some  of  his  greatest  Twitter  hits.  ‘Remember  when  I  said  somebody 
was  spying  on  me?’  he  asked.  That  ‘somebody’  was  President  Barack  Obama. 

And  Trump  was  referring  to  a  series  of  his  own  tweets  in  March  2017  in  which  he 
falsely  —  and  with  no  evidence  offered  —  accused  his  predecessor  of  committing 
what  would  probably  have  been  an  illegal  act.  This  is  Nixon/Watergate,’  Trump 
wrote  in  one  missive.  ‘Bad  (or  sick)  guy!’  But  to  hear  Trump  tell  it  now,  the  entire 
controversy  —  which  gripped  the  nation  for  weeks  to  come  —  was  simply  a  lark,  a 
convenient  way  for  him  to  boost  his  social  media  following  into  the  stratosphere 
while  dominating  the  conversation  here  on  Earth. 

“Trump  repeated  the  bogus  spying  claim  and  continued.  I  used  to  watch  it,’ 
Trump  said  Thursday.  ‘It’d  be  like  a  rocket  ship  when  I  put  out  a  beauty.  ...  That 
thing  was  like  a  rocket,’  he  said,  popping  up  his  right  thumb  and  shooting  it 
skyward.  ‘I  get  a  call  two  minutes  later:  “Did  you  say  that?”  I  said,  “Yeah,  I  said 
that.”  “Well,  it’s  exploding.  It’s  exploding.’”  The  crowd  laughed.  The  mind  reeled. 
Trump’s  entire  presidency  has  been  something  of  a  social  media  summit.” 

-  Despite  pressure  from  the  United  States,  the  French  Parliament  adopted  a 
new  tax  aimed  at  tech  giants  such  as  Google,  Amazon,  Facebook  and  Apple. 

James  McAulev  reports  from  Paris:  “The  French  government  has  argued  that  taxes 
on  big  tech  firms  should  be  based  on  where  they  do  business,  not  just  where 
they’re  headquartered  —  as  has  been  the  case  up  to  now.  And  so  the  measure 
would  levy  a  3  percent  tax  on  certain  revenue  the  companies  earn  in  France.  The 
Trump  administration  warned  on  Wednesday  that  it  would  investigate  whether  the 
tax  unfairly  discriminates  against  U.S.  businesses.  French  officials  stood  firm 
Thursday,  brushing  off  the  criticism.  . . .  The  tax  will  apply  to  tech  companies  with 
revenues  of  more  than  $850  million,  with  at  least  $28  million  earned  in  France.  It 
will  affect  about  30  companies.” 

-  Contractors  employed  by  Google  listen  to  recordings  of  conversations 
customers  have  with  their  Google  voice-activated  devices,  the  company 
said.  Greg  Bensinger  reports:  “Google  said  contractors  review  a  small  percentage 
of  the  recordings  made  by  customers  through  Google  Assistant  devices,  such  as 
Google  Home  and  phones  using  Android  software.  The  disclosure  follows  a  report 
from  a  Belgian  news  site  that  obtained  samples  of  the  recordings.  Though  Google 
said  just  two-tenths  of  a  percent  of  recordings  are  used  for  human  review,  it  also 


disclosed  that  customers  may  occasionally  be  recorded  even  when  they  aren’t 
using  Assistant.  Human  review  of  the  recordings  is  necessary  to  improve  the 
software’s  understanding  of  various  languages,  Google  said  in  a  blog  post.” 

--  Amazon,  which  has  275,000  full-time  U.S.  employees,  will  retrain  a  third  of 
its  domestic  workforce.  The  goal  is  to  get  ahead  of  technological  changes  that 
could  overhaul  warehouses,  retail  stores,  transportation  networks  and  corporate 
offices  alike.  The  company  announced  the  $700  million  initiative  that  will  cover 
100,000  workers  by  2025.  Amazon’s  founder  and  chief  executive,  Jeff  Bezos,  owns 
The  Washington  Post.  (Rachel  Siegel)

THE  NEW  WORLD  ORDER: 

-  Turkey  has  begun  taking  delivery  of  Russia’s  S-400  air-defense  system, 
completing  a  deal  that  has  unnerved  Turkey’s  NATO  allies  and  that  could 
trigger  sanctions  from  the  United  States.  Kareem  Fahim  reports  from  Istanbul 
and  Amie  Ferris-Rotman  reports  from  Moscow:  “The  first  components  for  the 
system  arrived  at  an  air  base  in  Ankara,  the  Turkish  capital,  on  Friday,  the  defense 
ministry  said  in  a  statement.  ...  U.S.  officials  have  fretted  that  Turkey’s  possession 
of  the  S-400  could  give  Russia  access  to  secrets  of  the  F-35’s  stealth  technology. 
Last  month,  the  Pentagon  said  it  would  halt  the  training  of  Turkish  pilots  to  fly  the 
warplane. 

“There  was  no  immediate  reaction  from  the  Trump  administration,  which  had 
given  mixed  signals  about  how  the  United  States  might  respond  if  T urkey 
went  through  with  the  deal.  American  officials,  including  Secretary  of  State  Mike 


Pompeo,  had  warned  of  dire  repercussions,  including  canceling  sales  of  U.S.-made 
F-35  fighter  jets  to  Ankara  and  the  imposition  of  sanctions  under  a  2017  law  on 
cooperation  with  adversaries.  But  Trump  has  been  publicly  supportive  of  Turkish 
President  Recep  Tayyip  Erdogan  and  last  month  expressed  sympathy  for 
Erdogan’s  decision  to  purchase  the  S-400s.  Erdogan,  after  meeting  Trump  at  the 
Group  of  20  Summit  in  June,  said  he  did  not  believe  that  the  United  States  would 
sanction  Turkey.  Erdogan  has  defended  his  $2.5  billion  acquisition  of  the  Russian 
system  as  part  of  Turkey’s  sovereign  right  to  defend  itself,  and  said  he  tried  to 
purchase  the  U.S.-made  Patriot  air  defense  system  but  was  not  offered  favorable 
terms.” 

-  “North  Korea  called  the  planned  mid-July  delivery  of  two  U.S.  stealth  jet 
fighters  to  South  Korea  an  affront  to  last  year’s  pledge  by  the  two  countries 
to  tone  down  military  tensions  on  the  peninsula,  saying  it  had  no  choice  but 
to  develop  arms  to  counter  them,”  the  Wall  Street  Journal  reports.  “Pyongyang, 
which  frequently  makes  exaggerated  threats  against  Seoul  and  Washington,  said  it 
would  develop  ‘special  armaments’  to  destroy  the  jets  in  a  state-media  report 
Thursday.  Seoul  has  plans  to  buy  40  of  the  F-35A  jets.” 

-  The  Pentagon  says  it  is  discussing  military  escorts  for  vessels  in  the  Gulf, 

a  day  after  Iranian  ships  allegedly  tried  to  block  a  British  oil  tanker  near  the 
strategic  Strait  of  Hormuz.  (Al  Jazeera) 

-  The  United  States  has  decided  not  to  impose  sanctions  on  Iranian  Foreign 
Minister  Mohammad  Javad  Zarif  for  now,  in  what  Reuters  calls  “a  sign 
Washington  may  be  holding  a  door  open  for  diplomacy.” 

-  The  visiting  emir  of  Qatar,  who  met  with  Trump  on  Tuesday,  did  not  renew 
an  earlier  offer  to  mediate  between  the  United  States  and  Iran  because  the 
White  House  indicated  a  belief  that  ever-harsher  sanctions  would  force 
Tehran  to  negotiate,  according  to  Qatari  Foreign  Minister  Mohammed  bin 
Abdulrahman  al-Thani.  (Karen  DeYoung) 

-  The  United  Arab  Emirates  is  pulling  its  troops  out  of  Yemen,  a  major  blow 
to  the  Saudi  war  effort.  “Emirati  forces  led  almost  every  major  advance  the 
coalition  made.  Now  they  have  decided  they  can  go  no  further,”  the  Times’s  Declan 
Walsh  and  David  Kirkpatrick  report.  “The  Emiratis  are  withdrawing  their  forces  at  a 
scale  and  speed  that  all  but  rules  out  further  ground  advances,  a  belated 
recognition  that  a  grinding  war  that  has  killed  thousands  of  civilians  and  turned 
Yemen  into  a  humanitarian  disaster  is  no  longer  winnable.  Emirati  officials  have 
been  saying  for  several  weeks  that  they  have  begun  a  phased  and  partial 
withdrawal  of  forces  estimated  at  5,000  troops  a  few  years  ago.  But  Western  and 


Arab  diplomats  briefed  on  the  drawdown  say  a  significant  reduction  has  already 
occurred,  and  that  the  Emiratis  are  driven  mostly  by  their  desire  to  exit  a  war 
whose  cost  has  become  too  high,  even  if  it  means  angering  their  Saudi  allies.” 

--  More  than  20  nations  signed  a  letter  this  week  forcefully  condemning 
China’s  apparent  systematic  detention  of  minority  Uighurs  and  other 
Muslims  —  but  not  the  United  States.  Rick  Noack  reports:  “The  letter  to  the 
United  Nations  High  Commissioner  for  Human  Rights  was  also  notable  for  another 
reason:  that  it  was  written  at  all.  The  United  States  has  typically  taken  the  lead  in 
criticism  of  China’s  human  rights  record,  sparing  smaller  nations  the  task  of  facing 
down  Beijing’s  economic  and  political  might.  But  the  Trump  administration  withdrew 
from  United  Nations  Human  Rights  Council  last  June  over  the  body’s  frequent 
criticism  of  Israel’s  treatment  of  Palestinians.” 

-  American  businessmen  are  facing  growing  harassment  from  China  when 
visiting  Beijing.  The  Times’s  Paul  Mozur.  Alexandra  Stevenson  and  Edward  Wong 
report:  “A  Koch  Industries  executive  was  told  he  could  not  leave  China.  An  ex¬ 
diplomat  who  helped  organize  a  technology  forum  in  Beijing  was  hassled  by 
authorities  who  wanted  to  question  him.  An  industry  group  developed  contingency 
plans,  in  case  its  offices  were  raided  and  computer  servers  were  seized.  Business 
executives,  Washington  officials  and  other  frequent  visitors  to  China  . . .  expressed 
increasing  alarm  about  the  Chinese  authorities’  harassment  of  Americans  by  holding 
them  for  questioning  and  preventing  them  from  leaving  the  country.  They  worry  that 
trade  tensions  between  Washington  and  Beijing  could  turn  businesspeople  and 
former  officials  into  potential  targets.  Some  companies  are  reviewing  or  beefing  up 
their  plans  in  case  one  of  their  employees  faces  problems.” 


What  to  expect  from  Mueller's  testimony  on  July  17 


THERE’S  A  BEAR  IN  THE  WOODS: 


--  The  House  Judiciary  Committee  voted  to  subpoena  12  people  with 
connections  to  Trump,  including  his  son-in-law  and  adviser  Jared  Kushner, 
as  part  of  the  ongoing  investigation  into  whether  the  president  obstructed 
justice  or  otherwise  abused  the  power  of  his  office.  On  a  party-line  vote,  the 
committee  authorized  Chairman  Jerry  Nadler  (D-N.Y.)  to  summon  John  Kelly, 
Michael  Flynn,  Corey  Lewandowski,  Jeff  Sessions,  Rod  Rosenstein,  Rick 
Dearborn,  Jody  Hunt  and  Rob  Porter.  (John  Wagner) 

-  During  a  tense  exchange  last  month,  Flynn’s  new  legal  team  accused  a 
federal  prosecutor  of  trying  to  coerce  the  former  Trump  national  security 
adviser  to  lie  under  oath.  Politico’s  Josh  Gerstein  reports  on  new  court 
documents:  ‘“You  are  asking  my  client  to  lie,’  new  Flynn  attorney  Sidney  Powell  told 
prosecutors  during  the  June  27  conference  call,  according  to  notes  taken  by 
another  Flynn  lawyer.  ‘No  one  is  asking  your  client  to  lie,’  prosecutor  Brandon  Van 
Grack  shot  back,  the  notes  say.  ‘Be  careful  about  what  you  say.’  Van  Grack,  a 
former  member  of  Mueller’s  team  who  is  still  assigned  to  Flynn’s  case,  became 
‘very  heated’  during  the  call,  according  to  Flynn  lawyer  Lindsay  McKasson.  Her 
notes  were  submitted  Thursday  to  the  federal  judge  in  Washington,  D.C.,  who  is 
expected  to  sentence  Flynn  on  a  felony  false  statement  charge  he  pleaded  guilty  to 
in  2017  as  part  of  a  plea  deal  with  Mueller’s  team.” 

-  Zainab  Ahmad,  a  prosecutor  on  Mueller’s  team  who  worked  on  the  Flynn 
case,  is  leaving  the  Justice  Department  for  a  job  at  a  private  law  firm.  Ahmad, 
a  veteran  New  York  prosecutor  of  complex  terrorism  cases,  said  in  an  interview 
that  she  is  joining  Gibson,  Dunn  &  Crutcher  to  work  on  international  legal  matters. 
(Devlin  Barrett)

TRUMP'S  TAKEOVER  OF  THE  GOP: 

-  Tim  Alberta’s  new  book,  “American  Carnage.”  a  copy  of  which  was 
obtained  by  The  Washington  Post  ahead  of  its  scheduled  release  Tuesday, 
details  how  many  Republicans  who  once  criticized  Trump  changed  their  tune 
after  his  election  and  struck  a  Faustian  bargain.  Josh  Dawsey  highlights  some 
of  the  choicest  nuggets:  “Few  people  have  more  power  in  President  Trump’s  White 
House  than  Madeleine  Westerhout,  his  executive  assistant  who  controls  access  to 
the  Oval  Office,  delivers  the  president’s  marker-scribbled  messages,  sends  orders 
to  top  military  officials,  prints  emails  and  articles  to  show  Trump,  and  seeks  to 
keep  a  tight  grip  on  his  schedule.  But  she  was  not  always  a  staunch  supporter  of 
the  president.  On  election  night,  Westerhout,  then  a  Republican  National  Committee 
aide,  broke  down  crying,  ‘inconsolable’  over  Trump  winning  the  election.  ... 
Westerhout  now  tells  others  she  would  do  almost  anything  for  Trump,  and  he  calls 
her  ‘my  beautiful  beauty.’” 

Alberta  reports  that  the  vice  president’s  wife,  Karen  Pence,  did  not  want  to 
appear  in  public  with  her  husband  after  the  ‘Access  Hollywood’  tape  and  that 
Pence  disagreed  with  Trump  on  many  key  issues,  from  immigration  to  trade.  Now, 
Pence’s  oldest  friends  joke  about  whether  Trump  has  blackmail  material  on  him.” 

Ted  Cruz  “told  confidantes  there  was  ‘no  way  in  hell’  he  was  prepared  to  subjugate 
himself  to  Trump  in  front  of  tens  of  millions  of  viewers,”  Alberta  writes.  “‘History 


isn't  kind  to  the  man  who  holds  Mussolini's  jacket,’  Cruz  told  friends  in 
2016.” 

“Alberta  traces  the  ascent  of  Trump  to  the  final  stretch  of  the  George  W. 
Bush  presidency.  ...  He  recounts  a  scene  where  Bush,  while  meeting  with 
advisers  in  his  second  term,  said  he  was  worried  about  protectionism,  isolationism 
and  nativism.  These  isms,’  Bush  told  his  team,  ‘are  going  to  eat  us  alive.’  He 
recounts  Bush  even  asking  conservative  radio  hosts  in  a  2008  meeting  to  ‘go  easy 
on  the  new  guy,’  referring  to  his  successor,  Obama,  because  he  was  worried  the 
‘isms’  would  drive  the  opposition  to  Obama. 

“At  his  core,  Alberta  depicts  Trump  as  a  transactional,  cynical  and  cunning 
person,  who  understands  what  his  supporters  want  by  consuming  large 
amounts  of  media  and  watching  how  Republicans  failed  in  the  past.  He 

reports  that  Trump  pressured  the  head  of  the  Iowa  GOP  in  2016  to  invalidate  the 
results  after  he  lost  the  caucus.  In  November  2016,  Henry  McMaster,  then  South 
Carolina’s  lieutenant  governor,  told  Trump  he  wanted  to  be  governor  of  the  state  — 
after  being  the  first  statewide  official  to  endorse  Trump  for  president.  ‘That’s  it?’ 
Trump  replied.  ‘Well  that  should  be  easy.  You’re  already  the  lieutenant  governor!’ 
McMaster  explained  that  it  was  not  so  easy  —  and  that  he  could  only  become 
governor  if  Nikki  Haley  were  not  around.  ‘Within  days,  seemingly  out  of  left  field, 
Trump  announced  Haley  as  his  pick  for  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations.’ 

“In  2016,  Trump  described  why  then-New  Jersey  Gov.  Chris  Christie  could 
not  become  attorney  general.  ‘Because  that  guy  would  prosecute  my  own  kids 
and  not  think  twice  about  it,’  Trump  told  campaign  chairman  Paul  Manafort, 
according  to  the  book.” 

--  “Why  Pence  spiked  a  Trump  judge,”  by  Politico’s  Eliana  Johnson:  “In  January 
2018,  Judge  Michael  Kanne  received  an  unexpected  call  from  the  White  House. 
Kanne,  an  Indiana  native  who  sits  on  the  7th  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  was  then  79 
years  old.  ...  Rob  Luther,  a  [Don]  McGahn  deputy  responsible  for  nominations,  had 
phoned  Kanne  to  suggest  he  retire.  Luther  told  the  judge  the  White  House  had  a 
successor  in  mind:  Tom  Fisher,  Indiana’s  solicitor  general  and  a  former  clerk  for 
Kanne.  ‘I  had  not  intended  to  take  senior  status  because  that  wasn’t  my  plan,  but  if 
I  had  a  former  clerk  who  had  the  chance  to  do  it,  then  I  would,’  Kanne  said  in  an 
interview.  ‘On  the  consideration  that  he  would  be  named,  I  sent  in  my  senior  status 
indication  to  the  president.’  ...  Pence’s  aides  got  wind  of  it  and  scuttled  Fisher’s 
nomination,  according  to  five  people  familiar  with  the  events. 

“As  solicitor  general  of  Indiana,  Fisher  had  defended  Gov.  Mike  Pence’s 
policies  in  court,  and  aides  to  the  now-vice  president  feared  his  nomination 
would  dredge  up  events  and  information  politically  damaging  to  Pence.  In  a 


series  of  tense  conversations  with  the  White  House  counsel’s  office,  Pence’s 
lawyers,  Matt  Morgan  and  Mark  Paoletta,  and  his  then  chief  of  staff,  Nick  Ayers, 
objected  to  Fisher’s  nomination,  which  died  before  it  ever  became  a  reality.  Pence 
himself  was  kept  apprised  of  the  conversations.  ...  In  this  case,  Pence’s  private 
political  considerations  cost  the  administration  a  chance  to  elevate  a  fresh 
conservative  to  the  federal  bench  when  Kanne,  who  was  nominated  by  President 
Ronald  Reagan  in  1987,  revoked  his  senior  status  upon  learning  that  Fisher 
wouldn’t  be  nominated  to  replace  him.” 


Biden  calls  Trump  ‘dangerously  incompetent’  on  foreign  policy 

2020  WATCH: 

-  What  is  Joe  Biden  trying  to  hide?  Matt  Viser  reports:  “Biden’s  effort  to  make 
his  lengthy  experience  the  central  issue  of  his  campaign  has  been  confounded  by 
questions  about  his  actions  during  almost  four  decades  as  a  U.S.  senator,  on 
issues  including  criminal  justice,  busing  and  the  hearings  into  the  nomination  of 
Supreme  Court  Justice  Clarence  Thomas.  Those  questions  might  be  answered  in 
the  massive  trove  of  Senate  records  he  donated  eight  years  ago  to  the  University 
of  Delaware  under  an  agreement  that  they  could  be  made  public  by  early  this  year. 
But  the  records  are  being  kept  secret,  following  new  terms  the  university  posted  on 
its  website  just  before  Biden  made  his  presidential  campaign  official  in  April.  ... 

“The  collection  of  documents  that  Biden  donated  to  his  alma  mater  fills  1,875 
boxes  and  also  includes  415  gigabytes  of  electronic  records.  It  includes 
committee  reports,  drafts  of  legislation  and  correspondence.  ...  The  documents 
also  could  showcase  his  foreign  policy  views,  including  the  internal  deliberations 
that  led  to  his  support  for  the  Iraq  War  ...  Biden  has  at  times  played  down  or 
misrepresented  his  record  —  saying  last  weekend,  for  example,  that  he  did  not 


support  more  funding  for  state  prisons,  even  though  in  1994  he  argued  for  $6  billion 
in  such  funding.” 

--  Biden  used  the  first  big  foreign  policy  speech  of  his  presidential  run  to 
blast  Trump  for  embracing  autocrats  and  to  promise  that  his  administration 
would  make  the  defense  of  democracy  a  priority.  Greg  Jaffe  and  Cleve 
Wootson  report:  “He  accused  Trump  of  ‘walking  away  from  American 
responsibility,  lying  about  matters  big  and  small’  and  bankrupting  ‘America’s  word.’ 
Biden’s  alternative  largely  involved  a  return  to  traditional  American  principles  such 
as  the  promotion  of  democracy  and  cooperation  with  allies.  Instead  of  focusing 
exclusively  on  the  United  States’  unilateral  interests,  he  spoke  of  a  return  to 
spreading  American  values.  ‘No  army  on  Earth  can  match  the  electric  idea  of 
liberty,’  Biden  said  in  his  speech  at  the  Graduate  Center  at  the  City  University  of 
New  York.”

THE  SENATE: 

-  Kentucky’s  lone  Democratic  congressman  said  he’d  like  to  see  other 
candidates  get  in  the  race  to  unseat  Senate  Majority  Leader  Mitch 
McConnell.  Colby  Itkowitz  and  Paul  Kane  report:  “Rep.  John  Yarmuth’s  comments 
came  after  a  rocky  start  to  Amy  McGrath’s  campaign,  which  launched  on  Tuesday. 
McGrath  had  a  strong  first  24  hours  in  fundraising  but  then  stumbled  when 
answering  whether  she  would  have  supported  the  confirmation  of  Supreme  Court 


Justice  Brett  M.  Kavanaugh.  Yarmuth,  who  said  he  is  not  going  to  run  for  the 
Senate  seat,  said  he  was  asked  earlier  ‘whether  a  primary  might  be  helpful  in  this 
race.’  ‘I  said,  ‘Yeah,  I  think  it  might  be,”  Yarmuth  said.” 

--  Trump  is  “not  on  board”  with  Sessions  running  to  win  back  the  Senate 
seat  he  gave  up  when  he  became  attorney  general,  Sen.  Richard  Shelby  (R- 
Ala.)  told  the  Hill. 

-  Former  congresswoman  Cynthia  Lummis  announced  that  she  is  running 
for  the  open  Senate  seat  in  Wyoming,  jumping  into  what  could  turn  into  a 
contentious  Republican  primary  against  Rep.  Liz  Cheney.  Roll  Call  reports: 
“Longtime  GOP  incumbent  Michael  B.  Enzi  announced  in  May  he  would  not  run  for 
re-election.  Whoever  wins  the  GOP  primary  would  be  the  favorite  to  replace  him 
given  the  state’s  strong  Republican  lean.  ...  Lummis  told  reporters  on  a  conference 
call  Thursday  afternoon  that  she  spoke  to  Cheney  recently  and  informed  her  that 
she  would  be  running  for  Senate.  She  said  that  if  Cheney  did  get  in  the  race,  the 
primary  would  be  a  real  barn  burner.’  Lummis  said  she  is  more  libertarian  than 
Cheney,  especially  when  it  comes  to  international  intervention.  The  former 
lawmaker  also  noted  that  both  Cheney  and  Wyoming’s  junior  senator,  John 
Barrasso,  are  members  of  congressional  Republican  leadership,  and  argued  it 
would  benefit  the  state  to  have  a  member  of  their  delegation  who  is  not  and  ‘can 
take  leadership  on.’” 

--  With  former  Tennessee  governor  Bill  Haslam  announcing  that  he  will  not 
run  for  the  Senate  seat  that’s  opening  with  Lamar  Alexander’s  retirement, 
the  Republican  primary  is  wide  open.  The  Tennessean  reports:  “While  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Japan  Bill  Hagerty  and  U.S.  Rep.  Mark  Green,  R-Clarksville,  are 
the  most  widely  circulated  names  considering  a  run,  others  are  also  mulling  their 
options.  Green  removed  himself  from  the  race  Thursday  morning,  hours  after 
Haslam's  decision  was  announced.  Hagerty  did  not  answer  questions  Thursday 
about  his  potential  interest  in  the  race  but  thanked  Haslam  for  his  leadership, 
passion  and  service.  U.S.  Rep.  David  Kustoff  said  Thursday  morning  he  was 
thinking  about  the  opportunity  to  run  for  the  Senate.  At  least  one  former  member  of 
Congress  is  out:  Diane  Black.  Teresa  Koeberlein,  who  served  as  Black's  longtime 
chief  of  staff,  told  The  Tennessean  on  Thursday  the  former  congressman  is  not 
considering  a  Senate  bid.”

THE  BIG  IDEA:  Bob  Mueller  thought  his  public  statement  last  month  could 


get  him  out  of  testifying  before  Congress  about  his  448-page  report  and  22- 
month  investigation.  He  thought  wrong. 

Complying  with  a  subpoena  issued  yesterday,  the  former  special  counsel  has 
agreed  to  appear  in  back-to-back  public  hearings  on  July  17  before  two  House 
committees.  Intelligence  Chairman  Adam  Schiff  (D-Calif.)  and  Judiciary  Chairman 
Jerry  Nadler  (D-N.Y.)  needed  to  issue  a  subpoena  to  persuade  Mueller  to  appear, 
but  the  duo  pledged  in  a  letter  that  they  will  work  with  him  to  address  his  “legitimate 
concerns  about  preserving  the  integrity”  of  his  probe  and  said  they  will  respect  his 
desire  not  to  discuss  the  “several  criminal  investigations”  that  he  referred  to  other 
Justice  Department  offices,  which  are  ongoing. 


Here  are  five  things  to  watch  for  at  the  hearing  three  Wednesdays  from  now: 


What  you  need  to  know  about  Trump,  Mueller  and  obstruction  of  justice 


1)  Will  Mueller  say  anything  he  hasn’t  said  already? 

Don’t  count  on  it. 

“The  report  is  my  testimony,”  the  former  special  counsel  said  on  May  29.  “Any 
testimony  from  this  office  would  not  go  beyond  our  report.  ...  I  would  not  provide 
information  beyond  that  which  is  already  public  in  any  appearance  before 
Congress.” 

The  74-year-old  is  no  novice.  It  seems  exceptionally  unlikely  that  Mueller  will  be 
baited  into  saying  something  he  doesn’t  want  to  say.  He’s  testified  before  Congress 
more  than  50  times,  including  during  high-profile  hearings  as  FBI  director  after  the 
9/1 1  attacks  and  the  2013  Boston  Marathon  bombings.  The  C-SPAN  archive 
includes  more  than  140  hours  of  footage  of  him  fielding  questions  from  sometimes 


hostile  lawmakers. 


“Mueller  is  no  longer  a  Justice  Department  employee,  and  after  the  special 
counsel’s  office  formally  closed  last  month,  he  and  his  personal  representatives  had 
been  negotiating  directly  with  the  committee.  . . .  Those  who  know  him  well  said  that 
it  was  virtually  impossible  that  he  would  ignore  or  reject  a  subpoena,”  per  Rachael 
Bade.  Matt  Zapotosky  and  Karoun  Demirjian.  “Still,  Mueller  is  unlikely  to  answer 
Democrats’  biggest  question:  whether  he  or  his  team  thought  there  was  sufficient 
evidence  to  charge  President  Trump  with  obstruction,  were  he  not  president.” 

He  said  during  his  brief  remarks  at  the  Justice  Department  that  if  his  office  “had 
confidence  that  the  president  clearly  did  not  commit  a  crime,  we  would  have  said 
so,”  and  he  noted  that  the  Constitution  “requires  a  process  other  than  the  criminal 
justice  system  to  formally  accuse  a  sitting  president  of  wrongdoing.” 

On  the  other  hand:  Even  if  Mueller  just  reads  directly  from  his  report,  it  could  have 
a  huge  impact.  Most  Americans  and  even  many  lawmakers  have  not  read  the 
whole  thing.

2)  Can  Democratic  leaders  keep  expectations  in  check  and  prevent  the 
hearings  from  becoming  a  circus? 

Privately,  many  House  Democrats  and  their  aides  worry  they  will  not  be  able  to. 
This  is  going  to  be  a  television  extravaganza.  Cable  channels  on  the  right  and  left 
will  cover  Mueller’s  appearance  wall  to  wall.  The  networks  will  likely  preempt 
regularly  scheduled  programming.  But  if  Mueller  doesn’t  say  anything 
groundbreaking  or  explosive  despite  weeks  of  hype,  the  narrative  could  be  that  his 
appearance  was  a  let  down  for  Democrats. 

Moreover,  it’s  politically  imperative  for  Democrats  that  they  look  like  they  are 
motivated  by  a  pursuit  of  the  truth  rather  than  a  partisan  vendetta  against  the 
president.  Underscoring  why  that  is,  Trump  cried  “Presidential  Harassment!”  last 
night  when  news  broke  of  Mueller’s  appearance.

3)  Will  Trump’s  Republican  allies  successfully  cast  doubt  on  Mueller’s 
credibility  and  stain  his  sterling  reputation?  Or  will  they  come  across  as 
partisan  and  unserious  about  his  conclusions? 

“Bob  Mueller  better  be  prepared,"  Rep.  Mark  Meadows  (R-N.C.)  told  Laura 
Ingraham  on  Fox  News  last  night.  "Because  I  can  tell  you,  he  will  be  cross- 
examined  for  the  first  time  and  the  American  people  will  start  to  see  the  flaws  in  his 
report." 

“The  first  thing  he  needs  to  answer  is  his  own  conflicts  of  interest,”  added  Trump 
lawyer  Jay  Sekulow  on  Sean  Hannity’s  Fox  show. 

Mueller’s  unwillingness  to  engage  in  a  tit-for-tat  with  Trump  and  Co.  throughout  his 
probe  kept  him  above  the  fray,  but  it  also  allowed  the  president’s  boosters  to  make 
scurrilous  charges  about  the  Vietnam  veteran’s  integrity  without  strong  pushback. 
Does  he  finally  stand  up  for  himself?  Or  does  he  cling  to  the  idea  that  the  quality  of 
his  work  product  speaks  for  itself? 

Rep.  Justin  Amash  (R-Mich.),  the  only  GOP  lawmaker  who  has  endorsed 
impeachment,  does  not  sit  on  either  committee  so  he  won’t  get  a  round  of 
questioning. 

Senate  Judiciary  Committee  Chairman  Lindsey  Graham  (R-S.C.)  continues  to  resist 
calls  to  hold  hearings  on  the  Mueller  report  in  the  other  chamber.  “It  is  ‘case  closed’ 
for  me,”  Graham  told  Hannity  on  Fox  last  night.  “They  can  do  anything  they  want  to 
in  the  House,  and  I  think  it  will  blow  up  in  their  face.  ...  The  conclusions  can’t 
change.”

4)  Does  Mueller’s  appearance  make  it  easier  or  harder  for  Nancy  Pelosi  to 
contain  calls  for  impeachment  from  her  caucus? 

“Members  of  Congress  must  honor  our  oath  and  our  patriotic  duty  to  follow  the 
facts,  so  we  can  protect  our  democracy,”  the  speaker  said  in  a  statement  last 
night. 

Nearly  80  House  Democrats  are  now  on  the  record  calling  for  opening 
impeachment  proceedings  against  Trump.  Mueller’s  sole  public  appearance  in  May 
didn’t  include  any  new  information,  but  it  nonetheless  offered  a  justification  for  a 
stream  of  Democratic  presidential  candidates  to  call  for  the  president’s 
impeachment.  Something  similar  could  happen  again.  More  House  Democrats  could 
use  whatever  Mueller  says  as  cover  to  change  their  positions  -  or  they  could 
oppose  impeachment  on  the  grounds  that  oversight  is  being  conducted  without  it. 

The  answer  probably  depends  primarily  on  whether  Mueller’s  testimony  moves  the 
needle  in  the  polls.  As  Pelosi  loves  to  say,  “Public  sentiment  is  everything.”

5)  Will  any  of  Mueller’s  lieutenants  appear? 

“An  unspecified  number  of  the  special  counsel’s  senior  deputies  are  expected  to 
accompany  their  former  boss  and  testify  in  closed  session  when  Mueller  appears 
next  month,”  Politico’s  Darren  Samuelsohn  and  Kyle  Cheney  report.  “Schiff  declined 
Tuesday  night  to  identify  the  deputies,  and  it  was  also  unclear  if  they  would  be 
appearing  under  subpoena.  Democrats  also  haven’t  precluded  bringing  the  former 
Mueller  lawyers  back  for  additional  rounds.  ‘I  think  that’s  likely  to  happen  after 
Mueller  testifies,’  said  Rhode  Island  Rep.  David  Cicilline,  another  Judiciary 
Committee  Democrat.  There  are  additional  witnesses.  But  he’s  the  principal  in 
terms  of  the  contents  of  the  report.’” 

Mueller’s  team  has  been  scattering.  “Andrew  Goldstein,  a  senior  assistant  special 
counsel  under  Mueller,  will  join  the  Cooley  law  firm  as  a  litigation  partner  working  in 
New  York  and  Washington,”  Zapotosky  reported  on  Monday.  “On  Friday,  the  firm 
Paul  Weiss  announced  it  would  add  Jeannie  Rhee,  another  senior  member  of 
Mueller’s  team  who  had  left  the  WilmerHale  firm  to  work  on  the  special  counsel 
investigation.  The  Justice  Department  revealed  this  week  that  Michael  Dreeben,  a 
deputy  solicitor  general  who  has  argued  more  than  100  cases  before  the  Supreme 
Court  and  took  a  sabbatical  to  work  with  Mueller,  would  be  leaving  the  department. 

. . .  Last  month,  the  firm  Davis  Polk  announced  it  would  add  Greg  Andres,  the 
senior  assistant  special  counsel  who  led  the  prosecution  of  former  Trump  campaign 
chairman  Paul  Manafort,  to  its  litigation  department  in  New  York.  ...  Andrew 


Weissmann,  another  senior  assistant  special  counsel  who  is  now  a  fellow  at  New 
York  University  School  of  Law,  is  writing  a  book.”

-  No  matter  what  happens,  Mueller’s  testimony  won’t  clear  the  thicket  of 
thorny  legal  issues  facing  Trump.  There  was  a  significant  development 
yesterday,  for  example,  in  one  of  the  emoluments  challenges: 

“Rejecting  a  request  from  President  Trump,  a  federal  judge  in  Washington  on 
Tuesday  cleared  the  way  for  nearly  200  Democrats  in  Congress  to  continue 
their  lawsuit  against  him  alleging  that  his  private  business  violates  an  anti¬ 
corruption  provision  of  the  Constitution,”  Ann  Marimow.  Jonathan  O'Connell 
and  Carol  Leonnig  report.  “U.S.  District  Judge  Emmet  G.  Sullivan  declined  to  put 
the  case  on  hold  and  said  lawmakers  could  begin  this  week  seeking  financial 
information,  interviews  and  other  records  from  the  Trump  Organization.  ...  Sullivan 
ordered  the  two  parties  to  begin  the  process  of  requesting  records  and  other 
information  as  part  of  a  three-month  discovery  period  from  Friday  to  Sept.  27.  ... 
The  Trump  administration  still  can  try  to  delay  or  block  Democrats  in  Congress 
from  issuing  subpoenas  for  the  president’s  closely  held  business  information  by 
appealing  directly  to  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  D.C.  Circuit  to  intervene.  ... 
Justice  Department  spokeswoman  Kelly  Laco  said  the  government  would  appeal.” 

The  emoluments  clauses  bar  the  president  from  accepting  gifts  or  payments  from 
foreign  or  state  governments.  The  cases,  which  seem  destined  for  the  Supreme 
Court,  mark  the  first  time  that  federal  judges  have  interpreted  these  clauses.  Trump 


is  being  sued  by  the  members  of  Congress  in  one  case  and  states  in  the  other.  In 

the  second  case,  brought  by  the  attorneys  general  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  Maryland,  a  federal  judge  also  denied  the  Trump 
administration’s  request  for  an  immediate  appeal.  But  the  U.S.  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  4th  Circuit,  which  is  based  in  Richmond  and  hears  Maryland- 
related  federal  appeals,  agreed  to  review  the  case  and  temporarily  blocked 
subpoenas  for  financial  records  and  other  documents  related  to  Trump’s  D.C. 
hotel.  The  4th  Circuit  heard  oral  argument  in  March  and  could  issue  a  ruling  at  any 
time.

2.  Federal  prosecutors  are  fighting  efforts  to  throw  out  the  lenient  non¬ 
prosecution  agreement  that  Labor  Secretary  Alex  Acosta,  as  a 
prosecutor,  offered  to  alleged  sex  trafficker  Jeffrey  Epstein.  The  Justice 
Department  told  a  federal  judge  that  Epstein’s  alleged  victims,  who  were  not 
properly  notified  about  what  they  view  as  a  sweetheart  deal,  have  no  right  to 
remedies  from  the  government  because  the  Crime  Victims’  Rights  Act  does  not 
outline  specific  penalties.

3.  The  National  Security  Agency  ended  a  controversial  counterterrorism 
program  after  learning  that  millions  of  Americans’  phone  records  had 
been  collected  in  error.  The  agency  said  its  purged  the  records  in  what  was 
the  second  instance  of  “over-collection”  recorded  by  the  NSA  last  year.  (Ellen 
Nakashima) 


4.  A  new  Alabama  law  severs  the  parental  rights  of  those  convicted  of  first- 


degree  rape.  The  ability  of  convicted  rapists  in  the  state  to  seek  custody  of 
children  conceived  through  their  assaults  gained  renewed  attention  after 
Alabama  passed  a  law  outlawing  abortion  in  nearly  all  circumstances,  including 
instances  of  rape  and  incest.  (Emily  Wax-Thibodeaux) 

5.  A  court  has  ruled  that  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  is 
responsible  for  the  2015  hack  of  of  22  million  people's  personal 
information.  According  to  a  federal  appeals  court,  the  office  ignored  repeated 
warnings  from  its  inspector  general’s  office  that  the  databases  were 
vulnerable.  (Eric  Yoder) 

6.  Two  U.S.  service  members  were  killed  in  Afghanistan.  No  more  information 
is  known  about  them  at  this  stage,  including  how  they  died.  (CNN) 

7.  Illinois  became  the  11th  state  to  legalize  marijuana  for  recreational  use. 

The  legalization  will  also  let  nearly  800,000  people  with  criminal  records  for 
purchasing  or  possessing  30  grams  of  marijuana  or  less  expunge  their 
records.  (AP) 

8.  An  effort  to  boost  lawmaker  pay  has  been  nixed  after  backlash.  House 
Majority  Leader  Steny  Hoyer's  plans  were  met  with  bipartisan  protest.  (Mike 
DeBonis  and  Karoun  Demirjian) 

9.  Tiffany  Caban,  a  liberal  public  defender  backed  by  Rep.  Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez,  declared  victory  in  the  Queens  district  attorney 
Democratic  primary.  Caban  had  a  lead  of  just  over  1,000  votes  over  her 
closest  challenger  with  99  percent  of  precincts  reporting  in  a  race  that  became 
a  national  proxy  battle.  It's  a  blow  for  Greg  Meeks  and  the  Democratic 
establishment  in  New  York.  (CBS  News) 

10.  Three  men  were  killed  at  a  Ford  dealership  in  California.  A  witness  said 
that  the  shooter,  whose  body  police  found  with  an  apparently  self-inflicted 
gunshot  wound,  had  been  fired  that  day  and  came  back  to  shoot  two 
managers.  (Mercury  News) 

1 1 .  Paris  is  installing  temporary  water  fountains  and  keeping  pools  open  late 
to  combat  a  massive  heat  wave  hitting  Europe.  Temperatures  across  the 
continent  are  expected  to  rise  up  to  35  degrees  Fahrenheit  above  normal,  but 
France  is  being  particularly  cautious  given  the  15,000  deaths  the  country  saw 
during  a  similar  heat  wave  in  2003.  (Claire  Parker) 

12.  The  number  of  Americans  who  say  they  have  never  attended  religious 
services  has  nearly  doubled  since  2000.  According  to  the  most  recent  NBC- 
Wall  Street  Journal  poll,  26  percent  of  Americans  report  never  having  attended 


religious  services,  compared  to  14  percent  in  2000.  Among  those  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  34,  the  figure  is  even  higher  at  36  percent.  (Wall  Street 
Journal) 

13.  Jan  Meyers,  the  first  Republican  woman  elected  to  Congress  from 
Kansas,  died  at  90.  A  moderate  who  represented  a  stretch  of  northeast 
Kansas  from  1985  to  1997,  Meyers  rose  through  the  ranks  of  the  House  to 
become  chair  of  the  Small  Business  Committee.  (Harrison  Smith) 

14.  A  YouTube  star  was  found  dead  in  New  York’s  East  River  following  a 
number  of  erratic  videos  and  police  confrontations.  Desmond  Amofah, 
known  as  Etika,  was  famous  for  his  gaming  channel,  which  he  had  recentuly 
turned  into  a  venue  for  rants  and  confrontations  with  police  officers.  (Avi  Selk) 

15.  Breakdancing  might  make  its  first  appearance  at  the  Olympics  soon 
after  the  International  Olympic  Committee  voted  in  favor  of  a  proposal 
that  could  bring  the  dance  style  to  the  2024  Summer  Games  in  Paris. 

Skateboarding,  climbing/bouldering  and  surfing  are  also  among  the  activities 
proposed  to  be  added  to  the  events  program.  (CNN)

THE  IMMIGRATION  WARS  ARE  KILLING  PEOPLE: 

--  The  image  of  the  drowned  bodies  of  a  Salvadoran  man  and  his  baby 
daughter  lying  face  down  on  the  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande  after  attempting  to 
cross  the  border  has  sparked  outrage  as  Trump's  policies  continue  putting 


the  lives  of  migrants  at  risk.  From  the  AP’s  Peter  Orsi  and  Amy  Guthrie:  “Her 
arm  was  draped  around  his  neck  suggesting  she  clung  to  him  in  her  final  moments. 
The  searing  photograph  of  the  sad  discovery  of  their  bodies  [see  above]  highlights 
the  perils  faced  by  mostly  Central  American  migrants  fleeing  violence  and  poverty 
and  hoping  for  asylum  in  the  United  States.  ...  Oscar  Alberto  Martinez  Ramirez, 
frustrated  because  the  family  from  El  Salvador  was  unable  to  present 
themselves  to  U.S.  authorities  and  request  asylum,  swam  across  the  river  on 
Sunday  with  his  daughter,  Valeria.  He  set  her  on  the  U.S.  bank  of  the  river 
and  started  back  for  his  wife,  Tania  Vanessa  Avalos,  but  seeing  him  move 
away  the  girl  threw  herself  into  the  waters.  Martinez  returned  and  was  able 
to  grab  Valeria,  but  the  current  swept  them  both  away.  ... 

"Details  of  the  incident  were  confirmed  Tuesday  by  a  Tamaulipas  government 
official  ...  and  by  Martinez’s  mother  back  in  El  Salvador,  Rosa  Ramirez,  who  spoke 
with  her  daughter-in-law  by  phone  afterward.  ...  Ramirez  said  her  son  and  his 
family  left  El  Salvador  on  April  3  and  spent  about  two  months  at  a  shelter  in 
Tapachula,  near  Mexico’s  border  with  Guatemala.  'I  begged  them  not  to  go,  but 
he  wanted  to  scrape  together  money  to  build  a  home,'  Ramirez  said.  They 
hoped  to  be  there  a  few  years  and  save  up  for  the  house.'  El  Salvador’s  foreign 
ministry  said  it  was  working  to  assist  the  family  including  Avalos,  who  was  at  a 
border  migrant  shelter  following  the  drownings.  The  bodies  were  expected  to  be 
flown  to  El  Salvador  on  Thursday.  . . .  The  photo  recalls  the  201 5  image  of  a  3- 
year-old  Syrian  boy  who  drowned  in  the  Mediterranean  near  T urkey,  though 
it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  it  may  have  the  same  impact  in  focusing 
international  attention  on  migration  to  the  U.S.  ...  U.S.  'metering'  policy  has 
dramatically  reduced  the  number  of  migrants  who  are  allowed  to  request  asylum, 
down  from  dozens  per  day  previously  to  sometimes  just  a  handful  at  some  ports  of 
entry." 

-  The  House  passed  a  $4.5  billion  emergency  border  aid  bill  that  includes 
provisions  requiring  better  treatment  of  migrant  children  in  U.S.  custody, 
which  were  added  to  secure  passage  amid  bubbling  anger  over  Trump’s 
handling  of  the  crisis.  Mike  DeBonis  and  Erica  Werner  report:  “The  230-to-195 
vote,  largely  along  party  lines,  followed  a  flurry  of  last-minute  negotiations  among 
Democrats  who  said  they  have  been  horrified  by  reports  of  poor  conditions  at 
overcrowded  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  facilities  where  unaccompanied 
children  have  been  kept.  The  bill’s  passage  sets  up  a  high-stakes  negotiation  with 
Trump  and  Senate  Republicans  to  deliver  aid  days  before  a  looming  deadline.  ... 
House  Appropriations  Committee  Chairwoman  Nita  M.  Lowey  (D-N.Y.)  unveiled 
changes  to  the  bill  Tuesday  morning  that  would  require  CBP  to  establish  new  health 
and  safety  standards  for  migrants  in  its  custody,  as  well  as  protocols  for  dealing 


with  migrant  surges,  within  30  days.  The  changes  would  also  limit  children’s  stays 
at  ‘influx’  shelters  used  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  no 
more  than  90  days  and  require  the  department  to  report  to  Congress  on  their  use.” 

--  Palace  intrigue:  A  week  after  beginning  his  reelection  campaign  with 
promises  of  mass  deportations,  Trump  sent  the  agencies  responsible  for 
immigration  enforcement  deeper  into  disarray  by  replacing  his  interim  border 
chief  with  a  figure  he  plucked  from  cable  news  punditry  last  month.  “Mark 
Morgan,  who  Trump  installed  as  acting  director  of  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs 
Enforcement  in  early  June,  will  take  over  as  acting  commissioner  of  Customs  and 
Border  Protection,  replacing  John  Sanders,”  per  Nick  Miroff  and  Josh  Dawsev. 

“The  shake-up  Tuesday  comes  after  weeks  of  interagency  squabbles  and  political 
knifings  among  agency  officials  ...  Since  April,  the  president  has  purged  nearly  all 
of  the  top  officials  remaining  at  DHS  from  the  beginning  of  his  term,  leaving  every 
immigration-related  U.S.  agency  with  an  interim  leader.  ... 

“Immigration  hard-liners  in  recent  days  have  been  pushing  Trump  to  remove 
acting  DHS  secretary  Kevin  McAleenan  at  the  moment  when  the  policies 
McAleenan  has  advanced  —  including  a  deal  with  Mexico  for  an 
unprecedented  immigration  crackdown  there  —  are  beginning  to  yield 
results.  U.S.  authorities  detained  more  than  144,000  migrants  last  month  along  the 
Mexico  border,  the  highest  level  since  2006,  but  preliminary  reports  indicate  fewer 
have  been  crossing  in  recent  weeks  and  others  are  being  turned  back  by  Mexican 
military  forces.  McAleenan  on  Tuesday  was  en  route  to  meetings  with  officials  in 
Central  America,  where  the  Trump  administration  is  seeking  a  separate  accord  that 
would  allow  the  United  States  to  send  asylum  seekers  back  to  the  first  foreign 
nation  where  they  step  foot  after  fleeing  their  homelands. 

“McAleenan  had  challenged  the  feasibility  and  timing  of  the  [ICE]  raids  ... 
Morgan  had  pushed  for  the  ‘family  op’  to  go  forward,  and  it  was  not  clear 
whether  the  decision  to  move  him  from  ICE  to  a  loftier  position  at  CBP  was  a 
consolation  for  losing  out  to  McAleenan.  . . .  One  person  who  has  spoken  with 
Trump  about  immigration  said  the  president  has  heard  from  senior  immigration 
adviser  Stephen  Miller  and  others  around  him  that  ‘everyone  at  DHS  is  weak.’” 

-  The  U.S.  returned  100  migrant  children  to  the  overcrowded  border  facility 
in  Clint,  Tex.,  after  trying  to  find  temporary  alternatives  —  including  tents 
and  other  border  facilities.  Immigration  and  health  authorities  say  they  are 
simply  out  of  space.  Abigail  Hauslohner  reports:  “Officials  from  U.S.  Customs  and 
Border  Protection,  which  first  takes  the  migrants  into  custody,  and  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  which  runs  the  migrant  children’s 
shelters,  characterized  the  situation  as  a  dire  humanitarian  crisis  but  also  defended 


U.S.  treatment  of  young  migrants  as  adhering  to  the  law.  And  universally,  Trump 
administration  officials  Tuesday  used  the  moment  to  urge  Congress  to  swiftly 
approve  billions  of  dollars  in  border  funding  that  they  say  would  provide  bed  space 
and  services  for  children.  ...  A  CBP  official  said  Tuesday  that  the  allegations  of 
child  neglect  at  Clint  were  being  investigated  but  also  that  the  child  detainees  in  the 
agency’s  custody  receive  ‘continuous’  access  to  hygiene  products  and  adequate 
food  while  awaiting  placement  in  U.S.  shelters  designed  for  children." 

--  A  federal  appeals  court  ordered  that  a  Maryland  judge  take  a  fresh  look  at 
the  new  evidence  that  the  Trump  administration  had  discriminatory  intent  in 
adding  a  citizenship  question  to  the  2020  Census.  Robert  Barnes.  Felicia 
Sonmez  and  Tara  Bahrampour  report:  “The  order  was  part  of  last-minute  wrangling 
in  the  lower  courts,  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  on  Capitol  Hill  as  the  justices  are  set 
to  vote  on  the  issue  before  the  end  of  their  term,  presumably  this  week.  . . .  Solicitor 
General  Noel  Francisco,  representing  the  Trump  administration,  told  the  Supreme 
Court  that  the  order  from  the  4th  Circuit  ‘jeopardizes’  the  census  process.  ...  He 
had  said  in  an  earlier  letter  to  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  claims  in  the  Maryland 
case  were  ‘based  on  a  speculative  conspiracy  theory  that  is  unsupported  by  the 
evidence  and  legally  irrelevant  to  demonstrating  that  Secretary  Ross  acted  with  a 
discriminatory  intent.’” 

--  Reporters  are  being  kept  away  from  the  facilities  where  migrant  children 
are  being  held.  Paul  Farhi  reports:  “News  stories  emerged  last  week  about 
squalid  conditions  at  a  Border  Patrol  detention  facility  housing  about  300  migrant 
children  on  the  U.S.-Mexico  border.  ...  Apart  from  their  appalling  specifics,  the 
stories  were  notable  for  one  element:  They  were  all  based  on  secondhand 
accounts.  Reporters  were  unable  to  see  the  facilities  themselves  or  speak  to  any 
of  the  children.  Instead,  they  relied  on  descriptions  provided  by  lawyers  and 
advocates  who  were  granted  access  under  a  legal  settlement  with  the  Border 
Patrol.  ...  The  blackout  on  press  access  has  left  Americans  largely  in  the  dark 
about  conditions  in  government  facilities  designed  to  handle  migrants  who  have 
crossed  the  border.  Photographs  and  TV  images  are  rare  and  often  dated.  Rarer 
still  are  interviews  with  federal  agency  managers  and  employees  or  with  the 
children  themselves.” 

--  Sarah  Fabian,  the  Justice  Department  lawyer  who  flippantly  argued  in  open 
court  that  toothbrushes  and  soap  are  not  required  for  the  government  to 
provide  children  sanitary  living  conditions,  defended  herself  in  a  private 
Facebook  post  that  one  of  her  friends  leaked  to  NBC.  Josh  Lederman  reports: 
“Fabian  says  she  shares  ‘many  people’s  anger  and  fear’  about  the  nation’s  future. 
Saying  she  is  ‘not  an  official  of  any  administration,’  Fabian  points  out  that  she’s  a 
career  federal  employee  who’s  served  in  her  role  since  201 1 .  Fabian  expresses 


regret  that  her  comments  in  the  video  ‘struck  a  nerve’  but  argues  that  selective 
editing,  combined  with  a  lack  of  precision  in  her  argument  created  a  false 
impression.  ‘I  think  that  many  many  people  believe  I  was  in  court  Tuesday  arguing 
against  providing  certain  hygiene  items  to  kids,’  Fabian  writes,  adding  later:  ‘I  do 
not  believe  that’s  the  position  I  was  representing.’” 


--  Elizabeth  Warren  called  for  decriminalizing  illegal  border  crossings. 

HuffPost’s  Roque  Planas  reports:  “Warren  joins  fellow  2020  contender  Julian 
Castro  and  several  other  prominent  Democrats  in  backing  a  reform  that,  if  enacted, 
would  give  civil  immigration  courts  exclusive  legal  control  over  immigration 
enforcement  at  the  border.  . . .  While  Warren  has  yet  to  release  a  comprehensive 
immigration  platform,  her  campaign  confirmed  to  HuffPost  that  she  also  now  favors 
repealing  the  law  criminalizing  migration.”  Make  no  mistake:  Trump  will  use  this  as 
a  devastating  cudgel  against  her  if  she  becomes  the  Democratic  nominee.

THE  NEW  WORLD  ORDER: 

-  Any  prospect  of  easing  tensions  between  the  United  States  and  Iran 
seemed  increasingly  remote  yesterday,  as  threats  and  personal  insults  flew 
between  the  two  governments.  Karen  DeYoung  reports:  “Any  attack  on  ‘anything 
American,’  tweeted  the  president  —  who  last  week  called  off  a  military  strike  that 
was  to  have  been  launched  after  Iran  shot  down  a  U.S.  drone  —  will  bring 
‘overwhelming’  U.S.  force  and  ‘obliteration’  of  some  Iranian  assets.  ...  Beneath  the 


din,  no  new  options  emerged  for  avoiding  a  conflict  that  both  sides  say  they  do  not 
want,  and  more  doors  appeared  to  be  closing  rather  than  opening.  In  Washington, 
even  those  who  fully  and  vocally  support  the  administration’s  ‘maximum  pressure’ 
sanctions  policy  have  begun  to  question  whether  Trump  has  a  strategy.  ...  Other 
experts  said  that  Trump’s  summit  strategy  with  nuclear-armed  North  Korea,  in 
which  both  leaders  had  reason  to  seek  the  public  spectacle  of  a  meeting,  but 
whose  governments  have  yet  to  substantively  address  their  differences,  would  not 
work  with  Iran.” 

--  South  Korea’s  Moon  Jae-in  said  the  U.S.  and  North  Korea  are  talking  about 
a  third  nuclear  summit  between  the  two  countries’  leaders.  From  the  Wall 
Street  Journal’s  Timothy  W.  Martin:  “Mr.  Moon  didn’t  provide  a  timeline  for  the 
meeting  between  President  Trump  and  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un.  He  said 
the  two  sides  had  held  ‘behind-the-scenes’  talks,  not  official  dialogue,  after 
February’s  Vietnam  summit  that  ended  abruptly  without  a  deal.  The  South  Korean 
leader’s  remarks  come  just  days  before  President  Trump  is  scheduled  to  visit 
Seoul,  a  trip  that  is  viewed  as  an  effort  to  help  jump-start  talks  with  Pyongyang.” 

--  Jared  Kushner,  the  president's  son-in-law,  presented  his  Middle  East 
peace  plan  but  did  not  reveal  how  the  White  House  plans  to  achieve  such  a 
deal.  Lovedav  Morris  reports:  “The  White  House’s  economic  plan  envisages  $50 
billion  in  regional  investment  projects  over  the  next  decade,  more  than  half  in  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza,  and  the  rest  in  Jordan,  Egypt  and  Lebanon.  But  the  initiative 
has  been  met  with  widespread  skepticism  and  already  has  been  rejected  by  the 
Palestinian  leadership  . . .  The  White  House  plan  makes  no  mention  of  Palestinian 
aspirations  for  statehood  or  of  ending  Israeli  occupation  of  Palestinian  territories. 
Rather,  the  plan  pulls  together  previously  proposed  infrastructure  projects,  including 
a  transport  link  between  Gaza  and  the  West  Bank  as  well  as  increased  capacity  at 
Gaza’s  power  station  to  address  crippling  electricity  outages.  . . .  How  the  economic 
projects  would  be  financed  remains  unsettled,  and  the  Bahrain  meeting  is  not 
intended  to  raise  money,  said  a  U.S.  official.” 

-  The  U.S.  Air  Force  veteran  who  was  accused  of  acting  as  a  mercenary  in 
Libya’s  civil  war  has  been  freed.  Missy  Rvan,  Josh  Dawsev  and  Julie  Tate 
report:  “Jamie  Sponaugle,  a  31 -year-old  Florida  man,  was  piloting  an  aircraft  near 
the  Libyan  capital  of  Tripoli  on  May  7  when  his  plane  went  down,  according  to 
officials  and  individuals  familiar  with  the  incident,  who  spoke  on  the  condition  of 
anonymity.  The  Libyan  National  Army  said  it  shot  down  the  aircraft,  which  it  said 
was  a  Mirage  FI  combat  jet  piloted  by  a  man  The  Washington  Post  is  now 
identifying  as  Sponaugle,  as  it  conducted  bombing  raids  against  LNA  forces  in  the 
area.  The  Post  withheld  publication  of  Sponaugle’s  detention  at  the  request  of  U.S. 
officials  who  were  working  to  secure  his  release.” 


-  Trump  is  flying  today  to  the  G20  in  Japan  with  most  of  his  foreign  policy 
gambits  hanging  in  the  balance.  David  Nakamura  and  Damian  Paletta  report: 
“The  president  is  slated  to  meet  at  the  Group  of  20  summit  in  Osaka  with  key  allies 
and  adversaries  —  including  China’s  Xi  Jinping,  Russia’s  Vladimir  Putin,  Japan’s 
Shinzo  Abe,  Saudi  Arabia’s  Mohammed  bin  Salman  and  India’s  Narendra  Modi  — 
as  he  seeks  to  clinch  an  elusive  trade  pact  with  Beijing,  consolidate  international 
support  in  a  tense  staredown  with  Tehran  and  navigate  a  path  forward  on  stalled 
nuclear  talks  with  North  Korea.  . . .  The  upshot  is  that  XA  years  into  his  presidency, 
Trump  is  facing  a  crucial  test  of  his  ‘America  First’  agenda,  one  that  has  alienated 
traditional  allies  over  disputes  on  trade  and  defense  spending  and  set  the  United 
States  apart  from  global  consensus  on  how  to  deal  with  climate  change  and  Iran’s 
nuclear  program.  Having  generally  thumbed  his  nose  at  multilateral  engagements  in 
favor  of  a  go-it-alone  approach,  Trump  has  shown  a  preference  for  leader-to- 
leader  diplomacy  and  following  his  gut  instincts  instead  of  rigorous  preparation, 
which  have  left  him  in  a  precarious  position.” 

--  The  son  of  an  American  jailed  in  China  on  spy  charges  asked  Trump  to 
plead  his  father’s  case  at  the  summit.  Gerry  Shih  reports:  “Harrison  Li,  the  son 
of  the  New  York-based  aircraft  parts  exporter  Kai  Li,  is  calling  on  Trump  to  raise 
the  case  of  his  father  —  believed  to  be  the  only  American  citizen  held  in  China  on 
state  security  charges  —  during  a  meeting  with  Xi  this  week,  when  Trump  is 
expected  to  seek  the  release  of  two  Canadians  similarly  detained  by  China's 
opaque  security  apparatus.  ...  Harrison  Li  said  Trump  should  use  his  meeting  with 
Xi  to  intervene  on  behalf  of  his  father,  whose  ordeal  has  gone  largely  unnoticed  for 
nearly  three  years  while  the  State  Department  and  Li's  supporters  worked  quietly, 
but  unsuccessfully,  to  secure  his  release.” 

--  Treasury  Secretary  Steve  Mnuchin  said  the  U.S.-China  trade  deal  is  “90 
percent”  complete.  From  CNBC’s  Holly  Ellvatt:  “He  said  he’s  confident  Trump  and 
Xi  can  make  progress  in  stalled  trade  talks  at  the  G-20  meeting  this  weekend.  The 
message  we  want  to  hear  is  that  they  want  to  come  back  to  the  table  and  continue 
because  I  think  there  is  a  good  outcome  for  their  economy  and  the  U.S.  economy 
to  get  balanced  trade  and  to  continue  to  build  on  this  relationship.’  He  did  not 
provide  any  detail  on  what  the  final  10%  of  an  agreement  might  entail,  or  what  the 
sticking  points  are  to  completing  a  deal.” 


What  to  expect  from  Democrats  on  the  crowded  debate  stage 

DEBATE  PREP: 


-  As  the  Democratic  debates  start  tonight  in  Miami,  Ashley  Parker  looked 
back  at  how  the  2016  GOP  primary  kicked  off  “the  era  of  the  mega-debate  — 
a  bigger  field  of  candidates,  a  bigger  slate  of  debates,  bigger  ratings,  bigger 
stakes  and  a  bigger  need  for  a  standout  exchange.”  Parker  writes:  “The  trick 
for  the  Democrats,  as  with  their  Republican  predecessors,  is  to  find  a  way  to 
capture  attention  and  break  away  from  the  pack.  Trump  didn’t  necessarily  win 
the  debates  themselves  four  years  ago,  but  he  always  won  the  show  —  and, 
with  it,  the  White  House.  ‘I  tell  people  these  are  not  debates,’  said  former 
Arkansas  governor  Mike  Huckabee,  who  ended  his  presidential  run  in  February 
2016.  ‘I  was  a  debater  in  high  school  and  college,  and  these  are  not  debates. 
These  are  television  shows.’  Trump,  a  former  reality  TV  star,  quickly  realized  that 
every  circus  needs  a  ringmaster  and  appointed  himself  to  the  role.  ...  Texas  Sen. 
Ted  Cruz,  one  of  Trump’s  most  vocal  rivals  in  2016,  said  moderators  ‘are  often 
looking  for  fireworks’  —  a  phenomenon  he  suspects  Democrats  will  also 
encounter.” 

-  DNC  Chairman  Tom  Perez  is  facing  fires  on  a  number  of  fronts  as  the 
debates  get  underway.  Michael  Scherer  reports:  “In  just  the  last  month,  he  has 
been  accused  by  fellow  Democrats  of  unfairly  changing  debate  qualifications  to 
exclude  the  governor  of  Montana,  setting  thresholds  that  could  unjustly  remake  the 
race  in  September,  and  treating  elected  members  of  Congress  as  ‘second-class 
citizens’  by  denying  them  a  decisive  nominating  vote  at  the  2020  Democratic 
convention.  Nearly  100  climate  change  activists  staged  a  sit-in  at  party 
headquarters  Tuesday  to  demand  a  debate  on  the  issue.  The  Republican  National 
Committee  recently  announced  raising  $75.6  million  through  the  first  five  months  of 


the  year,  more  than  twice  as  much  as  Perez’s  party,  with  a  greater  share  of  the 
money  coming  from  donations  under  $200.  But  Perez  ...  is  not  discouraged.  The 
party,  he  says,  is  on  track,  never  mind  the  haters.” 

--  The  debates  could  be  a  particularly  defining  moment  for  Cory  Booker,  who 
has  struggled  to  break  out  in  the  crowded  field  even  though  he  had  been 
viewed  as  a  likely  candidate  for  years.  The  Times’s  Jonathan  Martin  and  Nick 
Corasaniti  report:  “Mr.  Booker  is  more  comfortable  ‘leading  with  love,’  as  he  often 
says  in  speeches,  and  he  warns  against  ‘fighting  fire  with  fire’  when  it  comes  to 
confronting  [Trump],  It’s  an  approach  that  could  pay  off  with  Democratic  primary 
voters,  who  surveys  indicate  are  far  more  eager  to  find  a  candidate  who  wants  to 
unite  the  country  than  merely  fight  against  Republicans.  But  it  does  not  make  for 
cable  television  or  social  media  catnip,  which  has  shaped  the  early  contours  of  the 
race.  ...  No  other  Democratic  candidate  but  him  has  such  a  sophisticated 
organization  and  support  network  in  Iowa,  New  Hampshire  and  South  Carolina  but 
is  mired  closer  to  zero  than  double  digits  in  most  every  early  nominating  state.” 

-  The  debates  are  unfolding  in  a  city  that  is  already  facing  the  daily  reality  of 
climate  change.  The  Times’s  Patricia  Mazzei  reports  from  Miami:  “[T]he  urgency 
of  the  climate  issue  is  beginning  to  take  hold  in  Florida.  That  is  especially  true  in  the 
Miami-Fort  Lauderdale  area,  where  49  percent  of  respondents,  compared  with  30 
percent  elsewhere  in  the  state,  said  they  had  made  physical  changes  to  their 
homes  in  the  past  year  to  protect  against  sea-level  rise,  flooding  or  extreme 
weather.  The  latest  daily  heat  record  in  Miami  was  broken  on  Sunday,  only  the 
third  day  of  summer,  when  the  temperature  reached  95  degrees.  The  high  on 
Monday,  98  degrees,  tied  the  existing  record.” 

--  Split-screen:  Vice  President  Pence  traveled  to  Miami  a  day  before  the 
debates  started  to  launch  a  national  “Latinos  for  Trump”  initiative.  Pence 
called  Trump  “a  great  champion  of  Latino  and  Hispanic  Americans,”  citing  a  decline 
in  Hispanic  unemployment  since  he  took  office.  “President  Trump  promised  to  get 
this  economy  moving  again,  and  President  Trump  delivered,”  Pence  said. 

“President  Donald  Trump  is  the  best  friend  that  Latino  and  Hispanic  businesses 
have  ever  had  in  the  White  House.”  When  the  vice  president  touched  on  border 
security,  the  crowd  broke  out  in  chants  of  “Build  the  wall.”  (John  Wagner)

THE  ME  TOO  MOVEMENT: 

--  The  latest  sexual  assault  allegation  against  Trump  has  been  greeted  with 
relative  silence  on  Capitol  Hill  -  particularly  by  Republicans.  Colbv  Itkowitz. 
Emily  Davies  and  Hailey  Fuchs  report:  “The  muted  reaction  to  the  claim  by 
[magazine  columnist  E.  Jean  Carroll],  who  said  Trump  attacked  her  in  a  dressing 
room  more  than  two  decades  ago,  reflected  a  sense  among  resigned  Democrats 
that  the  president  will  never  face  serious  political  damage  from  accusations  of 
sexual  misconduct,  which  16  women  have  now  made.  ...  Republicans  remained 
largely  silent  about  Carroll’s  allegation.  The  one  political  figure  who  has  brought  the 
most  attention  to  her  story  is  Trump,  who  has  denied  it,  saying  she  was  ‘not  my 
type.’  When  asked  Tuesday  whether  Trump’s  response  was  appropriate,  [Mitch 
McConnell]  replied,  ‘I  don’t  have  any  comments  about  that.’” 

--  Other  Republicans  dismissed  Carroll’s  allegation  outright,  specifically 
citing  the  assault  allegations  against  Supreme  Court  Justice  Brett 
Kavanaugh.  “Quite  honestly,  as  somebody  who  had  a  front-row  seat  to  the 
Kavanaugh  hearings,  we’ve  seen  allegations  that  were  false,”  Tillis  said.  “We’ll  let 
the  facts  go  where  they  are,  but  I  take  [Trump's]  statement  at  face  value.”  “Many 
times  when  folks  have  made  these  allegations  they’re  also  promoting  a  book,”  said 
Sen.  John  Kennedy  (R-La.).  “All  I  would  say:  We  live  in  an  environment  where 
people  can  come  forward.  That’s  good.  But  allegations  like  this  have  to  be 
cautiously  reviewed,”  said  Sen.  Lindsey  Graham  (R-S.C.),  adding  that  he  has  “no 


reason  not  to”  believe  Trump.  (Politico) 


--  Two  Republican  senators  -  Joni  Ernst  (Iowa)  and  Mitt  Romney  (Utah)  - 
called  for  Carroll’s  allegations  to  be  investigated.  "I  think  anybody  that  makes 
an  accusation  like  that,  they  should  come  forward,"  Ernst  said  when  asked  about 
Carroll’s  claim.  "But  obviously  there  has  to  be  some  additional  information.  They 
need  to  interview  her.  They  need  to  visit  with  him."  Romney  called  for  an 
"evaluation"  of  the  accusation  but  added  that  he  didn’t  know  who  should  conduct  it, 
"whether  it's  Congress  or  whether  it's  another  setting,  I'm  not  sure.”  (CNN) 


Stephanie  Grisham  will  replace  Sanders  as  press  secretary 

ALL  THE  PRESIDENT’S  MEN  AND  WOMEN: 


-  Stephanie  Grisham,  the  first  lady’s  communications  director,  will  replace 
Sarah  Sanders  as  White  House  press  secretary.  John  Wagner  reports:  “The 
move  was  first  announced  by  [Melania]  Trump  in  a  tweet  and  later  confirmed  by 
White  House  officials.  In  addition  to  succeeding  Sanders,  Grisham  will  also  take  on 
the  duties  of  White  House  communications  director,  a  job  that  has  been  vacant 
since  March.  ‘She  has  been  with  us  since  2015  -  @potus  &  I  can  think  of  no  better 
person  to  serve  the  Administration  &  our  country,’  the  first  lady  said  in  her  tweet.  . . . 
Grisham,  42,  is  one  of  Trump’s  last  remaining  campaign  aides  serving  in  the  White 
House.  Before  becoming  the  first  lady’s  communications  director  in  March  2017, 
she  worked  in  the  West  Wing  as  a  deputy  to  Trump’s  first  press  secretary,  Sean 
Spicer.” 

--  House  Republicans  are  preparing  to  go  after  a  Trump  appointee  who  used 
to  work  for  them  on  the  Hill  after  he  released  a  report  that  said  White  House 
counselor  Kellyanne  Conway  should  be  fired  for  blatantly  violating  the  Hatch 
Act.  Rachael  Bade  and  Lisa  Rein  report:  “Henry  Kerner,  head  of  the  Office  of 


Special  Counsel,  is  scheduled  to  testify  Wednesday  about  his  report.  ...  Democrats 
on  the  House  Oversight  Committee,  who  invited  Conway  to  testify,  plan  to  vote  to 
subpoena  her  if  she  fails  to  show  for  the  hearing,  as  expected.  Republicans  are 
intent  on  using  the  session  to  question  the  credibility  and  judgment  of  Kerner,  one 
of  the  panel’s  top  investigators  for  more  than  three  years  when  Republicans  were 
in  charge.  ...  After  Kerner  takes  the  witness  seat,  Republicans  plan  to  argue  he 
applied  the  law  unfairly  in  Conway’s  case,  pointing  to  what  they  say  were  similar 
statements  by  top  Obama  administration  political  appointees.” 

--  “Sean  Lawler,  a  State  Department  official  whose  title  is  chief  of  protocol,  is 
departing  amid  a  possible  inspector  general’s  probe  into  accusations  of 
intimidating  staff  and  carrying  a  whip  in  the  office,"  per  Bloomberg’s  Jennifer 
Jacobs  and  Daniel  Flatlev.  "The  protocol  chief  assists  the  president  on  overseas 
trips,  and  when  foreign  leaders  visit  the  White  House,  by  making  introductions  and 
briefing  the  president  on  protocol.  Lawler,  a  fixture  in  the  Oval  Office  during 
dignitaries’  visits,  served  as  the  president’s  liaison  to  the  diplomatic  corps  at  the 
State  Department.  ...  Trump  has  little  fondness  for  Lawler,  and  repeatedly  asked 
why  he  still  worked  at  the  White  House.” 

-  The  Justice  Department  sued  Omarosa  Manigault  Newman  for  failing  to  file 
a  legally  required  personal  financial  disclosure  report  after  she  was  fired  two 
years  ago.  Politico’s  Josh  Gerstein  reports:  “The  lawsuit  says  Manigault  Newman 
never  filed  the  report  required  from  departing  senior  staffers  and  largely  ignored 
numerous  requests  from  White  House  lawyers  to  submit  the  report  following  her 
acrimonious  departure  from  her  post  as  communications  director  in  the  Office  of 
Public  Liaison.  The  suit,  filed  Tuesday  in  U.S.  District  Court  in  Washington,  asks  a 
judge  to  order  Manigault  Newman  to  file  the  report  and  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of 
$50,000  for  ‘willfully’  defying  the  ethics  mandate.”

MORE  ON  2020: 

--  Joe  Biden  continues  to  play  down  his  leadership  role  in  laying  the 
groundwork  for  policies  of  mass  incarceration  that  continue  to 
devastate  black  communities.  The  Times’s  Sheryl  Gay  Stolberg  and  Astead  W. 
Herndon  call  him  out:  “Mr.  Biden  apologized  in  January  for  portions  of  his  anti-crime 
legislation,  but  he  has  largely  tried  to  play  down  his  involvement,  saying  in  April  that 
he  ‘got  stuck  with’  shepherding  the  bills  because  he  was  chairman  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee.  But  an  examination  of  his  record  —  based  on  newly 
obtained  documents  and  interviews  with  nearly  two  dozen  longtime  Biden 
contemporaries  in  Washington  and  Delaware  —  indicates  that  Mr.  Biden’s 
current  characterization  of  his  role  is  in  many  ways  at  odds  with  his  own 
actions  and  rhetoric.  ...  While  Mr.  Biden  has  said  in  recent  days  that  he  and 
[Mississippi  Sen.  James  ]  Eastland  ‘didn’t  agree  on  much  of  anything,’  it  is  clear 
that  on  a  number  of  important  criminal  justice  issues,  they  did.  As  early  as  1977, 

Mr.  Biden,  with  Mr.  Eastland’s  support,  pushed  for  mandatory  minimum  sentences 
that  would  limit  judges’  discretion  in  sentencing.  But  perhaps  even  more 
consequential  was  Mr.  Biden’s  relationship  with  [South  Carolina  Sen.  Strom] 
Thurmond,  his  Republican  counterpart  on  the  judiciary  panel,  who  became  his  co¬ 
author  on  a  string  of  bills  that  effectively  rewrote  the  nation’s  criminal  justice  laws 
with  an  eye  toward  putting  more  criminals  behind  bars." 

--  Bernie  Sanders  has  pointed  to  Germany’s  tuition-free  universities  as  an 
example  that  America  should  follow,  but  such  a  system  involves  trade-offs. 


Michael  Birnbaum  reports:  “[T]here  is  little  magic  to  how  European  countries  keep 
costs  down  for  their  students:  Even  though  most  impose  far  higher  income 
taxes  than  the  United  States  does,  they  still  spend  less  money  on  education. 

. . .  [The  German  university  RWTH  Aachen]  has  no  grand  athletic  center.  . . . 
Professors’  salaries  cannot  compete  with  those  at  top  American  universities, 
although  they  may  carry  double  the  teaching  load,  making  it  difficult  to  hire  U.S. 
stars.  Its  dormitories  are  modest  brick  affairs.  Some  lecture  halls  are  dingy  and 
don’t  seem  to  have  been  updated  much  since  the  1950s,  when  they  were  built  from 
Germany’s  post- World  War  II  rubble.  Some  of  its  lectures  top  1,000  students.” 

--  Pete  Buttigieg  has  spoken  little  of  his  time  spent  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan 
as  a  consultant  for  McKinsey  between  2007  and  2010.  ABC  News’s  Lee  Ferran 
and  Ali  Dukakis  report:  “In  his  memoir,  ‘Shortest  Way  Home,’  he  mentions  his 
involvement  in  domestic  projects  for  the  firm  like  doing  energy  efficiency  research  in 
the  U.S.,  and  goes  into  particular  detail  about  one  that  involved  analyzing  North 
American  grocery  prices.  But  when  it  comes  to  his  work  abroad  with  McKinsey,  he 
only  drops  hints  about  working  on  ‘war  zone  economic  development  to  help  grow 
private  sector  employment’  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan.  He  also  refers  to  a  ‘safe  house’ 
in  Baghdad.  The  book  doesn't  say  exactly  when  or  how  long  Buttigieg  was  in  either 
country.  And  beyond  that,  details  are  scarce  —  by  design.” 

--  Warren  unveiled  a  $20  billion  proposal  to  federalize  national  elections. 

Annie  Linskev  reports:  “Warren  proposes  buying  new  voting  machines  for  all  of  the 
roughly  8,000  election  jurisdictions  in  the  country,  mandating  automatic  and  same- 
day  voter  registration  and  giving  all  voters  access  to  15  days  of  early  voting  and 
voting  by  mail.  Her  plan  would  also  bar  purges  of  voter  lists,  with  exceptions  for 
‘death,  change  of  address,  or  loss  of  eligibility  to  vote.’  And  it  would  provide 
financial  incentives  for  states  to  adopt  the  new  federal  standards  for  local  elections. 
Republicans  would  almost  certainly  fight  such  a  proposal,  which  at  a  minimum 
would  require  major  legislation  by  Congress.” 

--  A  new  Pew  poll  shows  stark  partisan  divisions  in  how  Americans  view 
capitalism  and  socialism.  The  Pew  Research  Center’s  Hannah  Hartia  reports: 
“Overall,  a  much  larger  share  of  Americans  have  a  positive  impression  of  capitalism 
(65%)  than  socialism  (42%)  ...  There  are  large  partisan  differences  in  views  of 
capitalism:  Nearly  eight-in-ten  Republicans  and  Republican-leaning  independents 
(78%)  express  somewhat  or  very  positive  reactions  to  the  term,  while  just  over  half 
of  Democrats  and  Democratic  leaners  (55%)  say  they  have  a  positive  impression. 
But  these  differences  are  dwarfed  by  the  partisan  gap  in  opinions  about  socialism. 
More  than  eight-in-ten  Republicans  (84%)  have  a  negative  impression  of  socialism; 
a  63%  majority  has  a  very  negative  view.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  Democrats  (65%) 
have  a  positive  view  of  socialism,  but  only  14%  have  a  very  positive  view.” 


--  Some  Democrats  believe  Stacey  Abrams  holds  the  key  for  victory  and  are 
reaching  out  to  her  in  hopes  of  copying  her  tactics  and  to  win  her  blessing. 

Cleve  R.  Wootson  Jr.  and  Vanessa  Williams  report:  “But  if  Abrams  is  becoming  an 
oracle  for  Democrats,  she’s  an  emerging  target  for  Republicans.  At  a  Capitol  Hill 
hearing  Tuesday,  she  was  challenged  by  Rep.  Douglas  A.  Collins  (R-Ga.),  who 
complained  that  her  celebrity  supporters  are  maligning  the  state  by  claiming  that 
she  would  be  governor  ‘if  Georgia  wasn’t  racist.’  Collins  also  pressed  Abrams  on 
whether  she  had  pushed  for  noncitizens  to  vote,  which  she  strongly  denied. 
Abrams’s  unmistakable  presence  hangs  over  the  Democratic  presidential  race,  and 
not  just  because  she  hasn’t  quite  ruled  out  running.  Many  black  and  liberal  voters 
find  Abrams  a  moving,  authentic  figure  —  with  her  unapologetic  style,  tough 
childhood  and  long  devotion  to  voting  rights  —  while  many  of  the  presidential 
candidates  are  struggling  to  win  over  the  black  community.” 

--  Trump  endorsed  Sen.  Thom  Tillis  (R-N.C.),  who  is  facing  two  GOP  primary 
challengers  in  North  Carolina.  Tillis  "has  really  stepped  up  to  the  plate,”  Trump 
tweeted  last  night.  “Thom  is  tough  on  Crime,  Strong  on  the  Border  and  fights  hard 
against  Illegal  Immigration.  He  loves  our  Military,  our  Vets  and  our  great  Second 
Amendment.  I  give  Thom  my  Full  and  Total  Endorsement!”  (Felicia  Sonmez)

debate  stage  next  week,  but  that  won’t  stop  him  from  talking  about  money  in 
politics. 

Campaign  finance  animates  his  presidential  campaign  more  than  any  other  issue.  In 
an  extended  interview,  Bullock  excitedly  recounted  the  litigation  he’s  been  involved 
with  since  the  Citizens  United  decision,  outlined  steps  he  would  take  on  his  first 
day  as  president  to  limit  the  influence  of  deep-pocketed  donors  and  discussed 
strategies  to  force  more  disclosure  from  independent  groups. 

To  be  sure,  Bullock  is  far  from  the  only  Democratic  candidate  talking  about  this. 
Most  do.  Criticizing  the  Supreme  Court’s  2010  decision  is  an  easy  applause  line 
when  speaking  to  liberal  activists  on  the  stump.  Several  candidates,  including 
Elizabeth  Warren  and  Beto  O’Rourke,  have  released  specific  plans  on  restricting 
dark  money.  But  no  one  else  has  made  it  the  centerpiece  of  their  bid. 

Campaign  finance  is  Bullock’s  calling  card  in  the  same  way  that  climate  change 
propels  Jay  Inslee.  another  accomplished  second-term  Western  governor 
struggling  to  break  through  in  the  crowded  field  of  23  candidates. 

Bullock  acknowledges  that  it’s  challenging  to  connect  what  can  seem  like  an 
esoteric  topic  for  many  people  to  the  pocketbook  issues  that  they  know 
impact  their  daily  lives.  In  his  stump  speech,  he  bends  over  backward  to 
couple  them. 

“Look,  people  don't  wake  up  each  day  saying,  'Oh,  this  outside  spending  is  causing 
me  problems,”’  he  explained.  “What  they  say  is,  'I'm  working  harder  and  I'm  making 
less.  My  union  membership  is  half  of  what  it  was  in  the  1980s.  This  economy 
doesn't  seem  to  be  working  for  me,  and  the  political  system  doesn't  seem  to  give  a 
damn.'  That's  where  the  impact  is  real.  That's  where,  once  you  get  outside  of  the 
202,  people  are  saying  that  if  elected  officials  are  going  to  be  sort  of  like  NASCAR, 
where  they're  sponsored  by  all  kinds  of  folks,  as  least  we  ought  to  know  who  is 
doing  the  buying.” 

--  The  53-year-old  is  the  only  Democratic  presidential  candidate  who  has  won 
statewide  in  a  place  carried  by  Donald  Trump.  He  was  reelected  by  four 
points  in  2016  on  the  same  day  Trump  won  Montana  by  20  points.  Bullock 
insists  he  would  have  qualified  if  he  got  in  the  race  earlier  -  he  reportedly  fell  short 
by  just  one  respondent  in  one  poll  -  but  he  wanted  to  focus  on  expanding  Medicaid 
in  the  state  legislative  session. 


“I  don't  regret  waiting  until  we  got  health  care  for  100,000  Montanans,”  he  said. 
“Four  years  ago,  Ben  Carson  was  polling  number  one.  There's  plenty  of  time. 
Voters  want  to  make  the  right  decision,  not  a  bad  decision.” 


--  Bullock  plans  to  bracket  next  week’s  debates  with  televised  town  halls  in 
the  first  two  early  states.  On  Wednesday  evening,  WHO-TV’s  Channel  13  in  Des 
Moines  will  air  an  event  with  the  governor  moderated  by  Dave  Price,  who  plans  to 
pose  questions  submitted  online  by  likely  caucus-goers.  On  Thursday  evening, 
WMUR’s  Channel  9  in  Manchester,  N.H.,  will  air  its  own  town  hall  moderated  by 
Adam  Sexton.  These  events  may  get  Bullock  more  attention  than  he  would  from 
standing  on  the  main  stage  with  nine  others.

-  The  governor  is  suing  the  Trump  administration  in  a  bid  to  compel  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  to  resume  collecting  information  about  major 
donors  to  groups  registered  as  501(c)(4)  nonprofits.  Bullock  notes  that  the  IRS 
announced  that  it  would  stop  demanding  such  information  by  happenstance  on  the 
same  day  Trump  held  his  news  conference  in  Helsinki  with  Vladimir  Putin. 

Montana’s  Republican  attorney  general  refused  to  join  the  suit,  so  the  governor 
went  to  court  on  his  own.  A  federal  judge  heard  arguments  earlier  this  month  about 
whether  the  case  can  proceed.  The  Trump  Justice  Department  argues  that  Bullock 
lacks  standing  and  that  states  have  no  right  to  dictate  to  the  IRS  what  information  it 
must  collect  from  taxpayers. 


Bullock  argued  that  the  new  policy  would  make  it  easier  for  foreigners  to 
funnel  money  into  American  elections  undetected,  and  he  said  the 
administration  did  not  jump  through  the  necessary  procedural  hoops  to  roll  back  the 
40-year-old  requirement.  “Right  now,  you  could  literally  have  a  foreign  company 
giving  to  a  nonprofit,  and  no  one  would  even  know,”  he  said.  “That  rule  has  been 
around  since  1971,  and  Richard  Nixon  wasn't  the  exact  model  of  transparency.  ... 
We  really  don't  know,  nor  does  the  IRS  know,  who  was  trying  to  buy  our  2018 
midterms.” 

He  expressed  confidence  that  he’ll  prevail  on  the  merits.  “I'll  be  a  more 
geeky  lawyer  here  than  you  want,  but  they  didn't  even  do  this  with  notice 
and  comment,”  Bullock  said.  “You  can't  get  rid  of  a  regulation  by  using  a  sub- 
regulatory  procedure!  One  of  the  things  that  will  help  when  we  win  this  is  that  they 
put  that  rule  in  effect  right  away.” 

-  This  is  the  latest  salvo  in  a  decade-long  legal  crusade  against  Citizens 
United,  which  he  sees  as  the  worst  judicial  ruling  of  modern  times.  Before  the 
5-to-4  decision  was  handed  down  in  June  2010,  when  he  was  the  state’s  attorney 
general,  he  organized  a  coalition  of  lawyers  to  warn  of  a  parade  of  terribles  that 
could  result  if  the  post-Watergate  campaign  finance  regime  was  scuttled. 

“Afterward,  every  other  state  said,  ‘Game  over.  There's  nothing  we  can  do,’” 
Bullock  said.  “In  Washington,  D.C.,  at  the  time,  we  controlled  both  houses  of 
Congress  and  the  presidency.  People  decried  the  decision.  They  gave  speeches 
about  it.  But  they  didn't  do  anything.” 

Bullock  sought  to  continue  enforcing  Montana’s  1912  ban  on  corporate 
spending  in  elections.  The  Montana  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  state’s  Corrupt 
Practices  Act.  But  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  against  Bullock  on  appeal  and  struck 
down  the  law  on  a  5-to-4  vote  in  2012. 

In  2015,  during  his  first  term  as  governor,  Bullock  successfully  lobbied  the 
GOP-controlled  state  legislature  to  pass  a  law  requiring  groups  that  spend 
money  within  90  days  of  state  elections  to  disclose  where  they  get  their 
funding.  Bullock  noted  that  this  prompted  several  national  groups,  including  the 
Koch-backed  Americans  for  Prosperity,  to  stop  running  attack  ads  against  him  91 
days  out  from  the  election  when  he  sought  a  second  term  in  2016.  In  its  current 
term,  the  Supreme  Court  declined  to  take  up  a  challenge  to  the  law  -  allowing  it  to 
stand.  “If  you  can  do  that  in  a  state  like  ours,  you  ought  to  be  able  to  do  it  all 
across  the  country,”  Bullock  said. 


-  Last  year,  Bullock  said  he  became  the  first  governor  to  issue  an  executive 
order  that  requires  all  state  government  contractors  to  disclose  their  political 


spending  and  efforts  to  exert  influence.  A  push  to  do  something  similar  at  the 
national  level  faltered  during  the  final  year  of  Barack  Obama’s  presidency.  Bullock 
promises  to  sign  an  order  applying  the  same  policy  to  federal  contractors  on  his 
first  day  in  the  White  House  if  he’s  elected.  “If  a  state  can  do  that,  think  if  the 
federal  government  did  it,”  he  said.  “They  contract  with  almost  every  business  in 
the  country.  At  the  very  least,  adding  the  sunshine  and  transparency  will  change 
some  of  the  corporate  behavior.” 

--  Ultimately,  though,  Bullock  argues,  transformational  change  will  require  a 
change  in  Supreme  Court  jurisprudence.  That’s  why  he  is  open  to  expanding 
the  Supreme  Court  to  11  justices.  “I  would  love  to  believe  that  the  court  is  no 
longer  political,  but  when  you  see  what  Mitch  McConnell  did  in  blocking  Merrick 
Garland,  then  we  have  to  keep  all  options  on  the  table,”  he  said.  “The  idea  of 
expanding  the  court  to  1 1  to  make  up  for  what’s  been  done  in  the  last  few  years 
might  be  a  real  good  way  to  do  it.” 


--  The  governor  argues  that  big  money  has  corrupted  every  facet  of  federal 
policymaking  and  tilted  the  playing  field  toward  corporations.  For  examples, 
he  blames  the  GOP  tax  cuts,  rising  prescription  drug  prices  and  a  failure  to 
address  climate  change  on  the  corrosive  influence  of  deep-pocketed  donors. 

As  a  point  of  contrast,  Bullock  said  Democrats  can  win  routinely  in  a  red 
state  like  Montana  because  of  the  electorate's  deeply  ingrained  suspicion  of 
outside  money.  During  the  Gilded  Age,  the  Treasure  State  experienced  some  of 
the  most  flagrant  and  odious  corruption  in  American  history.  William  Clark,  one  of 
the  richest  men  in  America,  was  caught  bribing  Montana  state  legislators  to  appoint 
him  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1899.  This  helped  create  momentum  for  what  became 
the  17th  Amendment,  which  mandated  the  direct  election  of  senators.  It  eventually 
prompted  reforms  in  the  state,  including  the  Corrupt  Practices  Act  that  the  U.S. 


Supreme  Court  struck  down  five  years  ago. 

“At  the  turn  of  the  century,  there  were  these  Copper  Kings  -  wealthy  mining  barons 
who  literally  spent  so  much  money  in  our  system  that  every  local,  state  and  federal 
office  were  controlled  by  them,”  Bullock  said.  “Mark  Twain  said  William  Clark  buys 
politicians  like  other  people  buy  food,  and  corruption  smells  sweet  in  Montana. 

Folks  finally  said  enough  is  enough.” 


The  governor  hopes  they’ll  do  so  again  in  2020.

MORE  ON  2020: 

--  Joe  Biden’s  divergence  from  the  more  liberal  2020  candidates  was  evident 
during  a  forum  in  which  representatives  of  the  Poor  People’s  Campaign 
grilled  the  hopefuls  on  their  approaches  to  poverty  and  racism.  Chelsea 
Janes  reports:  “Biden  outlined  a  new  health-care  proposal,  which  would  build  on 
the  Affordable  Care  Act  by  increasing  access  for  lower-income  people.  The  former 
vice  president’s  tack  on  health  care  is  less  sweeping  than  the  Medicare-for-all  plan 
embraced  by  some  of  his  Democratic  rivals,  which  they  touted  later  onstage.  ... 

The  Rev.  William  Barber  II,  a  founder  of  the  campaign,  asked  attendees  not  to 
cheer  or  hiss  but  rather  to  greet  all  the  candidates  with  polite  applause.  Even  in  this 
subdued  setting,  however,  the  response  to  Biden  was  noticeably  muted,  and  he  left 
the  stage  to  applause  that  was  less  enthusiastic  than  that  which  greeted  him.” 


--  Biden  said  at  a  fundraiser  in  New  York  last  night  that  360,000  donors  have 
given  his  campaign  an  average  contribution  of  $55,  which  would  mean  he’s 
raised  $19.8  million.  The  revelation  appeared  unintentional.  Biden's  campaign 
earlier  said  it  raised  $6.3  million  in  its  first  24  hours.  (Michelle  Ye  Hee  Lee  and  John 
Wagner) 

--  Top  Democratic  strategists  worry  that  even  their  top-tier  candidates  are 
not  getting  their  messages  across  because  of  Trump’s  singular  ability  to 
dominate  the  news  cycle.  Michael  Scherer  reports:  “Through  the  first  five  months 
of  the  year,  Trump  has  received  about  three  times  as  much  Google  search  interest 
in  the  United  States,  on  average,  as  all  his  Democratic  rivals  put  together.  He  has 
been  having  about  75  percent  more  social  media  interactions  on  Facebook,  Twitter 
and  Instagram  than  his  rivals  combined  since  February.  And  when  it  comes  to  CNN, 
MSNBC  and  Fox  News  Channel,  Trump  was  mentioned  nearly  twice  as  often  as 
the  23  Democrats  last  month.” 

-  Sen.  Amy  Klobuchar  (D-Minn.)  released  a  list  this  morning  of  137  things 
she  would  promise  to  do  during  her  first  100  days  as  president.  Jenna 
Johnson  reports:  “Roughly  half  of  these  promises  involve  reversing  or  counteracting 
actions  taken  by  Trump  and  his  administration;  about  half  a  dozen  center  on  pieces 
of  legislation  that  Klobuchar  would  introduce.  The  rest  of  the  list  is  filled  with  actions 
that  she  would  take  using  the  executive  power  of  the  presidency  —  from  directing 
agencies  to  aggressively  target  robocall  scammers  to  increasing  the  minimum 
wage  for  federal  contractors  to  $15  per  hour  to  issuing  a  waiver  so  Americans  can 
import  less-expensive  prescription  drugs  for  themselves  from  Canada.” 

-  House  Democrats  are  growing  more  anxious  about  their  grip  on  the 
majority  as  the  Trump  investigations  and  the  noisy  debate  over  impeachment 
overshadow  their  pocketbook  agenda.  Mike  DeBonis  reports:  “In  recent  weeks, 
Rep.  Cheri  Bustos  (D-lll.),  chairwoman  of  the  Democratic  Congressional  Campaign 
Committee,  has  briefed  fellow  House  leaders  in  private  meetings  about  focus 
groups  the  committee  commissioned  in  three  key  political  battlegrounds.  The 
upshot,  according  to  four  Democrats  familiar  with  the  findings,  is  that  the  public’s 
impression  of  the  new  House  majority  is  bound  up  in  its  battles  with  Trump,  not  in 
its  policy  agenda.  That  has  prompted  anxiety  about  whether  the  Democratic 
strategy  to  hold  the  House  in  2020,  by  focusing  intently  on  health-care  costs  and 
other  kitchen-table  issues,  can  be  effective  amid  the  president’s  attacks.” 

-  Democratic  National  Committee  Chair  Tom  Perez  is  facing  blowback  not 
only  for  his  management  of  the  debate  process  but  also  for  making 
Democratic  lawmakers  feel  like  “second-class  citizens,"  Politico’s  Burgess 
Everett  and  Heather  Caygle  report,  based  on  interviews  with  more  than  a  dozen 


House  and  Senate  lawmakers:  “Several  lawmakers  said  they  felt  shunned  by  the 
DNC  and  fret  the  party  is  headed  toward  a  brutal  election  cycle  with  serious 
divisions.” 

--  Senate  Democrats  persuaded  Cal  Cunningham  to  drop  out  of  the 
lieutenant  governor's  race  to  challenge  Sen.  Thom  Tillis  next  year  in  North 
Carolina,  which  will  again  be  a  presidential  battleground.  He's  a  veteran  of  the 
wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  and  still  faces  two  other  Democrats  in  a  primary 
before  facing  the  GOP  incumbent.  (John  Wagner)

TRUMP'S  REELECTION  CAMPAIGN: 

--  Here  we  go  again:  The  president  is  officially  kicking  off  his  bid  for  a 
second  term  tonight  with  a  huge  rally  in  Orlando.  Toluse  Olorunnipa.  Josh 
Dawsev  and  Ashley  Parker  report  on  the  palace  intrigue: 

One  of  the  three  polling  firms  abruptly  fired  by  the  Trump  campaign  this 
weekend  was  formerly  owned  by  Kellyanne  Conway:  “Of  the  three,  only  [Brett] 
Loyd  appears  to  be  fully  on  the  outs.  He’s  president  and  chief  executive  of  Polling 
Company/WomanTrend,  which  was  founded  by  Conway.  The  move  to  fire  the 
pollsters  was  supported  by  campaign  manager  Brad  Parscale  and  Jared  Kushner 
...  There  have  long  been  tensions  between  Kushner  and  Conway  ...  and 
advisers  said  the  ouster  ...  was  primarily  targeted  as  a  jab  at  her. ...  For  his 
part,  Trump  has  publicly  denied  the  existence  of  the  internal  polls  showing  him 


behind  Biden,  even  as  his  campaign  confirmed  them.  ... 

“Trump’s  advisers  said  the  president’s  supporters,  who  are  expected  to  fill 
the  18,500-seat  Amway  Center,  are  not  paying  attention  to  internal 
machinations  of  the  campaign  and  won’t  be  swayed  by  early  signs  of  turbulence. 
...  Trump  will  take  the  stage  in  Florida  to  make  the  case  that  the  first  2 V2  years  of 
his  administration  have  been  about  ‘promises  made’  and  ‘promises  kept,’  advisers 
said.  He  will  point  to  the  strong  U.S.  economy  and  a  slew  of  actions  he  has  taken 
on  issues  including  taxes,  military  spending  and  judicial  appointments.  ...  According 
to  two  advisers  who  spoke  with  him  in  the  past  month,  Trump  remains  bullish  on  his 
prospects  and  argues  that  polls  don’t  capture  his  popularity.  He  has  pointed  to 
crowd  sizes  and  the  number  of  people  who  interact  with  him  on  social  media.” 

-  The  bigger  picture:  As  Trump  announces,  there  are  fresh  indicators  of  a 
darkening  economic  outlook.  “Trump  faces  a  number  of  major  decisions  on  trade 
and  the  budget  in  the  coming  months  just  as  the  U.S.  economy  faces  the  biggest 
head  winds  of  his  tenure,  forcing  him  to  decide  whether  to  recalibrate  as  recession 
fears  mount  for  next  year,”  Damian  Paletta  and  Heather  Long  report.  “Trump  has 
threatened  to  escalate  trade  conflicts  with  China,  Mexico,  the  European  Union  and 
Japan,  spooking  business  leaders  and  leading  some  to  pull  back  investment. 
Similarly,  budget  and  debt-ceiling  talks  with  congressional  leaders  from  both  parties 
have  sputtered,  raising  the  possibility  of  another  government  shutdown  in  October. 

“The  uncertainty  —  and  a  cooling  global  economy  —  led  JPMorgan  Chase  on 
Monday  to  predict  that  there  was  a  45  percent  chance  the  U.S.  economy 
would  enter  a  recession  in  the  next  year,  up  from  20  percent  at  the  beginning 
of  2018.  Also  Monday,  a  key  gauge  of  New  York’s  manufacturing  industry  notched 
the  biggest  one-month  drop  ever  recorded.  ...  The  economy’s  softening  and 
uncertainty  around  Trump’s  next  actions  are  causing  a  delicate  situation  for 
the  Fed,  which  is  meeting  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  Trump  is  relying  on  the 
central  bank  to  cut  interest  rates  to  boost  economic  growth.  But  Fed  officials  are 
trying  to  reconcile  worrisome  reports  about  the  economy  with  other  areas  of 
relative  strength,  particularly  the  low  unemployment  rate  and  high  levels  of 
consumer  spending.” 

-  Ahead  of  the  G-20  summit,  India  lobbed  a  small  but  strategic  strike  against 
Trump  in  the  trade  war,  imposing  retaliatory  tariffs  on  28  products  and 
layering  in  another  economic  stressor.  Taylor  Telford  reports:  “The  penalties 
run  as  high  as  70  percent,  affecting  agricultural  goods  such  as  apples,  almonds  and 
walnuts,  as  well  as  chemical  and  finished  metal  products.  India  said  the  move  was 
‘in  the  public  interest’  following  Trump’s  decision  to  revoke  India’s  preferential  trade 
privileges.  India  had  been  the  biggest  beneficiary  of  the  Generalized  System  of 


Preferences,  a  program  designed  to  help  developing  countries  sell  to  U.S. 
consumers.  But  Trump,  irritated  by  the  United  States’  hefty  trade  deficit  with  New 
Delhi,  ended  India’s  favorable  trade  status  on  June  5.” 

--  Steve  Schale,  who  managed  Obama’s  Florida  effort  in  2008  and  was  a 
senior  adviser  in  2012,  wrote  a  smart  blog  post  explaining  why  it  makes 
sense  for  Trump  to  launch  his  reelection  bid  in  Orlando.  He  argues  the 
conventional  wisdom  that  Trump  carried  the  Sunshine  State  because  of  his  strength 
in  the  Panhandle  is  wrong,  and  he  thinks  winning  again  will  depend  on  replicating 
Trump's  margins  in  the  1-4  corridor.  “And  here’s  one  little  secret  —  a  lot  of  the 
movement  in  those  counties  come  from  the  same  voters  who  moved  around 
between  Obama  and  Trump  in  the  Midwest,  since  a  lot  of  the  migration  into 
the  1-4  counties  comes  from  that  part  of  the  US  mainland,”  Schale 
writes.  “The  last  Republican  to  win  the  White  House  without  Florida  was  Calvin 
Coolidge,  and  well,  that  was  so  long  ago  that  Floridians  at  that  time  were  still  at 
risk  of  getting  malaria.” 

-  Republicans  withstood  the  blue  wave  in  Florida  during  2018,  and  many 
Democrats  there  think  Trump  starts  with  the  advantage:  “If  you  are  asking 
me  today,  I  would  say  Trump  will  carry  Florida,”  said  Alex  Sink,  the  2010 
Democratic  gubernatorial  nominee.  “Trump’s  political  advisers  view  Florida, 
which  packs  29  electoral  votes  and  provided  37%  of  his  victory  margin  in  2016,  as 
trending  more  Republican,  pointing  out  that  Democrats  currently  hold  just  one 
statewide  elected  office,”  the  Wall  Street  Journal's  Alex  Leary  and  Michael  C. 
Bender  report.  “Trump  has  taken  steps  to  strengthen  his  ties  to  Cuban  voters  in 
South  Florida,  rolling  back  his  predecessor’s  diplomatic  thaw.  He  has  taken  a  tough 
line  with  Venezuela,  endearing  him  to  a  small  but  growing  number  of  Venezuelan 
voters  in  South  Florida.  They  are  not  looking  to  win  the  Hispanic  vote,”  [Democratic 
pollster  Fernand]  Amandi  said  of  Republicans.  They  are  looking  to  manage  the 
margins  and  gain  enough  to  put  together  a  coalition  with  other  voters  to  get  to  a 
majority.’” 

-  When  the  president  arrives  this  evening,  at  least  five  of  his  former 
employees  —  undocumented  immigrants  who  were  fired  from  his  golf  clubs 

-  will  be  there  protesting.  The  “Baby  Trump”  blimp  will  also  be  in  the  sky.  (New 
York  Daily  News) 

-  Former  Massachusetts  governor  Bill  Weld,  Trump’s  lone  challenger  for  the 
Republican  nomination,  will  hold  an  intimate  fundraiser  in  D.C.  while  Trump 
speaks  to  a  capacity  crowd.  Robert  Costa  reports:  “Instead  of  arena  rallies, 
most  of  Weld’s  weeks  are  filled  with  little-noticed  trips  to  New  Hampshire,  the  first- 
in-the-nation  primary  state,  where  he  stops  by  diners  and  living  rooms  to  meet  with 


voters  who  might  remember  him  from  when  he  was  a  neighboring  governor  in  the 
1990s.  Other  weeks  are  dotted  with  meetings  and  television  appearances  —  he 
was  on  MSNBC  on  Sunday  morning  —  where  he  has  won  occasional  attention  for 
his  scathing  criticism  of  Trump,  but  little  else.  ...  The  president’s  backers  have 
ignored  or  mocked  Weld  since  he  announced  his  campaign  in  April,  calling  the 
Harvard  lawyer  —  who  can  trace  his  family’s  roots  to  the  Pilgrims  —  ‘nothing  more 
than  a  delusional  elitist.’  That  view  is  shared  in  the  West  Wing,  according  to  several 
Trump  advisers,  with  Weld  dismissed  as  a  speck  of  lint  on  a  black-tie  tuxedo.  ... 
When  asked  if  there  is  any  chance  he  drops  out  before  next  year’s  primary  season, 
Weld  said,  ‘No.’” 

--  Fun  flashback  to  2016:  Trump  was  discouraged  from  going  down  the  now- 
famous  golden  escalator  at  Trump  Tower  when  he  announced.  Parker 
reports:  “At  the  time,  nearly  every  member  of  his  nascent  political  team  urged 
Trump  not  to  ride  a  moving  stairway  down  to  his  announcement.  They  fretted  that  it 
would  look  amateurish  and  not  remotely  presidential.  At  one  point,  George  Gigicos, 
the  campaign’s  director  of  advance,  offered  a  compromise:  that  Trump  instead 
take  the  elevator,  give  his  speech  and  then  ride  the  escalator  back  up  once  he  was 
done  —  like  a  mechanical  rope  line,  Gigicos  suggested.  Trump  was  insistent.  'No, 
I’m  going  down  the  escalator,'  he  said  —  an  early  example  of  him  flouting  the 
norms  and  conventions  of  politics  at  nearly  every  juncture,  and  often  prevailing. 

...  Some  in  Trump’s  orbit  —  including  Michael  Cohen,  Trump’s  then-fixer  and 
personal  lawyer,  who  is  serving  a  three-year  prison  term  for  tax  evasion  and 
campaign  finance  violations,  among  other  misdeeds  —  pushed  for  a 
circuslike  spectacle,  complete  with  elephants  and  women  in  bikinis.”

--  Escalation:  Acting  defense  secretary  Patrick  Shanahan  announced  that  he 
is  sending  approximately  1,000  additional  troops  to  the  Middle  East  “for 
defensive  purposes  to  address  air,  naval,  and  ground-based  threats,”  hours 
after  Iran  said  its  stockpile  of  enriched  uranium  will  surpass  limits  set  by  the  2015 
international  nuclear  deal  in  10  days. 

“While  they  are  exasperated  with  Iran,  the  Europeans  are  perhaps  even  more 
annoyed  with  Trump,  who  has  repeatedly  tested  their  allegiance  and  trust,”  Karen 
DeYoung  reports.  “On  Iran,  France,  Germany  and  the  European  Union  believe  the 
U.S.  president  has  put  them  in  an  impossible  position  —  and  made  the  Iranian 
threat  far  worse  than  it  was  a  year  ago  for  no  good  reason.  Of  the  European 
partners  to  the  deal,  only  Britain  so  far  has  accepted  that  it  is  ‘almost  certain’  that 
Iran  attached  mines  to  the  oil  tankers  last  week.  ...  As  the  administration  tries  to 
present  convincing  proof,  the  Pentagon  on  Monday  released  several 
photographs  it  said  showed  Iran’s  involvement  more  clearly  than  a  grainy 
video  released  last  week.  ...  Trump  has  said  repeatedly  that  his  goal  in  Iran  is  ‘no 
nuclear  weapons’  and  that  he  does  not  want  war.  But  events  seem  to  be  quickly 
moving  in  the  opposite  directions  on  both  counts.” 

-  For  his  part,  the  president  called  the  alleged  Iranian  attack  on  the  oil 
tankers  “very  minor.”  Time’s  Tessa  Berenson  reports:  “Trump’s  comments, 
made  in  a  nearly  hour-long  interview  with  TIME,  struck  a  different  tone  than  the 


public  stance  of  the  Pentagon  and  other  Republicans  in  Washington.  ...  Trump  said 
he  agrees  with  the  U.S.  intelligence  community’s  assessment  that  Iran  was  behind 
the  attack.  ...  But  he  also  downplayed  Iran’s  aggression,  arguing  that  the  country 
has  adopted  a  less  hostile  posture  towards  the  United  States  since  he  became 
president.”

Officials'  anxieties  underscore  the  meteorological  extremes  the  state  has  faced 
in  recent  years.  (Scott  Wilson) 

4.  Another  shark  attack  has  been  reported  in  North  Carolina,  the  third  this 


month.  The  victim,  an  8-year-old  boy,  was  left  with  non-life-threatening 
puncture  wounds  to  the  leg.  Only  three  shark  attacks  were  reported  in  North 
Carolina  in  all  of  2018.  (New  York  Times) 

5.  U.S.  women’s  soccer  games  generated  more  total  revenue  than  the  U.S. 
men’s  games.  The  revelation  may  prove  key  to  the  gender-discrimination 
lawsuit  by  the  women's  team  against  the  federation.  All  28  members  of  the 
team  allege  that  U.S.  Soccer  has  paid  them  less  than  the  men’s  team  and  has 
denied  them  equal  playing,  training  and  travel  conditions.  (Wall  Street  Journal) 

6.  The  U.S.  women’s  Thursday  match  against  Sweden  could  be  the  first 
true  World  Cup  test  for  goalie  Alyssa  Naeher.  Her  lack  of  World  Cup 
and  Olympic  experience,  combined  with  her  relative  inactivity  in  the  team’s 
matches  against  Thailand  and  Chile,  will  be  under  the  microscope  against  the 
undefeated  Swedes.  (Steven  Goff) 

7.  A  man  who  allegedly  paid  two  hit  men  to  shoot  Boston  Red  Sox  legend 
David  Ortiz  was  identified  by  Dominican  authorities.  Alberto  Miguel 
Rodriguez  Mota  reportedly  paid  about  $7,800  to  carry  out  the  hit  job,  but  his 
motive  remains  unclear.  (Des  Bieler) 

8.  Authorities  detained  a  man  attempting  to  smuggle  34  finches  crammed 
into  hair  rollers.  The  man,  who  brought  the  birds  to  New  York  City  from 
Guyana,  planned  to  sell  the  finches  for  about  $3,000  each.  (Michael  Brice- 
Saddler) 

9.  Gloria  Vanderbilt  —  a  socialite  whose  varied  career  included 
modeling,  painting  and  writing  —  died  at  95.  Vanderbilt  first  captured  the 
public’s  imagination  as  a  10-year-old  heiress  at  the  center  of  a  heated  custody 
battle  during  the  Great  Depression  and  went  on  to  attract  more  media 
attention  for  her  many  romantic  liaisons  and  friendships  with  famous  artists. 
(Valerie  J.  Nelson) 

10.  Historian  Alan  Brinkley  died  at  70.  Brinkley,  whose  work  chronicled  the  most 
important  events  and  leaders  in  20th-century  American  political  history,  had 
suffered  from  ALS  for  three  years.  (New  York  Times) 

1 1 .  New  research  shows  that  dogs  have  developed  a  muscle  to  raise  their 
eyebrows  and  make  adorable  sad  puppy  dog  eyes  over  thousands  of 
years  of  domestication.  Scientists  say  this  marker,  which  wolves  don’t  have, 
is  used  by  dogs  to  communicate  with  humans.  (AP)

THE  IMMIGRATION  WARS: 

-  Trump,  in  a  tweet,  vowed  massive  immigration  arrests  and  the  removal  of 
“millions  of  illegal  aliens”  starting  next  week.  Nick  Miroff  and  Maria  Sacchetti 
report:  “Large-scale  ICE  enforcement  operations  are  typically  kept  secret  to  avoid 
tipping  off  targets.  In  2018,  Trump  and  other  senior  officials  threatened  the  mayor 
of  Oakland,  Calif.,  with  criminal  prosecution  for  alerting  city  residents  that 
immigration  raids  were  in  the  works.  . . .  U.S.  officials  with  knowledge  of  the 
preparations  have  said  in  recent  days  that  the  operation  was  not  imminent, 
and  ICE  officials  said  late  Monday  night  that  they  were  not  aware  that  the 
president  planned  to  divulge  their  enforcement  plans  on  Twitter. 

“Executing  a  large-scale  operation  of  the  type  under  discussion  requires  hundreds 


—  and  perhaps  thousands  —  of  U.S.  agents  and  supporting  law  enforcement 
personnel,  as  well  as  weeks  of  intelligence  gathering  and  planning  to  verify 
addresses  and  locations  of  individuals  targeted  for  arrest.  The  president’s  claim 
that  ICE  would  be  deporting  ‘millions’  also  was  at  odds  with  the  reality  of  the 
agency’s  staffing  and  budgetary  challenges.  ICE  arrests  in  the  U.S.  interior 
have  been  declining  in  recent  months  because  so  many  agents  are  busy  managing 
the  record  surge  of  migrant  families  across  the  southern  border  with  Mexico.” 

--  In  Mexico’s  Ciudad  Juarez,  “the  American  Dream  has  turned  into 
hell,”  Maria  Sacchetti  reports:  “More  than  200  migrants  were  sent  back  to  Juarez 
on  Thursday,  double  the  previous  day,  and  officials  expect  as  many  as  500 
migrants  each  day  will  be  returned  from  El  Paso  to  Juarez  in  coming  weeks.  ‘We 
didn’t  expect  this  many,  but  it’s  our  job  and  we’re  trying  to  handle  the  situation,’  said 
Enrique  Valenzuela,  head  of  the  Chihuahua  State  Population  Council,  which 
registers  migrants  in  Juarez.  Valenzuela  said  Mexico’s  federal  government 
brokered  the  deal  to  accept  the  migrants  with  the  White  House,  part  of  a  diplomatic 
effort  to  avoid  Trump’s  threatened  tariffs  on  Mexican  goods.  ‘We  had  no  say.  We 
had  no  choice.’  ...  Juarez  has  about  a  dozen  migrant  shelters  —  most  run  by 
churches  —  with  room  for  1,500  people.  That  many  people  could  be  turned  away 
from  the  U.S.  border  every  few  days,  and  Valenzuela  said  the  city  could  use  20  to 
30  more  shelters  to  house  potentially  thousands  more  migrants.  . . . 

“Juarez,  once  the  world’s  murder  capital,  can  be  a  frightening  alternative  for 
migrants  who  had  dreamed  of  reuniting  with  friends  and  family  in  the  relative 
safety  of  cities  across  the  United  States.  . . .  Many  issues  surrounding  the 
anticipated  influx  remain  unresolved:  Migrants  returned  to  Mexico  are  allowed  to 
wait  there  for  their  hearings  in  U.S.  courts  —  a  period  that  sometimes  spans 
months  —  but  they  do  not  have  permission  to  work  to  support  themselves.  Many 
do  not  have  relatives  there  who  can  take  them  in,  as  they  do  in  the  United  States. 
Some  are  sick  and  in  need  of  doctors  or  hospitalization.  ‘What  worries  me  is  that 
the  city  and  the  state,  we’re  not  that  prepared,’  said  the  Rev.  Javier  Calvillo 
Salazar,  who  runs  the  city’s  largest  migrant  shelter,  Casa  del  Migrante.  That  could 
plunge  us  into  a  crisis.’” 

--  Arrests  along  the  Mexican  border  are  falling,  according  to  new  figures 
from  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection,  though  officials  say  it's  too  early 
to  get  a  full  picture  of  the  impact  of  Trump’s  deal  with  Mexico.  Nick  Miroff 
reports:  “U.S.  authorities  detained  more  than  85,000  ‘family  unit’  members  at  the 
border  in  May,  an  average  of  nearly  2,800  per  day.  That  number  has  declined 
about  13  percent  since  the  beginning  of  June,  a  period  during  which  Trump 
threatened  to  impose  tariffs  on  Mexico  and  the  government  of  President  Andres 
Manuel  Lopez  Obrador  agreed  to  an  immigration  crackdown  to  avoid  the  penalty. 


Overall,  U.S.  officials  say  they  are  expecting  a  15  to  20  percent  decline  in  border 
arrests  from  May,  when  authorities  detained  more  than  144,000  and  migration 
levels  reached  their  highest  point  since  2006.  The  portion  of  migrants  arriving  as 
part  of  a  family  group  has  reached  unprecedented  levels  in  recent  months, 
overwhelming  U.S.  border  authorities  who  say  they  are  ill-equipped  to  care  for  so 
many  parents  with  children.” 

--  U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services  is  planning  on 
transferring  paperwork  out  of  overburdened  offices  to  reduce  wait  times  for 
immigrants  who  have  applied  for  green  cards  or  citizenship.  Abigail 
Hauslohner  reports:  “The  strategy,  which  will  apply  only  to  applications  for 
permanent  residency  —  also  known  as  green  cards  —  or  U.S.  citizenship,  probably 
will  be  a  welcome  respite  to  immigrant  communities  in  cities  such  as  St.  Paul, 

Minn.,  where  some  applicants  wait  up  to  two  years  to  become  citizens.  Immigrants 
in  other  places  could  see  the  process  lengthen.  It  is  unclear  if  the  plan  will  have  an 
impact  on  the  staggering  application  backlog  that  has  grown  during  the  Trump 
administration  and  has  drawn  a  growing  tide  of  bipartisan  criticism  from  immigration 
advocates,  business  leaders  and  lawmakers.  About  25  percent  of  the  5.6  million 
immigration  cases  in  the  backlog  are  those  with  pending  green  card  or 
naturalization  applications.” 

-  The  Trump  administration  said  it's  easing  cuts  in  aid  to  El  Salvador, 
Honduras  and  Guatemala.  But  it  will  not  allow  new  funding  until  those 
countries  do  more  to  reduce  migrant  flows  to  the  U.S.  The  AP’s  Matthew  Lee 
reports:  “The  State  Department  said  that  after  a  review  of  more  than  $615  million 
in  assistance  that  [Trump]  ordered  in  March  to  be  cut  entirely,  it  would  go  ahead 
with  $432  million  in  projects  and  grants  that  had  been  previously  approved.  The 
remaining  amount  will  be  held  in  escrow  pending  consultations  with  Congress,  it 
said.  That  $432  million,  which  comes  from  the  2017  budget,  is  being  spent  on 
health,  education  and  poverty  alleviation  programs  as  well  as  anti-crime  efforts  that 
many  believe  help  reduce  migrant  outflows  from  the  impoverished  Northern  Triangle 
region.  About  $370  million  in  money  from  the  2018  budget  will  not  be  spent  and 
instead  will  be  moved  to  other  projects,  the  State  Department  said.” 

--  New  York  state  will  grant  driver’s  licenses  to  undocumented  immigrants,  a 
win  for  liberals  that  has  stirred  backlash  among  Republicans.  The  Times’s 
Vivian  Wang  reports:  “The  vote,  together  with  the  Assembly’s  passage  last  week, 
thrust  New  York  into  the  center  of  the  explosive  national  debate  over  immigration.  It 
would  reverse  a  nearly  20-year-old  ban  and  end  years  of  political  paralysis  on  the 
issue.  ...  Twelve  states  and  Washington,  D.C.,  currently  allow  undocumented 
immigrants  to  drive.  New  Jersey  is  weighing  a  similar  proposal.”

THERE’S  A  BEAR  IN  THE  WOODS: 

-  Trump’s  former  campaign  chairman  Paul  Manafort  is  no  longer  headed  to 
Rikers  after  Attorney  General  Bill  Barr’s  No.  2  intervened  in  the  case.  The 

Times’s  William  K.  Rashbaum  and  Katie  Benner  report:  “The  letter,  from  Jeffrey  A. 
Rosen,  [Barr’s]  new  top  deputy,  indicated  that  he  was  monitoring  where  Mr. 
Manafort  would  be  held  in  New  York.  And  then,  on  Monday,  federal  prison  officials 
weighed  in,  telling  the  Manhattan  district  attorney’s  office  that  Mr.  Manafort,  70, 
would  not  be  going  to  Rikers.  Instead,  he  will  await  his  trial  at  a  federal  lockup  in 
Manhattan  or  at  the  Pennsylvania  federal  prison  where  he  is  serving  a  seven-and-a- 
half-year  sentence  for  wide-ranging  financial  schemes,  according  to  people  with 
knowledge  of  the  matter.  A  senior  Justice  Department  official  said  that  the 
department  believed  Mr.  Manafort’s  treatment  was  appropriate,  but  several 
former  and  current  prosecutors  said  the  decision  was  highly  unusual.  Most 
federal  inmates  facing  state  charges  are  held  on  Rikers  Island.” 

--  Putting  a  potential  damper  on  Trump’s  pardon  powers,  the  Supreme  Court 
reaffirmed  the  precedent  that  a  person  can  be  prosecuted  by  state  and 
federal  authorities  for  the  same  offense.  Robert  Barnes  reports:  “The  7-to-2 
ruling  rejected  arguments  that  allowing  subsequent  prosecutions  violates  the  double 
jeopardy  clause  in  the  Bill  of  Rights,  which  prohibits  more  than  one  prosecution  or 


punishment  for  the  same  offense.  Justice  Samuel  A.  Alito  Jr.  wrote  for  the  majority; 
Ruth  Bader  Ginsburg  and  Neil  Gorsuch  dissented.  Since  the  1850s,  the  court  has 
allowed  an  exception  to  the  Constitution’s  double  jeopardy  prohibition  on  the  theory 
that  federal  and  state  governments  are  separate  constitutional  actors  with  their 
own  sovereign  authority.  ...  The  case  drew  special  attention  because  of  Trump’s 
musings  that  he  might  pardon  some  officials  caught  up  in  investigations  of  the 
administration.  For  instance,  some  states  have  said  they  plan  to  prosecute 
[Manafort]  under  their  own  tax  evasion  laws  should  Trump  pardon  Manafort  on  his 
federal  convictions.” 

-  Rep.  Katie  Porter,  a  Democrat  from  a  competitive  California  House  district, 
endorsed  opening  an  impeachment  inquiry  intro  Trump.  The  Times’s  Nicholas 
Fandos  and  Julie  Hirschfeld  Davis  report:  “The  announcement  makes  Ms.  Porter 
one  of  the  first  to  endorse  impeachment  of  the  40  or  so  ‘front-line  Democrats’ 
whose  seats  are  deemed  endangered  by  their  party.  ...  So  far,  only  one  other 
freshman  Democrat  representing  a  swing  district,  Representative  Tom  Malinowski 
of  New  Jersey,  has  endorsed  the  idea.  Representative  Harley  Rouda  of  California, 
whose  Orange  County  district  sits  near  Ms.  Porter’s,  has  said  that  if  the  Trump 
administration  does  not  end  its  blockade  of  congressional  subpoenas  by  the  end  of 
June,  he  will  follow  suit.  It  is  unclear  whether  the  announcement  by  Ms.  Porter  — 
who  defeated  Mimi  Walters,  a  Republican,  by  four  percentage  points  —  will 
persuade  other  endangered  Democrats  to  follow  course.”

THE  NEW  WORLD  ORDER: 


--  Hong  Kong’s  chief  executive,  Carrie  Lam,  offered  a  “very  sincere  apology” 
to  the  city’s  residents  for  the  “anxiety”  caused  by  the  extradition  legislation 
that  drew  millions  to  protest.  Shibani  Mahtani  reports:  “She  also  said  it  was  'very 
unlikely'  that  the  extradition  plans,  which  she  suspended  last  week,  could  be 
introduced  again  before  the  end  of  the  Hong  Kong  legislature’s  term  next  July.  Lam, 
however,  will  not  fully  withdraw  the  legislation  as  demonstrators  have  demanded, 
and  says  she  wants  to  continue  to  serve  the  public.  ‘I  have  heard  you  loud  and 
clear  and  have  reflected  deeply  on  all  that  has  transpired,’  she  said,  her  voice 
shaking  at  times  as  she  delivered  a  statement  before  a  packed  room  of  reporters. 

‘I  will  not  proceed  again  with  this  legislative  exercise  if  these  fears  and  anxieties 
could  not  be  adequately  addressed.’” 

--  The  mass  street  protests  in  Hong  Kong  show  China’s  efforts  to  win  over 
the  island's  trust  and  love  are  failing.  Gerry  Shih  reports:  “  Beijing  has 
misinterpreted  Hong  Kong’s  culture,  psyche  and  feelings,’  said  Anson  Chan,  the 
former  No.  2  official  in  Hong  Kong.  ‘Hong  Kong  people  will  not  bend  to  the  will  of 
the  communist  totalitarian  state.  If  only  Beijing  would  understand  what  makes  Hong 
Kong  tick,  what  are  the  values  we  hold  dear,  then  they  can  use  that  energy  to 
benefit  both  China  and  Hong  Kong.  Instead,  they  have  this  mentality  of  control.’  ... 
The  extradition  amendment  was  just  the  last  straw  on  the  camel’s  back,’  said  Alan 
Leong,  a  former  legislator  and  chairman  of  the  opposition  Civic  Party.  With  its 
authority  unquestioned  at  home,  the  Communist  Party  struggles  to  deal  with  a 
territory  with  a  mature  and  rambunctious  civil  society,  Leong  added.  ‘You  talk 
reason  with  Hong  Kong,’  he  said.  ‘You  don’t  rule  Hong  Kong.’” 

-  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  will  meet  with  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong 
Un  later  this  week.  Chinese  state  broadcaster  CCTV  said  Xi  would  visit  Kim  on 
Thursday  and  Friday,  marking  the  first  visit  to  North  Korea  by  a  Chinese  president 
in  14  years.  (AP) 

--  Egypt’s  former  president  collapsed  in  court  and  died  of  an  apparent  heart 
attack.  Mohamed  Morsi,  the  country’s  first  democratically  elected  president,  had 
been  imprisoned  since  2013,  when  his  government  was  overthrown  in  a  military 
coup  led  by  now-President  Abdel  Fatah  al-Sissi.  The  death  of  the  67-year-old 
Morsi,  who  was  known  to  have  been  suffering  from  ailments  like  diabetes  and  liver 
disease,  raised  questions  among  his  supporters  about  his  treatment  in  prison. 
(Sudarsan  Raghavan  and  Kareem  Fahim) 

-  The  Trump  tax  law  has  created  huge  bills  for  citizens  living  abroad.  Adam 
Taylor  reports:  “The  United  States  is  one  of  only  two  countries  in  the  world  that 


bases  its  taxation  policies  on  citizenship  rather  than  residence,  according  to  the  Tax 
Foundation;  the  other  is  Eritrea.  The  U.S.  practice  is  a  relic  of  the  Civil  War  and  the 
Revenue  Act  of  1862,  which  sought  to  punish  men  who  fled  to  avoid  joining  the 
Union  army.  ...  To  come  into  compliance  with  U.S.  tax  laws,  dual  nationals  may 
have  to  deal  with  mundane  but  complex  aspects  of  U.S.  bureaucracy  —  acquiring  a 
Social  Security  number  as  a  nonresident,  for  example.” 

-  The  White  House  will  not  invite  Israel  to  its  Bahrain  economic  conference. 

CNN’s  Jeremy  Diamond  reports:  “The  White  House  had  previously  planned  to  invite 
an  Israeli  government  delegation  to  attend  the  summit  alongside  finance  ministers 
from  several  Arab  countries  and  businessmen,  sources  familiar  with  the  matter 
said.  ...  Administration  officials  have  touted  the  planned  conference  as  a  way  to 
unite  the  region  around  a  more  prosperous  future  and  had  privately  talked  up  the 
prospect  of  Israeli  government  officials  interacting  with  officials  from  Arab  countries 
with  whom  Israel  has  no  formal  diplomatic  relations.  This  now  means  that  neither 
government  party  to  the  conflict  will  attend  the  conference.  The  Palestinian 
Authority  had  previously  vowed  to  boycott  the  conference  and  had  urged  other 
Arab  countries  not  to  attend.” 

--  Canadian  Prime  Minister  Justin  Trudeau  will  decide  on  a  controversial 
pipeline  expansion.  Amanda  Coletta  reports:  “The  $5.5  billion  expansion  would 
nearly  triple  the  amount  of  Canadian  crude  oil  the  pipeline  transports  each  day  from 
Edmonton,  Alberta,  to  the  port  in  Burnaby,  B.C.,  to  be  loaded  onto  tankers  bound 
for  Asia  and  other  lucrative  markets.  Landlocked  Alberta  churns  out  four-fifths  of 
Canadian  crude.  Boosters  say  the  project  will  ease  a  pipeline  shortage  that  keeps 
most  Alberta  crude  trapped  there,  where  it  trades  at  a  discount  to  global  oil 
benchmarks.  But  environmentalists,  some  indigenous  groups  and  the  eco-friendly 
government  of  British  Columbia  oppose  the  project  over  concerns  about  oil  spills 
and  rising  greenhouse-gas  emissions  from  the  processing  of  the  Alberta  oil  sands. 

. . .  The  decision  on  whether  to  approve  the  project  comes  at  a  difficult  time  for 
Trudeau.  His  approval  ratings  have  fallen  this  year  amid  criticism  of  his 
government’s  handling  of  the  prosecution  of  a  construction  firm  in  his  home  province 
of  Quebec.” 


Gerrymandering,  explained 

MORE  SCOTUS: 

--  The  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  Virginia’s  House  Republicans  could  not 
single-handedly  challenge  findings  that  state  legislative  districts  were  racially 
gerrymandered,  potentially  giving  Democrats  an  advantage  in  this  fall’s 
elections  there.  Robert  Barnes  and  Laura  Vozzella  report:  “All  140  seats  in  the 
legislature  are  on  the  ballot,  and  the  GOP  holds  a  three-seat  edge  in  the  House  (51 
to  48)  and  a  bare  majority  in  the  Senate  (20  to  19),  with  one  vacant  seat  in  each 
chamber.  ...  The  5-to-4  decision  did  not  shed  light  on  how  courts  should  consider 
claims  of  racial  gerrymandering,  but  rather  who  has  the  right  to  sue.  ...  In  the 
Virginia  case  decided  Monday,  [Ginsburg]  wrote  for  the  majority  that  House 
Republican  leaders  could  not  challenge  the  court  ruling  after  Attorney  General  Mark 
R.  Herring  (D)  acquiesced.  ...  Ginsburg  was  joined  in  an  unusual  alignment  by 
fellow  liberal  Justices  Sonia  Sotomayor  and  Elena  Kagan,  as  well  as  conservatives 
Clarence  Thomas  and  Gorsuch.” 

-  The  court  decided  against  taking  another  case  centered  on  a  baker  who 
refused  to  make  a  wedding  cake  for  a  gay  couple  despite  a  state  law 
outlawing  discrimination  based  on  sexual  orientation.  Barnes  reports:  “The 
case  would  have  been  a  sequel  to  last  year’s  consideration  of  the  same  topic.  The 
court  ruled  then  for  a  Colorado  baker  who  refused  to  make  a  cake  for  a  gay 
couple’s  wedding  reception,  but  it  left  undecided  whether  a  business  owner’s 
religious  beliefs  or  free  speech  rights  can  justify  refusing  some  services  to  gay 
people.  The  Supreme  Court  deliberated  for  months  about  whether  to  take  the 
Oregon  case.  The  delay  indicates  there  were  behind-the-scenes  negotiations, 
though  the  justices  did  not  reveal  them.  Instead,  they  simply  sent  the  matter  back 
to  an  Oregon  appeals  court  and  told  it  to  look  again  in  light  of  the  Colorado 


decision.

ALL  THE  PRESIDENT'S  MEN  AND  WOMEN: 

-  The  confirmation  hearing  for  Shanahan  to  become  the  permanent 
secretary  of  defense  has  been  postponed  because  the  Senate  has  still  not 
received  documents  related  to  the  FBI’s  background  check.  Yahoo  News’s 
Hunter  Walker  reports:  “With  Shanahan’s  confirmation  on  hold,  press  reports  have 
questioned  his  relationship  with  the  president,  and  the  Pentagon  has  been  fielding 
press  queries  about  his  personal  life,  including  a  messy  divorce  that  involved  an 
accusation  of  domestic  violence  from  his  ex-wife,  who  was  arrested  as  part  of  the 
dispute.  ...  Since  Shanahan  was  announced  as  Trump’s  next  pick  for  the  Cabinet 
post,  his  nomination  has  not  been  officially  submitted  to  the  Senate  Armed  Services 
Committee,  which  would  be  responsible  for  conducting  his  confirmation  hearings.” 

--  Trump’s  nominee  for  United  Nations  ambassador,  Kelly  Craft,  has  been 
frequently  absent  from  her  current  post  in  Ottawa,  where  she  is  the  U.S. 
ambassador  to  Canada.  Politico’s  Lauren  Gardner  reports:  “Federal  Aviation 
Administration  records  ...  show  that  a  private  jet  registered  to  Craft’s  husband  and 
used  by  the  ambassador  made  128  flights  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
during  a  15-month  span  of  her  tenure  in  Ottawa,  the  equivalent  of  a  round  trip  once 
a  week.  Some  of  the  trips  correspond  with  dates  of  events  Craft  attended  in  her 
home  state  of  Kentucky  —  such  as  the  Kentucky  Derby  and  a  media  interview  at  a 


University  of  Kentucky  basketball  facility  named  for  her  husband,  Joe  Craft,  a  coal 
billionaire  —  but  neither  of  the  Crafts,  through  their  spokespeople,  would  confirm 
how  many  of  the  flights  involved  her  travel.” 

--  Vice  President  Pence's  communications  director,  Jarrod  Agen,  is  leaving 
the  White  House.  Agen,  who  has  been  with  Pence  since  the  start  of  the 
administration,  will  become  a  vice  president  for  communications  at  defense 
contracting  firm  Lockheed  Martin.  He  has  told  friends  and  associates  that  he  was 
ready  for  a  change  after  two  and  half  years  at  the  White  House.  (Ashley  Parker 
and  Robert  Costa) 


--  Mitch  McConnell  responded  to  comedian  Jon  Stewart’s  criticism  of  his 
handling  of  the  September  11th  Victim  Compensation  Fund,  saying  he  does 
not  understand  why  the  comedian  is  “all  bent  out  of  shape.”  Felicia  Sonmez 
reports:  “McConnell  argued  Monday  that  ‘many  things  in  Congress  happen  at  the 
last  minute.’  He  added  that  the  fund,  which  provides  compensation  to  first 
responders  and  others  who  are  sick  or  dying  from  illnesses  linked  to  their  work  at 
the  9/11  attack  sites,  will  be  fully  funded.  ‘We  have  never  failed  to  address  this 
issue,  and  we  will  address  it  again,’  McConnell  said.  ...  Senate  Minority  Leader 
Charles  E.  Schumer  (D-N.Y.)  said  last  week  that  he  was  ‘begging’  McConnell  to 
bring  the  legislation  to  the  floor  ‘immediately  after  it  passes  the  House.’  Schumer 
renewed  his  call  Monday,  addressing  McConnell  in  a  tweet.  ‘I’ll  tell  you  why,’ 
Schumer  said  in  response  to  McConnell  questioning  why  Stewart  was  ‘all  bent  out 
of  shape.’  ‘Because  9/1 1  victims  are  getting  sicker,  and  the  last  time  this  bill  came 
up  you  delayed.’”

-  Facebook’s  move  toward  offering  digital  currency  will  create  new 
regulatory  battles  in  D.C.  for  a  company  whose  privacy  practices  have 
already  ignited  fires  with  American  and  European  regulators.  Politico’s  Matei 
Rosea  and  Patrick  Temple-West  report:  The  cryptocurrency  initiative,  code-named 
“Project  Libra,”  is  expected  to  be  unveiled  today,  and  it  could  become  a  major  e- 
commerce  tool  for  users  across  Facebook’s  suite  of  services.  “A  Facebook 
equivalent  of  Bitcoin  could  allow  users  to  buy  products  from  popular  Instagram 
influencers  more  quickly  and  easily  than  with  cash  —  while  remaining  within  the 
company’s  social  media  domain.  And  importantly  for  Facebook  shareholders,  the 
company  could  make  money  off  a  fee  for  every  processed  transaction.” 

-  Hospitals  complain  they  are  being  inundated  with  robocalls  that  could 
threaten  their  patients’  health.  Tufts  Medical  Center  received  more  than  4,500 
robocalls  one  April  morning  last  year,  disrupting  communications  for  hours  in  an 
environment  where  each  second  could  mean  the  difference  between  life  and  death.

--  YouTube,  the  world’s  most  popular  video  site  for  children,  isn’t  for  them. 

Bloomberg  News’s  Mark  Bergen  and  Lucas  Shaw  report:  “Alicia  Blum-Ross, 
YouTube’s  policy  chief  for  kids  and  family,  tried  to  convince  the  room  that  her 
company  was  getting  quality  content  to  kids.  It  has  spent  the  past  year  throwing 
resources  at  child  safety.  YouTube  has  recruited  staff  and  set  up  an  outside 
advisory  council.  ...  In  the  first  quarter  of  2019,  the  company  removed  more  than 
800,000  videos  for  violations  of  its  child  safety  policy.  Blum-Ross  then  touted 
YouTube’s  supposed  panacea:  YouTube  Kids.  The  app,  created  four  years  ago, 
filters  videos  from  the  main  site  specifically  for  children  under  thirteen,  who  are 
protected  by  federal  law  from  forms  of  digital  data  collection.  ...  What  Blum-Ross 
didn’t  mention,  however,  is  that  not  many  kids  use  YouTube  Kids,  and  those  who 
do  don’t  stick  around.  ...  Four  people  at  Google  privately  admitted  that  they  don’t 
let  their  kids  watch  YouTube  unsupervised  and  said  the  sentiment  was  widespread 
at  the  company.  One  of  these  people  said  frustration  with  YouTube  has  grown  so 
much  that  some  have  suggested  the  division  spin  off  altogether  to  preserve 
Google’s  brand.” 

--  An  18-year-old  backpacker  from  Belgium  disappeared  after  walking  out  of 
his  hostel  in  Australia.  His  father  is  now  making  an  emotional  appeal  to 
WhatsApp,  saying  his  son’s  encrypted  messages  in  the  app  could  provide 
clues  to  his  whereabouts.  Liz  Weber  reports:  “Theo  Hayez,  who  spent  the  past 


eight  months  traveling  around  Australia,  was  reported  missing  on  June  6  when  he 
did  not  return  to  his  hostel,  leaving  his  passport  and  personal  belongings  behind, 
according  to  a  New  South  Wales  police  statement  released  Monday.  Hayez  had 
been  preparing  to  return  home  to  Belgium.  Last  week,  his  father,  Laurent  Hayez, 
traveled  to  Australia  to  assist  in  the  search  for  his  son.  In  a  news  conference 
Monday  at  the  Tweed  Heads  police  station,  Laurent  Hayez  made  a  public  appeal 
for  information  and  pleaded  with  the  Facebook-owned  company  to  release  the 
details  of  his  son’s  WhatsApp  messages  . . .  This  is  a  question  of  providing 
assistance  to  a  person  in  grave  danger,’  he  said.  ‘It  is  vital  that  investigators  get 
access  to  Theo’s  WhatsApp  account  without  delay.  Every  minute  counts.’” 

--  A  man  who  shared  a  video  of  the  New  Zealand  mosque  shooting  will  be 
jailed  for  21  months.  CNN’s  Julia  Hollingsworth  reports:  “Philip  Neville  Arps,  44, 
was  sentenced  in  Christchurch  District  Court  on  Tuesday  to  21  months  in  prison 
after  pleading  guilty  to  two  charges  of  distributing  objectionable  material,  his  lawyer 
Anselm  Williams  confirmed.  Arps  sent  copies  of  the  footage  —  which  was  streamed 
live  on  March  15  by  the  mosque  shooter  --  to  about  30  people  soon  after  attacks 
on  worshippers  inside  two  Christchurch  mosques,  according  to  CNN  affiliate  Radio 
New  Zealand.  ...  During  sentencing  on  Tuesday,  Judge  Stephen  O'Driscoll  said  that 
when  Arps  was  asked  for  his  opinion  on  the  video,  he  described  it  as  ‘awesome,’ 
RNZ  reported.” 

-  A  North  Carolina  mother  is  crediting  Apple’s  Find  My  Friends  app  with 
saving  her  daughter’s  life  after  the  17-year-old  girl’s  car  hydroplaned  and 
careened  into  a  ditch.  The  app  allowed  Catrina  Cramer  Alexander  to  find  her 
daughter,  Macy  Smith,  in  time  to  rush  her  to  a  hospital.  Smith  sustained  nerve 
damage  in  her  arm  and  a  fractured  neck  but  appears  to  be  recovering  well.

said.  ...  Crawford,  who  represents  Maryland  on  the  Metro  board,  described  the 
results  of  the  ethics  probe  in  a  four-page  letter  to  Maryland  Gov.  Larry  Hogan  (R) 
and  Virginia  Gov.  Ralph  Northam  (D).  ...  The  letter  said  the  law  firm  Schulte  Roth 
and  Zabel,  which  conducted  the  investigation,  found  violations  of  the  board’s  ethics 
code  in  three  primary  areas:  Evans’s  efforts  to  help  Colonial  Parking;  his  actions  to 
assist  Digi  Outdoor  Communications,  an  electronic  sign  company;  and  his  business 
plan  used  in  connection  with  his  efforts  to  obtain  a  job  with  a  private  law  firm.” 

--  The  D.C.  Council  will  vote  on  a  proposal  to  use  about  $47  million  in  excess 
cash  generated  by  the  Washington  Convention  and  Sports  Authority  for 
priorities  that  include  public  housing  repairs.  Peter  Jamison  reports:  This 
resolves  “a  standoff  with  the  District’s  chief  financial  officer  that  threatened  to  derail 
the  city’s  budget,  according  to  officials  familiar  with  the  deal.  The  two  city  officials, 
who  spoke  on  the  condition  of  anonymity  to  discuss  sensitive  negotiations,  said  that 
council  members  will  vote  on  legislation  redirecting  the  funds  on  Tuesday  and  that 
they  expect  Chief  Financial  Officer  Jeffrey  S.  DeWitt  will  certify  the  resulting 
budget.  The  deal  is  a  victory  for  D.C.  Council  Chairman  Phil  Mendelson  (D),  who 
for  weeks  has  refused  to  back  down  in  the  face  of  DeWitt’s  warnings  that  he  would 
not  certify  a  budget  that  extracted  money  from  the  reserves  of  the  convention 
authority.” 


--  D.C.  is  wrestling  with  a  symbol  of  the  past  as  notorious  drug  lord  Rayful 
Edmond  III  seeks  an  early  release  from  jail.  Paul  Schwartzman  and  Keith  L. 
Alexander  report:  “For  months,  the  prospect  of  freedom  for  Edmond,  now  54,  has 
provoked  chatter  across  the  city,  particularly  among  black  Washingtonians  who 
recall  him  traveling  around  town  in  a  chauffeur-driven  limousine  and  handing  cash  to 
strangers  —  the  largesse  he  could  afford  from  selling  1 ,700  pounds  of  cocaine  a 
month.  ...  f  he  returns  to  Washington,  Edmond  would  find  a  far  different  city  than 
what  he  left  in  1990  ...  The  neighborhood  where  he  based  his  operation  — 
between  Gallaudet  University  and  H  Street  NE  —  was  nearly  95  percent  African 
American,  according  to  the  census.  Many  residents  were  poor  and  working  class 
and  living  in  ramshackle  rowhouses.  By  2017,  the  same  neighborhood  was  66 
percent  white  and  24  percent  black,  according  to  census  estimates.

-  The  Baltimore  Symphony  Orchestra  musicians  are  officially  locked  out 

—  the  orchestra  will  no  longer  pay  them.  Anne  Midaette  reports:  “The 
orchestra’s  news  release  went  out  late  Sunday  night,  only  hours  before  the  end  of 
the  last  day  the  musicians  were  to  draw  pay,  and  only  a  short  time  after  the 
players  themselves  had  been  informed,  according  to  Peter  Kjome,  the  orchestra’s 
president  and  CEO.  Players  and  management  are  returning  to  the  negotiating  table 
Friday,  in  the  presence  of  federal  mediators,  although  the  negotiations  are  not  yet 
officially  in  mediation.  Whatever  the  outcome,  Kjome  says  that  the  lockout  will  end 
on  Sept.  9,  when  the  orchestra  is  scheduled  to  reconvene  for  the  fall  season. 
Musicians,  however,  are  highly  unlikely  to  resume  work  unless  a  contract 
agreement  has  been  reached.”

THE  BIG  IDEA;  President  Trump,  who  declared  “I  alone  can  fix  it”  when  he 


accepted  the  Republican  nomination  in  2016,  has  long  believed  that  his 
personal  instincts  mattered  more  than  his  personnel  choices. 

Near  the  end  of  his  first  year  in  office,  Fox  News  host  Laura  Ingraham  expressed 
concern  about  all  the  senior  positions  Trump  had  not  filled  across  the  government. 
She  asked  whether  the  president  worried  that  he  had  enough  loyalists  to  push  his 
vision  through.  “Let  me  tell  you,  the  one  that  matters  is  me,”  he  replied.  “I’m  the 
only  one  that  matters,  because  when  it  comes  to  it,  that’s  what  the  policy  is  going 
to  be.” 

Trump  has  learned  the  hard  way  during  the  intervening  19  months  that 
personnel  is  policy,  and  he  cannot  make  every  decision  at  every  department. 

“If  you  could  have  one  do-over  as  president,”  Chuck  Todd  asked  during  an 
interview  for  NBC’s  “Meet  the  Press”  that  aired  Sunday,  “what  would  it  be?” 
Without  missing  a  beat,  the  president  replied:  “It  would  be  personnel.” 

Asked  to  elaborate,  he  mentioned  Jeff  Sessions.  “I  would  say  if  I  had  one  do- 

over,  it  would  be:  I  would  not  have  appointed  Jeff  Sessions  to  be  attorney 
general,”  Trump  said.  “Yeah,  that  was  the  biggest  mistake.” 

Not  Helsinki.  Not  Charlottesville.  Not  family  separations. 

Not  failing  to  drain  the  swamp,  end  the  endless  wars  or  repeal  Obamacare. 

Not  triggering  the  longest  government  shutdown  in  U.S.  history  in  a  futile  attempt  to 
get  funding  for  a  border  wall  -  or  subsequently  declaring  a  national  emergency  to 
divert  money  from  the  military. 

Not  his  quest  to  expel  transgender  service  members  who  are  willing  to  die  in 
combat,  his  mockery  of  the  #MeToo  movement  nor  his  demonization  of  African 
American  athletes. 

Not  throwing  paper  towels  at  Puerto  Ricans  -  nor  trying  to  minimize  how  much 
federal  funding  these  U.S.  citizens  get  to  rebuild  their  devastated  island. 

Not  firing  James  Comey  as  FBI  director  -  or  the  other  nine  cases  of  possible 
obstruction  of  justice  outlined  in  Bob  Mueller’s  report. 

Trump  believes  appointing  Sessions,  the  first  senator  to  endorse  him  in  2016,  was 
his  biggest  mistake.  Never  mind  that  Sessions  dutifully  implemented  Trump’s  policy 
priorities  right  up  until  he  got  fired  after  the  midterms.  The  former  Alabama 
senator’s  cardinal  sin  in  Trump’s  eyes  was  recusing  himself  from  the  Russia 
investigation. 

The  president  went  on  to  praise  Bill  Barr,  his  pick  to  replace  Sessions.  “The  job 


he’s  done  is  incredible,”  Trump  said.  “He’s  brought  sanity  back.  ...  I  think  he  feels 
that  what’s  happened  in  this  country  was  a  very  bad  thing  and  very  bad  for  our 
country.” 

To  be  sure,  it’s  not  news  that  Trump  thinks  hiring  Sessions  was  a  mistake.  He’s 
made  that  crystal  clear.  Still,  Trump  is  not  a  man  inclined  to  admit  fault  or 
publicly  second  guess  himself.  So  it  is  notable  when  he  does.  And  his 

willingness  to  reflect  on  his  appointments  like  a  baseball  team  manager  talks  about 
his  roster  reflects  a  growing  recognition  of  how  much  of  an  impact  the  people  he 
surrounds  himself  can  have  on  policy  outcomes. 

Later  in  the  interview,  for  example,  Trump  criticized  Jerome  Powell,  his  pick  for 
Federal  Reserve  chair,  and  critiqued  monetary  policy.  “I'm  not  happy  with  his 
actions,”  the  president  said.  “No,  I  don't  think  he's  done  a  good  job.” 

But  he  defended  his  national  security  adviser,  saying  he  likes  to  hear  a  mix  of 
perspectives  from  his  inner  circle.  “Yeah,  John  Bolton  is  absolutely  a  hawk,”  Trump 
said.  “If  it  was  up  to  him,  he'd  take  on  the  whole  world  at  one  time,  okay?  But  that 
doesn't  matter  because  I  want  both  sides.” 

No  one  has  ever  fully  grasped  the  burdens  of  the  presidency  until  they  got  the  job, 
even  the  sons  of  former  presidents.  There’s  a  Herculean  learning  curve  for  any 
occupant  of  the  Oval  Office.  But  many  have  been  more  prepared  for  the 
challenges  they  would  face  than  Trump,  the  first  president  in  U.S.  history 
with  no  prior  governing  or  military  experience.  They  got  some  sense  while 
leading  states,  or  Senate  offices,  of  how  to  effectively  pull  the  levers  of  power  in 
the  federal  government.

-  Trump  promised  he  would  hire  only  “the  best  people”  to  work  in  his 
administration,  but  he’s  given  critics  ample  cause  to  question  that  claim 
throughout  the  past  two-and-a-half  years.  When  Patrick  Shanahan  withdrew 
last  week  from  consideration  to  be  secretary  of  defense  in  the  face  of  reports 
about  domestic  violence  incidents  within  his  family,  it  raised  questions  that  still  have 
not  been  answered  about  why  those  episodes  never  came  up  when  he  was 
confirmed  to  be  the  No.  2  person  at  the  Pentagon. 

This  administration  has  suffered  historic  turnover,  from  the  senior  ranks  of  the 
White  House  to  the  Cabinet.  And  there’s  lots  of  people  like  Ronny  Jackson,  Andy 
Puzder  and  Stephen  Moore  who  never  got  the  jobs  Trump  wanted  to  put  them  up 
for. 

-  Axios  obtained  nearly  100  internal  Trump  transition  vetting  documents. 

Prepared  by  researchers  at  the  Republican  National  Committee  after  Chris  Christie 
was  fired  as  the  head  of  the  transition  team  immediately  after  the  election,  these 
documents  identify  a  host  of  “red  flags”  about  officials  who  went  on  to  get  top  jobs 
in  the  government.  Here  are  some  of  the  most  striking  nuggets  from  the 
leaked  documents,  per  Jonathan  Swan.  Juliet  Bartz.  Alavna  Treene  and  Orion 
Rummler: 

“Seema  Verma,  who  Trump  appointed  as  the  Administrator  of  the  Centers  for 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services,  had  this  paragraph  near  the  top  of  her  vetting 


form:  ‘Verma  was  simultaneously  advising  Indiana  ($3.5  million  in  contracts)  on 
issues  impacting  how  it  would  spend  Medicaid  funds  while  she  was  also  being  paid 
by  a  client  that  received  Medicaid  funds.  Ethics  experts  have  called  the 
arrangement  a  conflict  of  interest  that  potentially  put  Indiana  taxpayers  at  risk.’ 

“Sonny  Perdue,  Trump's  pick  for  Agriculture  Secretary,  had  a  vetting  form  with 
sections  labeled  ‘Business  conflicts  of  interest’  and  ‘Family  conflicts  of  interest.’  It 
noted  that  ‘Perdue  is  the  owner  of  Houston  Fertilizer  and  Grain,  a  company  that 
has  received  contracts  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture.’  ...  One  heading  in  the 
document  about  Kris  Kobach,  in  the  running  for  Homeland  Security  Secretary, 
listed  ‘white  supremacy’  as  a  vulnerability.  It  cited  accusations  from  past  political 
opponents  that  he  had  ties  to  white  supremacist  groups.  . . . 

“Scott  Pruitt,  who  ultimately  lost  his  job  as  EPA  Administrator  because  of  serial 
ethical  abuses  and  clubbiness  with  lobbyists,  had  a  section  in  his  vetting  form  titled 
‘allegations  of  coziness  with  big  energy  companies.’  Tom  Price,  who  ultimately 
resigned  as  Health  and  Human  Services  Secretary  after  Trump  lost  confidence  in 
him  in  part  for  stories  about  his  use  of  chartered  flights,  had  sections  in  his  dossier 
flagging  ‘criticisms  of  management  ability’  and  ‘Dysfunction  And  Division  Has 
Haunted  Price's  Leadership  Of  The  House  Budget  Committee.’  Mick  Mulvaney, 
who  became  Trump's  Budget  Director  and  is  now  his  acting  chief  of  staff,  has  a 
striking  assortment  of  ‘red  flags,’  including  his  assessment  that  Trump  ‘is  not  a  very 
good  person.’ 

“Traditionally,  any  would-be  top  official  faces  three  types  of  vetting:  an  FBI 
background  check,  a  scrub  for  financial  conflicts  of  interest  from  the  Office  of 
Government  Ethics,  and  a  deep  dive  from  the  president-elect's  political  team,  which 
veteran  Washington  lawyers  often  handle,”  Axios  notes.  “According  to  sources  on 
the  RNC  vetting  team,  senior  Trump  officials  asked  them  to  do  an  initial  ‘scrub’  of 
the  public  record  before  Trump  met  the  contenders.  But  in  many  cases  —  for 
example  the  misguided  choice  of  Puzder  as  Labor  Secretary  —  this  RNC  ‘scrub’  of 
public  sources  was  the  only  substantial  vetting  in  Trump's  possession  when  he 
announced  his  picks.”

--  Sen.  Bernie  Sanders  (l-Vt.)  will  propose  canceling  the  entire  $1.6  trillion  in 
U.S.  student  loan  debt.  Jeff  Stein  reports:  “Sanders  is  proposing  the  federal 
government  pay  to  wipe  clean  the  student  debt  held  by  45  million  Americans  — 
including  all  private  and  graduate  school  debt  —  as  part  of  a  package  that  also 
would  make  public  universities,  community  colleges  and  trade  schools  tuition-free. 
Sanders  is  proposing  to  pay  for  these  plans  with  a  tax  on  Wall  Street  [transactions] 
that  his  campaign  says  will  raise  more  than  $2  trillion  over  10  years,  though  some 


tax  experts  give  lower  revenue  estimates.  ...  This  is  truly  a  revolutionary  proposal,’ 
said  Sanders,  who  is  announcing  the  plan  with  the  support  of  Rep.  Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez  (N.Y.)  and  a  handful  of  other  House  Democrats.” 

Sen.  Elizabeth  Warren  (D-Mass.)  has  proposed  $640  billion  in  student  debt 
forgiveness,  and  former  housing  secretary  Julian  Castro  introducing  a  more  modest 
debt  forgiveness  plan.  All  these  proposals  have  raised  strong  objections,  including 
from  moderate  Democrats,  for  giving  taxpayer  subsidies  to  educated  Americans 
who,  on  average,  have  higher  earnings  than  those  with  only  a  high  school  degree.

The  death  of  Nipsey  Hussle  has  led  to  peace  talks  between  the  Bloods 
and  the  Crips  in  Los  Angeles.  Gang  leaders  met  for  two  hours  of 
negotiations  and  agreed  on  a  tentative  cease-fire  after  being  inspired  by  the 
sight  of  gang  rivals  coming  together  to  pay  tribute  to  the  rapper.  (Los  Angeles 
Times) 

2.  The  Agriculture  Department  is  refusing  to  publicize  dozens  of 
government-funded  studies  that  show  the  dangers  of  climate  change. 

The  studies  range  from  a  discovery  that  rice  loses  vitamins  in  a  carbon-rich 
environment  to  a  finding  that  climate  change  could  exacerbate  allergy  seasons 


to  a  warning  to  farmers  about  the  reduction  in  quality  of  grasses  important  for 
raising  cattle.  (Politico) 

3.  Scientists  recorded  a  video  of  the  elusive  giant  squid,  the  first  time  the 
marine  monster  has  been  filmed  in  U.S.  waters.  The  squid  was  spotted  749 
meters  below  the  surface  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  It  took  a  23-person-crew 
using  specialized  equipment  to  capture  the  footage.  (Kayla  Epstein) 

4.  As  Republicans  in  the  Oregon  state  Senate  remain  in  hiding  to  avoid 
voting  on  a  bill  that  would  cap  greenhouse  emissions,  a  number  of  right- 
wing  militias  showed  up  at  the  state  capitol  in  Salem  vowing  to  “protect” 
the  missing  lawmakers.  A  spokesperson  for  the  Republican  lawmakers  said 
the  senators  are  not  accepting  the  help  of  the  militias.  (The  Guardian) 

5.  An  Indian  city  of  nearly  5  million  people  is  running  out  of  water.  New 
satellite  images  show  that  the  bodies  of  water  in  Chennai,  one  of  the  biggest 
cities  in  the  country,  are  quickly  running  dry.  (New  York  Times) 

6.  A  10th  American  man  died  while  vacationing  in  the  Dominican  Republic. 
The  man,  a  New  Yorker,  died  earlier  this  month,  a  U.S.  State  Department 
official  said.  No  more  details  were  offered  on  his  identity  or  the  cause  of 
death.  (CNN) 

7.  A  woman  woke  up  alone  on  a  dark,  parked  plane  after  falling  asleep 
while  flying  from  Quebec  to  Toronto.  Air  Canada  said  it  is  investigating  the 
incident,  during  which  the  woman  said  she  woke  up  “freezing  cold”  and  still 
strapped  to  her  seat.  (BBC) 

8.  A  court  in  England  ordered  that  a  mentally  disabled  woman  must  have 
an  abortion  against  her  and  her  mother’s  wishes.  The  unidentified  woman, 
who  is  22  weeks  pregnant,  has  the  mental  capacity  of  a  6-  to  9-year-old  child, 
evidence  showed.  The  judge  called  the  decision  “heartbreaking”  but  said  it  was 
made  in  the  best  interests  of  the  woman.  (New  York  Times) 

9.  The  Toronto  Raptors  will  probably  pass  on  a  White  House  visit.  No  NBA 
champion  has  visited  the  White  House  since  the  Cleveland  Cavaliers  in  2016, 
when  Barack  Obama’s  second  term  was  winding  down.  Justin  Trudeau,  the 
prime  minister  of  Canada,  quickly  invited  the  Raptors,  the  first  team  outside 
the  United  States  to  win  an  NBA  title,  to  Parliament  Hill  in  Ottawa.  (Cindy 
Boren) 


Trump  delays  planned  ICE  raids

--  “Trump’s  erratic  policy  moves  put  national  security  at  risk,  experts  warn.” 

by  Felicia  Sonmez  and  David  J.  Lynch:  “Trump’s  approach  on  three  issues  — 
U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  raids,  Mexican  tariffs  and  Iran  —  is 
politically  risky  for  the  president,  who  is  increasingly  employing  brinkmanship  in  an 
effort  to  achieve  key  policy  goals.  ...  The  results  of  Trump’s  strategy  on  policy  have 
been  mixed  at  best  ...  Trump’s  announcement  that  he  had  directed  ICE  agents  to 
conduct  mass  arrests  of  migrant  families  that  have  received  deportation  orders  — 
and  subsequent  two-week  delay  of  the  operation  —  appears  to  have  fallen  flat  so 
far.  Democrats  have  responded  not  by  scrambling  to  the  negotiating  table  but 
rather  by  accusing  him  of  government  by  hostage-taking.” 

-  Despite  the  delay  of  the  ICE  raids,  immigrant  communities  are  still 
mobilizing  and  preparing  for  potential  roundups.  Maria  Sacchetti.  Nick  Miroff. 
Rob  Kuznia  and  Arelis  R.  Hernandez  report:  “’We’re  ready.  We’re  going  to  be 
vigilant,’  said  Richard  Morales,  director  of  the  immigrant  rights  campaign  for  Faith  in 
Action,  a  national  faith-based  network  in  more  than  20  states.  ‘Whether  it  happens 
today  or  it  happens  in  two  weeks,  our  congregation,  our  clergy,  they’re  ready  to 
respond.’  ...  Trump’s  threats  jarred  immigrant  communities  nationwide  in  recent 
days.  In  the  Washington  area,  five  church  congregations  readied  to  offer  sanctuary 
to  immigrants  facing  deportation,  and  advocates  lined  up  volunteers  to  take  their 
children  to  doctors’  appointments  or  summer  school.  In  Chicago,  workers 
canvassed  immigrant  neighborhoods  handing  out  informational  cards,  accompanied 
by  the  new  mayor,  Lori  Lightfoot,  who  told  local  media  she  had  a  message  for 
Trump:  ‘Back  off.’” 


--  Trump  postponed  the  raids  before  the  launch  of  a  “Trump  for  Latinos” 
effort,  and  some  don't  think  it's  a  coincidence.  From  PBS  News’s  Meredith 
Lee:  “Vice  President  Mike  Pence  is  scheduled  to  be  in  Miami,  one  of  the  10  cities 
where  ICE  planned  to  conduct  its  operations,  for  the  Trump  for  Latinos’  campaign 
to  embrace  Hispanic  voters.  Thomas  Wenski,  Archbishop  of  Miami,  said  while  the 
postponement  may  provide  some  ‘reprieve,’  though  ‘not  a  solution,’  he  does  not 
doubt  the  optics  of  Pence  campaigning  in  Miami  while  the  raids  were  still  happening 
was  ‘likely  a  factor’  in  Trump’s  decision  to  postpone.” 

-  Three  children  and  one  woman  have  been  found  dead  near  the  Rio 
Grande.  Tim  Elfrink  reports:  “The  dead  included  one  toddler,  two  infants  and  an 
approximately  20-year-old  woman,  said  Hidalgo  County  Sheriff  Eddie  Guerra  in  a 
late-night  tweet.  The  woman  and  children  were  found  in  an  area  notorious  for  illegal 
border  crossings  and  drug  trafficking,  authorities  said.  Their  cause  of  death  is  still 
under  investigation,  as  are  their  identities.” 

--  A  second  military  service  member  assigned  to  help  secure  the  U.S.-Mexico 
border  has  died  in  southern  Arizona.  From  the  Arizona  Republic:  “Officials  at 
Peterson  Air  Force  Base  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  said  in  a  statement  that 
the  military  service  member  with  the  Southwest  Border  Support  Mission  was  found 
dead  Sunday  near  Ajo,  Arizona.  They  say  the  incident  is  under  investigation,  but 
foul  play  isn't  suspected.  The  name  of  the  military  service  member  wasn't  released. 
...  The  base  previously  announced  the  June  1  death  of  another  military  service 
member  near  Nogales,  Arizona,  who  also  was  assigned  to  the  Southwest  Border 
Support  Mission.  Base  officials  said  foul  play  wasn't  suspected  in  that  death 
either.” 

-  One  of  the  lawyers  who  interviewed  a  group  of  migrant  children  detained 
at  a  Texas  facility  said  the  team  was  so  disturbed  by  what  they  saw  that  they 
decided  to  go  to  the  media.  From  The  New  Yorker’s  Isaac  Chotiner:  “So,  on 
Wednesday,  we  received  reports  from  children  of  a  lice  outbreak  in  one  of  the  cells 
where  there  were  about  twenty-five  children,  and  what  they  told  us  is  that  six  of  the 
children  were  found  to  have  lice.  And  so  they  were  given  a  lice  shampoo,  and  the 
other  children  were  given  two  combs  and  told  to  share  those  two  combs,  two  lice 
combs,  and  brush  their  hair  with  the  same  combs,  which  is  something  you  never  do 
with  a  lice  outbreak.  And  then  what  happened  was  one  of  the  combs  was  lost,  and 
Border  Patrol  agents  got  so  mad  that  they  took  away  the  children’s  blankets  and 
mats.  They  weren’t  allowed  to  sleep  on  the  beds,  and  they  had  to  sleep  on  the 
floor  on  Wednesday  night  as  punishment  for  losing  the  comb.  So  you  had  a  whole 
cell  full  of  kids  who  had  beds  and  mats  at  one  point,  not  for  everybody  but  for  most 
of  them,  who  were  forced  to  sleep  on  the  cement.” 


--  A  doctor  who  was  granted  access  to  the  largest  CBP  detention  facility  in 
the  country  compared  conditions  there  for  unaccompanied  children  to 
“torture  facilities.”  ABC  News’s  Serena  Marshall.  Lana  Zak  and  Jennifer  Metz 
report:  “After  assessing  39  children  under  the  age  of  18,  [Dr.  Dolly  Lucio  Sevier] 
described  conditions  for  unaccompanied  minors  at  the  McAllen  facility  as  including 
‘extreme  cold  temperatures,  lights  on  24  hours  a  day,  no  adequate  access  to 
medical  care,  basic  sanitation,  water,  or  adequate  food.’  All  the  children  who  were 
seen  showed  evidence  of  trauma,  Lucio  Sevier  reported,  and  the  teens  spoke  of 
having  no  access  to  hand  washing  during  their  entire  time  in  custody.  She 
compared  it  to  being  ‘tantamount  to  intentionally  causing  the  spread  of  disease.’  In 
an  interview  with  ABC  News,  Lucio  Sevier  said  the  facility  ‘felt  worse  than  jail.’  ‘It 
just  felt,  you  know,  lawless,’  she  said.  ‘I  mean,  imagine  your  own  children  there.  I 
can't  imagine  my  child  being  there  and  not  being  broken.’” 

--  Japanese  internment  camp  survivors  protested  outside  a  fortified  U.S. 
Army  post  at  Ft.  Sill,  the  site  of  a  World  War  ll-era  detention  camp  to  which 
the  Trump  administration  wants  to  send  1,400  migrant  children.  From  the  Los 
Angeles  Times:  “'We  are  here  today  to  protest  the  repetition  of  history,’  proclaimed 
camp  survivor  Satsuki  Ina,  75,  of  San  Francisco,  one  of  about  two  dozen  former 
internees  and  their  descendants  in  attendance.  Met  by  uniformed  military  police, 
the  protesters,  some  in  their  80s,  were  told  they  did  not  have  permission  to 
congregate  and  might  face  arrest.  ‘You  need  to  move  right  now!’  one  of  the 
officers  shouted.  ‘What  don’t  you  understand?  It’s  English:  Get  out.’  But  the 
survivors,  carrying  thousands  of  origami  cranes  as  a  symbol  of  solidarity,  refused 
to  leave  until  police  from  adjacent  Lawton,  Okla.,  arrived  and  let  them  speak.  They 
then  moved  to  a  park  where  a  crowd  of  about  200  was  waiting.” 

-  Illinois  Gov.  JB  Pritzker  (D)  signed  a  bill  that  bans  private  immigration 
detention  centers  in  the  state.  Pritzker  said  that  he  won’t  allow  private 
companies  to  profit  off  Trump’s  immigration  policies.  He  also  signed  a  bill  banning 
local  police  from  assisting  in  federal  immigration  enforcement.  (NBC  Chicago) 

-  The  Michigan  Republican  Party  headquarters  was  tagged  with  anti-ICE 
graffiti  this  weekend.  “The  state  party  believes  it  may  have  been  a  personal 
attack  on  Chairwoman  Laura  Cox,  who  served  a  significant  portion  of  her  career  as 
an  ICE  agent,"  the  Detroit  News’s  Beth  LeBlanc  reports. 

-  A  member  of  a  far-right  group  that  privately  patrolled  southern  New 
Mexico  and  detained  migrants  has  been  charged  with  allegedly 
impersonating  a  federal  officer.  From  the  Las  Cruces  Sun  News’s  Lucas 
Peerman:  “James  Christopher  Benvie,  44,  of  Albany,  Minnesota,  could  face  up  to 
three  years  in  prison  if  convicted  on  both  counts.  ...  Benvie,  who  has  been  a 


spokesperson  for  at  least  two  ‘patriot’  groups,  was  arrested  this  week  by  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigations  and  the  Logan  County  Sheriff's  Office  in  Guthrie, 
Oklahoma.  . . .  The  United  Constitutional  Patriots,  an  armed  civilian  group  patrolling 
the  U.S.- Mexico  border  in  the  Sunland  Park  area,  made  national  headlines  after 
Benvie  live-streamed  a  video  on  Facebook  showing  the  group's  members  detaining 
more  than  300  migrants.  The  video  was  posted  April  16.” 

--  The  Texas  Tribune  gathered  a  list  of  organizations  that  are  mobilizing  to 
help  kids  who  were  separated  from  their  parents  at  the  border,  as  well  as 

asylum  seekers. 

--  "I'm  a  journalist  but  I  didn't  fully  realize  the  terrible  power  of  U.S.  border 

officials  until  they  violated  my  rights  and  privacy."  by  the  Intercept's  Seth 
Harp:  "Austin  is  where  I  was  born  and  raised,  and  I  usually  get  waved  through 
immigration  after  one  or  two  questions.  I’m  also  a  white  man.  ...  This  time,  when 
my  turn  came  to  show  my  passport,  the  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection 
officer  was  more  aggressive  than  usual  in  his  questioning.  I  told  him  I’d  been  in 
Mexico  for  seven  days  for  work,  that  I  was  a  journalist,  and  that  I  travel  to  Mexico 
often,  as  he  could  see  from  my  passport.  That  wasn’t  enough  for  him,  though.  He 
wanted  to  know  the  substance  of  the  story  I  was  currently  working  on,  which  didn’t 
sit  right  with  me.  I  tried  to  skirt  the  question,  but  he  came  back  to  it,  pointedly.  I 
was  going  on  three  hours  of  sleep,  and  I  hadn’t  had  anything  to  eat  in  the  last  12 
hours  besides  some  popcorn  and  peanuts  and  a  Monster  energy  drink.  Had  my 
blood  sugar  been  higher,  I  might  have  cheerfully  told  him.  Instead,  I  muttered 
something  about  not  having  a  legal  obligation,  under  the  circumstances,  to  disclose 
the  contents  of  my  reporting.  The  agent,  whose  name  was  Moncivias,  said  we 
would  see  about  that.  He  asked  me  to  follow  him  into  the  secondary  screening 
area."

Buttigieg  confronted  at  town  hall  over  fatal  police  shooting  of  a  black  man 


MORE  ON  2020: 


--  Back  home  in  South  Bend,  Ind.,  Mayor  Pete  Buttigieg  faced  an  escalating 
leadership  test  during  an  emotional  town  hall  last  night.  He's  struggling  to 
smooth  the  city’s  pain  caused  by  the  killing  of  a  black  man  by  a  white  police 
officer.  CNN’s  Dan  Merica  and  Donald  Judd  report:  “The  shooting  of  Eric  Jack 
Logan,  who  police  alleged  was  breaking  into  cars  and  wielding  a  knife  when  he 
was  shot  by  officer  Ryan  O'Neill  last  Sunday,  has  roiled  the  Indiana  community, 
putting  the  spotlight  on  years  of  racial  tension  between  the  South  Bend  Police 
Department  and  the  city's  African  American  residents.  . . .  The  free-wheeling  town 
hall  —  which  included  a  mix  of  questions,  storytelling  and  protesting  from  attendees 
who  spoke  to  the  mayor  —  focused  on  how  the  police  department  has  interacted 
with  the  community  for  years,  long  before  the  shooting.  ...  The  mayor,  sitting  on 
stage  with  South  Bend  Police  Chief  Scott  Ruszkowski,  responded  to  the  heated 
questions  and  direct  criticism  by  admitting  failure  on  a  number  of  fronts.” 

-  “The  emergence  of  race  as  a  central  issue  in  recent  days,  on  the 
presidential  campaign  as  well  as  in  Washington,  has  underscored  the 
increasingly  important  role  the  subject  is  playing  in  the  Democratic  Party  in 
the  age  of  Trump  and  is  pressuring  the  Democratic  candidates  to 
demonstrate  their  awareness  and  grasp  of  racial  matters,”  Annie  Linskev 
reports  from  Richmond.  “Such  issues  have  long  played  a  big  role  in  Democratic 
politics.  But  the  sense  among  many  black  voters  that  Trump  has  been  particularly 
dismissive  of  their  concerns,  coming  directly  after  the  tenure  of  the  first  black 
president,  has  put  racial  matters  at  the  forefront  of  the  political  discussion,  even  as 
Democrats  are  more  keenly  aware  of  their  reliance  on  the  African  American 
electorate. 


‘“People  finally  recognize  the  significance  of  the  black  vote,’  said  Rep.  Karen 
Bass  (D-Calif.),  the  chair  of  the  Congressional  Black  Caucus  who  visited  the 
former  capital  of  the  Confederacy  on  Saturday  to  celebrate  a  landmark 
event:  the  renaming  of  a  major  thoroughfare  here  for  black  tennis  champion 
Arthur  Ashe.  Bass  and  others  said  that,  while  several  politicians  have  fumbled  the 
issue  in  recent  days,  they  welcome  the  renewed  focus  on  race.  ‘You  have  race 
front-and-center  in  the  presidential  campaign,’  Bass  said.  ‘I  find  that  to  be  helpful, 
even  if  they  stumble  over  it,  even  if  they  say  things  that  are  not  particularly  helpful. 
The  fact  that  people  know  now  they  have  to  talk  about  race  is  progress,  as  far  as 
I’m  concerned.’” 

-  In  South  Carolina,  Sen.  Kamala  Harris  (D-Calif.)  is  still  looking  for  her 
political  niche.  Chelsea  Janes  reports:  “Throughout  the  weekend,  she  cast  herself 
as  a  candidate  of  action,  seeming  to  embrace  the  notion  that  the  Harris  brand  is 
one  built  on  practicality  as  much  as  any  sort  of  sweeping  vision.  ‘I  think  it’s 
important  to  have  grand  and  broad  ideas  for  how  to  fix  this  world,’  Harris  told 
voters  at  a  Friday  night  meet-and-greet.  ‘But  it’s  also  important,  and  I  believe  for 
me  it’s  a  priority,  how  can  I  address  the  things  that  wake  people  up  in  the  middle  of 
the  night?’  ...  In  a  crowded  field  in  which  Sanders’s  Democratic  socialism  and 
Warren’s  heavily  regulated  capitalism  are  elbowing  for  supremacy  on  the  far  left 
and  Biden  is  positioning  himself  as  a  centrist  best  positioned  to  beat  Trump,  Harris 
is  known  more  for  her  prosecutorial  performance  in  Senate  hearings  than  she  is  for 
advocating  any  particular  approach  to  policy.  ...  The  result,  so  far,  is  a  policy 
portfolio  that  often  seems  comprised  of  one-off  announcements  that  put  her  largely 
in  line  with  long-held,  mainstream  Democratic  positions.” 

--  Biden  laid  out  his  immigration  plan  in  an  op-ed  for  the  Miami  Herald.  In  it, 

he  calls  on  Congress  to  extend  citizenship  to  "Dreamers,"  promises  investment  on 
border  security  through  improved  screening  procedures  and  border  technology,  and 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  investments  and  partnerships  made  throughout  Latin 
America  and  the  Caribbean  to  address  challenges  that  may  increase  migration. 

--  “How  a  grieving  mom  changed  Kirsten  Gillibrand’s  stance  on  guns,”  by 

Robert  Samuels:  “Jennifer  Pryear  waited  for  her.  She  held  a  photograph  of  her 
daughter,  Nyasia  Pryear-Yard.  She  wasn’t  sure  she  wanted  to  meet  a  politician. 
‘She’s  not  from  Brooklyn.  She’s  from  upstate.  She  likes  guns,’  Pryear  remembered 
thinking.  ‘But  then  I  thought,  if  I  could  use  my  tragedy  to  make  a  difference,  it  would 
be  worth  it.’  It  was  February  2009,  two  weeks  after  Gillibrand  had  been  appointed 
to  replace  Hillary  Clinton  in  the  Senate  and  three  weeks  since  Nyasia,  17,  left  the 
house  to  go  to  a  dance  party.  Someone  started  shooting,  and  a  bullet  struck 
Nyasia,  killing  her.  Pryear  showed  Gillibrand  the  picture  and  begged  her  to  support 
stricter  gun-control  measures.  To  Pryear’s  surprise,  her  pleas  seemed  to  work. 


Gillibrand  looked  into  the  mother’s  eyes  and  promised,  ‘Your  daughter’s  death 
won’t  be  in  vain.’” 

--  Former  congressman  Joe  Sestak  (D-Pa.)  said  he  is  running  for  president. 

Felicia  Sonmez  reports:  “Sestak  first  drew  national  attention  in  2010  when  he 
waged  a  primary  challenge  against  then-Sen.  Arlen  Specter,  who  had  switched 
parties  to  run  for  reelection  as  a  Democrat.  The  Obama  White  House,  in  an  effort 
to  dissuade  Sestak  from  running,  dispatched  former  president  Bill  Clinton  to  offer 
Sestak  an  unpaid  position  on  a  presidential  advisory  board  if  he  dropped  out  of  the 
race.  Sestak  said  no.  He  bested  Specter  in  the  primary  and  later  lost  to  Republican 
Pat  Toomey  in  the  general  election.  Sestak  pursued  another  Senate  bid  against 
Toomey  in  2016,  during  which  he  walked  alone  across  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.” 
That  time,  he  lost  the  Democratic  primary. 

--  Democrats  are  not  talking  about  the  big  health-care  worries  voters  have. 

Amy  Goldstein  reports:  “The  disconnect  between  those  views  and  candidates’ 
talking  points  has  left  voters  such  as  Democrat  Ron  Jungling  of  Raleigh,  N.C., 
eager  for  a  nominee  who  can  defeat  President  Trump  —  but  feeling  his  party  is  not 
speaking  to  him  on  a  centrally  important  issue.  ‘I  don’t  think  it’s  probably  the  right 
time  to  push  Medicare-for-all,’  said  Jungling,  57,  an  electrical  engineer  whose  wife, 
an  insurance  broker,  has  enrolled  uninsured  clients  in  Affordable  Care  Act  health 
plans.  His  in-laws  just  went  into  an  assisted-living  facility  that  costs  $20,000  a 
month.  ‘Medicare-for-all  would  be  great  if  we  could  do  the  other  side  of  the  coin  — 
get  the  cost  down,’  Jungling  said.  ‘I  don’t  see  that  happening  here.’” 

--  Republicans  are  launching  a  new  fundraising  portal.  Politico’s  Alex  Isenstadt 
reports:  “WinRed  is  being  billed  as  the  GOP’s  answer  to  the  Democratic  Party’s 
ActBlue,  which  has  already  amassed  over  $174  million  this  year.  The  new  tool  is 
intended  to  reshape  the  GOP’s  fundraising  apparatus  by  creating  a  centralized, 
one-stop  shop  for  online  Republican  giving,  which  the  party  has  lacked  to  this  point. 
...  The  most  unexpected  stumbling  block  surrounded  the  initial  decision  to  dub  the 
new  product  ‘Patriot  Pass.’  The  name  was  abruptly  dropped  after  New  England 
Patriots  owner  Robert  Kraft  told  the  president  that  the  processor  sounded  too 
much  like  his  football  team.”

DEBATE  WEEK: 

--  The  Boston  Globe  had  a  great  read  on  its  Sunday  front  page  about  how 
high  school  debate  was  Elizabeth  Warren’s  ticket  out  of  Oklahoma.  Liz 

Herring,  as  she  was  known  then,  won  the  state  championship  her  senior  year  and 
got  a  debate  scholarship  to  George  Washington  University.  She  came  up  with  novel 
arguments  to  beat  the  boys  who  came  from  money  and  spent  their  summers  at 
debate  camps.  “At  the  beginning  of  her  junior  year,  after  a  summer  taking  odd 
sewing  jobs  and  reading  Time  magazine  cover  to  cover  to  keep  up  with  the  news, 
Warren  faced  off  with  a  teammate  who  had  spent  the  previous  weeks  prepping  at 
a  nearby  college  debate  program.  The  coach  watched  closely  as  Warren  ripped 
Joe  Pryor  to  shreds,  snagging  his  spot  on  the  A  team,”  Jess  Bidgood  and  Liz 
Goodwin  write. 

“Fellow  debaters  described  Warren’s  style  as  a  sort  of  polished  brutality.  She 

could  tear  her  opponents’  ideas  apart  but  managed  to  do  so  without  ever  appearing 
mean  or  aggressive  —  a  big  ‘don’t’  for  female  debaters  at  the  time.  Warren  and 
[her  partner]  plopped  on  her  family’s  couch  three  or  four  nights  a  week,  sometimes 
late  into  the  night,  combing  through  documents  and  refining  their  arguments.  They 
tore  through  the  local  libraries,  sent  off  to  congressional  committees,  and  once 
even  contacted  George  Romney  —  the  father  of  Mitt  Romney  who  served  as 
governor  of  Michigan  and  the  executive  of  an  automobile  company  —  seeking 
information  to  buttress  a  case.  They  wrote  down  useful  nuggets  on  3x5  note  cards, 


which  team  members  lugged  in  metal  carrying  cases  so  heavy  that  some  wore  fur- 
lined  gloves  to  protect  their  hands.  The  top  debaters  were  always  in  an  arms  race 
to  get  the  best  information  and  make  the  best  arguments,’  Warren  said.  ... 

“One  day  while  studying  together,  Warren  and  (her  partner)  had  a 
breakthrough,  the  kind  of  thrill  only  a  debate  nerd  can  appreciate.  They  were 
building  a  case  for  requiring  compulsory  arbitration  in  labor  disputes,  which  was  the 
topic  for  all  debaters  that  year.  Unions  were  strong  in  1960s  America,  and  the 
logical  path  was  to  form  their  argument  around  the  idea  that  arbitration  should  be 
required  because  labor  had  too  much  power.  But  as  they  did  their  research,  the 
partners  realized  the  data  were  leading  them  somewhere  else  entirely.  Union 
membership  had  begun  to  erode  and  imports  and  automation  posed  a  threat  to 
their  ranks.  A  new  idea  occurred  to  the  duo:  What  if  they  argued  that  compulsory 
arbitration  was  needed  because  management  —  not  labor  —  had  too  much  power, 
and  needed  to  be  forced  to  the  table?  ...  It  was  a  unique  case,  a  curveball  that 
derailed  well-prepared  teams  . . .  and  Warren  is  still  proud  of  it  50  years  later. 

‘You’d  watch  people’s  heads  snap,’  she  said,  her  eyes  lit  up.” 

--  Warren  tapped  deep  into  her  academic  network  to  help  build  her  policy 
agenda.  Politico’s  Alex  Thompson  and  Theodoric  Meyer  report:  “Leafing  through 
Warren's  plans  posted  on  Medium,  voters  will  find  links  to  obscure  academic 
literature  from  places  like  the  Dusseldorf  Institute  for  Competition  Economics,  the 
Upjohn  Institute,  the  Journal  of  Applied  Business  and  Economics,  and  the  American 
Journal  of  Sociology.  . . .  Warren  is  also  frequently  in  touch  with  an  array  of 
academics,  including  several  of  her  former  students  —  slipping  naturally  from  easily 
digestible  campaign  trail  rhetoric  to  her  native  ivory  tower  vernacular.  . . .  The 
approach  has  produced  more  detailed  proposals  than  any  other  presidential  rival 
and,  to  the  surprise  of  even  some  in  Warren-world,  become  a  political  asset.  Her  ‘I 
have  a  plan  for  that’  rallying  cry  has,  improbably,  electrified  crowds  and  achieved 
meme  status.” 

-  Cue  the  “Rocky”  theme  song  --  the  2020  field  is  preparing  for  the  debates. 

The  Times’s  Alexander  Burns  reports:  “The  debates  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
nights,  and  another  two  at  the  end  of  July,  may  represent  the  first,  best  —  and  for 
some,  the  only  —  opportunity  to  stand  out  from  an  enormous  throng  of  competitors 
and  build  national  momentum  in  the  Democratic  primary.  If  these  debates  are 
designed  to  let  candidates  showcase  themselves  to  a  national  audience,  for  some 
they  could  end  up  serving  less  as  a  moment  of  introduction  than  as  a  farewell,  as 
they  separate  the  Democrats  capable  of  exciting  the  imaginations  of  primary  voters 
from  those  who  lack  that  gift.  More  than  half  of  the  candidates  debating  this  week 
risk  being  blocked  from  debates  starting  in  September  unless  they  can  significantly 
lift  their  polling  and  fund-raising  numbers  before  then.” 


--  Columnist  E.J.  Dionne  Jr.  has  some  advice  for  the  Democrats  in  their  first 
debates:  “Thursday  night  is  now  a  big  deal,  thanks  to  Biden’s  unforced  error  in 
hauling  his  relationships  with  onetime  senators  James  Eastland  and  Herman 
Talmadge  out  of  the  segregationist  past.  This  was  political  malpractice.  ...  With 
some  intense  face-to-face  campaigning  in  South  Carolina  and  support  from 
prominent  African  American  political  leaders,  Biden  sought  to  weather  the  storm 
over  the  weekend.  He’ll  have  to  work  hard  in  the  debate  to  reinforce  his  loyalists  in 
the  black  community  while  showing  all  Democrats  he  has  the  discipline  to  go  the 
distance.  If  you’re  in  a  lower  tier,  you  have  to  decide  on  the  one  thing  you  really 
want  voters  to  know  about  you  or  the  issue  you  want  to  push  to  the  fore.  For  some 
candidates,  that’s  relatively  easy.  Washington  Gov.  Jay  Inslee  will  be  talking 
climate  change,  while  Julian  Castro  and  Beto  O’Rourke  have  been  more  upfront 
than  anyone  on  immigration.”

--  Jeanine  Pirro,  the  host  of  one  of  Trump’s  favorite  Fox  News  shows,  has 
held  a  decades-long  friendship  with  the  president,  marked  by  transactional 
loyalty.  Ever  since  he  landed  in  the  White  House,  Pirro  has  become  Trump’s 
lifeline  back  to  the  brash  New  York  crowd  he  once  favored.  Sarah  Ellison 
reports:  “Trump  has  told  aides  that  in  the  White  House,  he  has  at  times  felt 
surrounded  by  people  he  cannot  trust,  people  who  are  aligned  with  him  for  their 
own  political  purposes.  He  doesn’t  worry  about  that  with  Pirro.  ‘She  is  one  of  the 
few  people  who  is  loyal  to  him  because  of  their  history,  not  because  she  wants 
something  from  him,’  said  a  former  senior  White  House  official.  ...  They  both  are 
New  Yorkers,  and  both  speak  in  a  very  common-sense  conservative  way  to  the 
American  people,’  said  David  Bossie,  an  early  Trump  campaign  adviser.  ‘Having 


come  from  the  same  world  and  same  generation,  they  understand  each  other 
completely.’  ...  Pirro’s  loyalty  to  Trump  has  occasionally  caused  her  problems 
inside  Fox.  Alongside  fellow  host  Sean  Hannity,  she  appeared  at  a  Trump  rally 
before  the  2018  midterm  elections.  Fox  management  warned  her  against 
participating  in  campaign  events.  But  her  pro-Trump  monologues  got  only  more 
fervently  supportive.  Like  her  friend,  she  responded  to  criticism  by  hitting  back 
harder  than  ever.  . . . 

“Before  she  was  one  of  Trump's  most  ardent  defenders  ...  Jeanine  Pirro  was 
a  crusader  for  crime  victims,  and  especially  for  women.  ...  In  1993,  Pirro  was 
elected  Westchester's  first  female  district  attorney.  . . .  She  became  more  famous 
than  any  Westchester  district  attorney  had  ever  been.  On  TV,  she  talked  about 
O.J.  Simpson  and  about  Robert  Durst,  the  Westchester  millionaire  suspected  of 
murdering  his  wife.  ...  In  2006,  Pirro  started  work  as  a  Fox  News  legal 
commentator.  ...  The  same  year,  Ailes  gave  Pirro  her  own  show:  ‘Justice  with 
Judge  Jeanine.’  Her  ties  to  Trump  boosted  the  show’s  ratings,  which  have  doubled 
since  his  election  . . .  Since  the  election,  the  president  has  dominated  Pirro’s  show 

-  as  object  of  her  praise,  subject  of  her  advice  and,  at  pivotal  moments,  as  a 
guest.  ...  In  the  White  House  and  on  Fox,  Pirro  has  steadfastly  encouraged  Trump 
to  press  harder  on  his  agenda  of  disruption  and  provocation.  . . .  Rumors  that 
Trump  might  bring  her  inside  have  mostly  cooled.  Trump  has  concluded, 
associates  say,  that  Pirro,  with  her  full-throated  defenses  of  him  on  Fox,  is 
of  more  use  there.” 

-  A  House  panel  warned  Kellyanne  Conway,  a  White  House  senior  adviser, 
that  it  could  subpoena  her  testimony  if  she  doesn’t  appear  at  a  scheduled 
hearing  this  week  focused  on  her  alleged  violations  of  the  Hatch  Act.  From 
Reuters:  “The  hearing  was  scheduled  after  the  Office  of  Special  Counsel,  a  U.S. 
government  watchdog  agency,  earlier  this  month  recommended  Conway  be  fired 
for  repeatedly  violating  the  Hatch  Act  by  disparaging  Democratic  presidential 
candidates  while  speaking  in  her  official  capacity  during  television  interviews  and  on 
social  media.” 

-  The  White  House  is  expected  to  block  former  top  aide  Annie  Donaldson 
from  answering  the  House  Judiciary  Committee’s  written  questions  about 
her  time  as  a  deputy  to  former  White  House  Counsel  Don  McGahn.  Politico’s 
Andrew  Desiderio  reports:  “Donaldson,  who  was  a  central  witness  in  ...  Mueller’s 
investigation,  struck  a  deal  with  the  committee  that  would  allow  her  to  submit 
written  responses  instead  of  showing  up  for  her  scheduled  public  testimony  on 
Monday.  Donaldson  is  pregnant  and  lives  in  Alabama,  her  attorney  Sandra  Moser 
said,  adding  that  it’s  difficult  for  her  to  travel  to  Washington  at  this  time.  ...  But  the 
White  House,  which  has  been  involved  in  the  negotiations,  is  expected  to  assert  its 


claims  that  former  aides  have  ‘absolute  immunity’  from  testifying  to  Congress  about 
their  service  in  the  White  House.  ...  Democrats  have  said  that  claim  is  legally 
baseless  and  are  vowing  to  defeat  it  in  federal  court.”

THE  NEW  WORLD  ORDER: 

-  North  Korea  said  Kim  Jong  Un  received  an  “excellent”  letter  from  Trump 
and  he  is  now  seriously  considering  what  the  president  had  to  say,  weeks 
after  Trump  said  he  received  a  “beautiful  letter”  from  Kim.  Simon  Denver 
reports:  “The  White  House  confirmed  a  letter  had  been  sent,  and  there  was 
speculation  that  the  exchange  of  letters  could  pave  the  way  for  a  third  summit 
between  the  two  leaders.  Trump  will  travel  to  South  Korea’s  capital,  Seoul,  June 
29-30,  and  some  experts  had  suggested  he  might  even  try  to  arrange  a  meeting 
with  Kim  at  the  border  between  North  and  South  Korea  —  although  that  would  give 
the  two  sides  no  time  to  prepare.” 

-  Trump  brushed  off  calls  to  investigate  journalist  Jamal  Khashoggi’s  death. 

Kayla  Epstein  reports:  “On  ‘Meet  the  Press,’  Trump  revealed  that  he  recently  had 
‘a  great  conversation’  with  Saudi  Arabian  Crown  Prince  Mohammed  bin  Salman  in 
which  he  did  not  raise  the  issue  of  the  U.N.  report  or  Khashoggi’s  killing  in  October. 
‘I  think  it’s  been  heavily  investigated,’  Trump  said,  when  host  Chuck  Todd  asked 
whether  he  would  order  the  FBI  to  investigate,  as  the  United  Nations  has 
recommended.  ‘I’ve  seen  so  many  different  reports.’  ...  The  president  said  he 


remained  focused  on  the  business  and  strategic  relationship  with  Saudi  Arabia  ... 
‘I’m  not  like  a  fool  that  says,  ‘We  don’t  want  to  do  business  with  them,”  he  said 
when  pressed  about  the  humanitarian  concerns  raised  against  Saudi  Arabia’s 
leadership.  Take  their  money.  Take  their  money,  Chuck.’” 

--  Mike  Pompeo  is  in  Saudi  Arabia,  and  the  Iran  crisis  looms  over  his  trip. 

Carol  Morello  reports:  “Increasing  fears  of  a  military  confrontation  between  the 
United  States  and  Iran  have  changed  the  character  and  timing  of  Pompeo’s  week- 
long  trip.  It  initially  was  built  around  him  discussing  trade  in  India,  then  joining 
President  Trump  in  Japan  and  South  Korea,  to  talk  about  jump-starting  stalled 
nuclear  talks  with  Pyongyang.  But  at  the  last  minute,  stops  were  added  in  Saudi 
Arabia  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates.  The  change  reflected  the  likelihood  that  the 
crisis  with  Iran  is  not  over,  even  after  Trump  canceled  a  military  strike  on  the 
country.  ...  Pompeo  said  his  talks  with  the  Saudi  and  UAE  rulers  will  focus  on 
corralling  other  countries  into  a  coalition  that  ‘is  prepared  to  push  back  against  the 
world’s  largest  state  sponsor  of  terror.’” 

--  The  U.S.  is  planning  new  sanctions  on  Iran,  as  Europe  attempts  to  defuse 
tensions.  The  Wall  Street  Journal’s  Michael  R.  Gordon.  Ian  Talley  and  Laurence 
Norman  report:  “The  U.S.  is  seeking  ultimately  to  drive  the  Islamic  Republic’s  oil 
exports  to  zero.  It  has  more  recently  imposed  sanctions  on  Iran’s  industrial-metals 
sector  and  announced  major  sanctions  on  one  of  the  country’s  biggest 
petrochemical  companies.  ‘We’ve  done  very  massive  sanctions.  We’re  increasing 
the  sanctions  now,’  Mr.  Trump  told  NBC  over  the  weekend.  Iran  had  hoped  to 
spook  Mr.  Trump  and  other  nations  into  easing  Washington’s  financial  and 
economic  embargo  that  has  shocked  the  nation’s  economy,  U.S.  officials  and 
analysts  said.  Iranian  leaders,  those  people  said,  are  gambling  Mr.  Trump  is  so 
averse  to  a  direct  U.S.  war  with  Iran  that  he  will  slow  the  pace  of  new  sanctions, 
soften  global  enforcement  and  compromise  on  U.S.  demands  for  a  nuclear  and 
security  deal.” 

--  Trump  also  said  on  "Meet  the  Press"  that  he  “may”  discuss  election 
interference  with  Russian  President  Vladimir  Putin  during  the  G-20  summit  in 
Japan.  He  disputed  the  idea  that  his  comments  on  being  willing  to  accept  dirt  on 
potential  2020  opponents  from  foreign  countries  were  meant  to  encourage  Russia 
to  interfere  in  the  2020  election  as  it  did  during  the  2016  race:  “Oh,  that's  not  true. 
That's  not  true,”  he  said.  (Politico) 

-  A  Russian  intelligence  operation  is  suspected  of  spreading  fake  news 
about  Northern  Ireland.  The  campaign  has  reportedly  spread  false  information 
about  the  Real  Irish  Republican  Army  and  the  Democratic  Unionists  Party.  (Irish 
Times) 


--  In  Turkey,  President  Recep  Tayyip  Erdogan  suffered  perhaps  the  biggest 
defeat  of  his  political  career  as  his  candidate  for  Istanbul  mayor  lost  in  a 
repeat  election.  The  Times’s  Carlotta  Gail  reports:  “The  result  wrests  control  over 
Turkey’s  largest  city  from  Mr.  Erdogan  and  ends  his  party’s  25-year  dominance 
there.  Opponents  say  such  a  loss  cracks  the  president’s  aura  of  invincibility, 
showing  that  his  grip  on  power  after  16  years  is  weakening.  ...  Two  hours  after 
polls  closed,  Mr.  Erdogan’s  preferred  candidate,  Binali  Yildirim,  conceded  defeat 
on  national  television.  Mr.  Erdogan  acknowledged  the  result  an  hour  later.  . . . 
Besides  the  blow  to  Mr.  Erdogan’s  image  and  prestige,  the  loss  of  Istanbul  has 
practical  political  consequences  for  him,  analysts  said.  The  city  is  Mr.  Erdogan’s 
home  and  political  base,  where  he  began  his  political  career  as  mayor.” 

-  Jared  Kushner,  the  president’s  son-in-law  and  senior  adviser,  was 
supposed  to  bring  Israeli  and  Palestinian  leaders  together  during  a  U.S.- 
backed  investment  conference.  Neither  side  is  likely  to  show  up.  Anne 
Gearan.  Souad  Mekhennet  and  Lovedav  Morris  report:  “The  investment  and 
development  gathering  that  opens  Tuesday  in  Manama,  Bahrain,  includes  a  roster 
of  wealthy  and  powerful  figures  from  international  business  and  finance  ...  But  it  is 
short  on  regional  business  leaders,  a  primary  audience  for  Kushner’s  message  that 
local  economic  empowerment  can  do  more  for  Palestinians  than  what  he  sees  as  a 
moribund  political  leadership  fixed  on  outdated  ideas  and  unrealistic  demands.  . . . 
The  lack  of  Palestinian  and  Israeli  involvement  in  the  conference  is  the  latest 
illustration  of  the  difficulty  that  Kushner  and  the  administration  are  having  in 
establishing  any  momentum  for  their  peace  efforts  ...  Munib  al  Masri,  85,  the 
billionaire  industrialist  known  for  being  the  wealthiest  Palestinian,  said  he 
immediately  rejected  his  invitation.  ‘Our  problem  is  a  political  one,  not  an  economic 
one,’  he  said.  ‘We  have  dignity,  we  have  leadership,  and  they  don’t  want  to  go 
because  they  believe  America  is  not  an  honest  broker.’” 

--  Palestinians  want  a  deal  that  will  get  Israel  “off  our  backs.”  Al-Jazeera’s 
Mersiha  Gadzo  reports:  “Diana  Buttu  a  Haifa-based  analyst  and  former  legal 
adviser  to  Palestinian  peace  negotiators  told  Al  Jazeera,  They've  put  together  this 
optimal,  pie-in-the-sky  plan  that  any  person  who's  involved  in  economic 
development  would  love  to  see.  But  it's  not  applicable  to  Palestine  because  they've 
taken  away  the  political  context.’  ...  The  Palestinian  Authority,  which  exercises 
limited  rule  in  some  areas  of  the  West  Bank,  and  Hamas,  which  governs  Gaza, 
have  both  staunchly  rejected  the  plan.  ‘Is  Israel  ever  going  to  allow  for  the 
movement  of  goods?  No.  Is  Israel  going  to  allow  this  plan  to  be  implemented?  No. 
Can  there  be  economic  development  under  occupation?  Again,  the  answer  is  no,’ 
Buttu  said.” 


-  Cuba  is  facing  its  worst  economic  setback  in  years  now  as  stiffening  U.S. 


sanctions  choke  what  remains  of  the  island’s  economy.  Anthony  Faiola 
reports:  “Measures  taken  by  Washington  aimed  at  punishing  Cuba  for  supporting 
Venezuelan  President  Nicolas  Maduro  are  deepening  disruptions  to  foreign  supply 
chains,  scaring  off  some  of  the  Canadian  and  other  banks  that  have  helped  finance 
$2  billion  in  food  imports  annually,  according  to  industry  and  Trump  administration 
officials.  Facing  a  cash  and  credit  crunch,  the  Cuban  government  last  month 
reintroduced  broad  rationing,  giving  rise  to  several  weeks  of  what  many  here 
describe  as  the  longest  food  lines  since  Venezuelan  oil  and  aid  began  flowing  to  the 
island  during  the  early  2000s.  Following  new  U.S.  travel  restrictions  announced  this 
month,  cruise  ships  —  the  single  biggest  source  of  U.S.  visitors  to  Cuba  —  have 
begun  diverting  around  Cuban  ports,  offering  passengers  alternate  routes  or 
refunds.  Trump  administration  officials  calculate  that  their  punitive  steps  will  cut  the 
number  of  Americans  visiting  Cuba  by  more  than  half.  Nearly  600,000  visited  last 
year.” 

-  Huawei  is  preparing  for  a  long  battle  with  the  U.S.  Jeanne  Whalen  reports: 
“The  mood  around  Huawei’s  headquarters  in  southern  China  suggests  the  company 
is  girding  itself  for  a  future  in  which  the  United  States  is  more  bitter  rival  than  friend. 
Huawei  founder  and  chief  executive  Ren  Zhengfei  last  week  suggested  the  Trump 
administration’s  recent  move  to  cut  off  the  company’s  U.S.  suppliers  was  motivated 
not  by  a  desire  to  protect  national  security,  but  by  a  wish  to  check  a  fast-growing 
Chinese  rival.  ‘We  realized  when  we  reached  a  certain  level  there  would  be 
competition,  but  it  didn’t  occur  to  us  the  U.S.  government  would  be  so  determined 
to  take  such  extreme  measures  against  Huawei,’  said  Ren,  a  former  soldier  in  the 
People’s  Liberation  Army,  during  a  panel  discussion  June  17  at  company 
headquarters." 

--  The  U.S.  is  considering  requiring  that  all  5G  equipment  used  domestically 
be  designed  and  manufactured  outside  of  China.  The  Wall  Street  Journal’s  Stu 
Woo  and  Dustin  Volz  report:  “The  conversations  are  in  early  and  informal  stages, 
they  said.  The  executive  order  calls  for  a  list  of  proposed  rules  and  regulations  by 
the  150-day  deadline,  in  October;  so,  any  proposals  may  take  months  or  years  to 
adopt.  The  proposals  could  force  the  biggest  companies  that  sell  equipment  to  U.S. 
wireless  carriers,  Finland’s  Nokia  Corp.  and  Sweden’s  Ericsson,  to  move  major 
operations  out  of  China  to  service  the  U.S.,  which  is  the  biggest  market  in  the  $250 
billion-a-year  global  industry  for  telecom  equipment  and  related  services  and 
infrastructure.  There  is  no  major  U.S.  manufacturer  of  cellular  equipment.” 

--  Ethiopia’s  army  chief  and  three  other  officials  were  killed  in  a  renegade 
general’s  coup  attempt,  the  government  said.  Paul  Schemm  reports:  “Gunmen 
attacked  an  executive  meeting  of  the  Amhara  regional  state  in  the  city  of  Bahir  Dar 
on  Saturday  evening,  killing  its  president,  Ambachew  Mekonnen,  and  his  top 


adviser  and  grievously  injuring  the  regional  attorney  general.  Hours  later,  in  the 
capital  Addis  Ababa,  the  bodyguard  of  army  chief  of  staff  Gen.  Seare  Mekonnen 
opened  fire  on  him,  killing  the  general  and  an  associate.  Government 
spokeswoman  Bilene  Seyoum  blamed  the  attacks  on  a  recently  amnestied 
brigadier  general  who  had  been  imprisoned  for  his  political  views  by  the  previous 
government  several  years  before.”

The  foundation  ‘will  work  to  enact  legislation,  raise  funds  and  build  a 
Fallen  Journalists  Memorial  that  will  pay  tribute  to  the  reporters,  photojournalists, 
producers,  editors  and  others  who  have  died  while  performing  their  jobs  as 
journalists,’  according  to  the  group's  website.”

A  familiar  cast  returns  to  the  spotlight 


Consider  this  the  week  that  saw  major  players  return  to  the  fray. 

On  Tuesday,  President  Donald  Trump  did  the  inevitable  --  he  officially  kicked  off  his  reelection  campaign 
(even  though  he  technically  filed  to  run  for  reelection  the  same  day  he  was  sworn  in  for  his  first  term). 

Promising  to  Keep  America  Great  (his  slogan  that  tested  best  with  his  Florida  rally  crowd),  Trump 
also  said  he  would  continue  to  Make  America  Great  Again  --  though  in  an  interview  later  in  the  week,  he 
indicated  he  wasn’t  interested  in  growing  his  base  of  strong  supporters. 

T rump  wasn’t  the  only  one  who  got  back  into  the  official  swing  of  things  --  though  Joe  Biden’s  return  was 
more  to  the  churn  of  the  campaign  trail  itself,  and  the  media  cycles  surrounding  a  misstep. 

Biden,  who  served  as  the  de  facto  front-runner  even  before  he  made  his  latest  presidential  bid 
official,  experienced  blowback  from  comments  he  made  about  the  civility  of  segregationist  Dixiecrat 
senators,  saying  Sen.  James  O.  Eastland  never  “called  me  'boy,'  he  always  called  me  'son.' " 

That  prompted  pushback  from  campaign  rival  New  Jersey  Sen.  Cory  Booker,  who  said  Biden  should 
apologize  for  his  remarks.  Biden  fired  back,  saying  it  was  Booker  who  should  apologize.  The  back-and- 
forth  ceased  Wednesday  night  when  Biden  then  called  Booker.  The  two  had  a  conversation,  described 
as  respectful,  though  apologies  weren't  exchanged. 

Up  until  now,  Biden  sought  to  elevate  himself  from  his  two  dozen-ish  fellow  Democrats  running  for 
president  by  staying  away  from  cattle  calls  that  draw  the  field  and  largely  campaigning  to  the  beat  of  his 
own  drum.  But  that  strategy  can  last  for  only  so  long. 


Biden  will  cross  paths  with  Booker  and  the  rest  of  the  field  on  Friday  in  South  Carolina,  where  both  are 
expected  to  spend  the  weekend  at  a  slate  of  Democratic  party  events  --  including  speaking  back-to-back 
at  the  iconic  annual  Clyburn  fish  fry. 

Even  Washington  saw  the  return  of  a  familiar  face. 

Hope  Hicks,  Trump’s  former  aide,  appeared  on  Capitol  Hill  on  Wednesday  to  testify  behind  closed 
doors  about  possible  obstruction  of  justice  by  the  President.  She  did  not  disclose  much  --  attorneys  from 
the  Trump  administration  blocked  her  from  responding  to  155  questions. 

But  things  have  changed.  Hicks,  once  among  Trump’s  closest  confidantes,  now  rarely  speaks  to  her 
former  boss. 

Even  Roy  Moore  decided  to  come  back  for  seconds:  He  announced  Thursday  that  he’d  again  seek  a 
US  Senate  seat  from  Alabama  after  losing  the  2017  special  election  to  Democrat  Doug  Jones  after  three 
women  alleged  he  sexually  abused  them  when  they  were  teenagers  decades  ago.

OREGON'S  LEGISLATIVE  IMPASSE 


There  can  be  any  number  of  reasons  why  a  lawmaker  would  miss  a  vote  --  but  beyond  reactions  from 
voters,  there  are  rarely  repercussions. 

That's  being  turned  on  its  head  in  Oregon's  state  Capitol. 

CNN's  Jamie  Ehrlich  (and  friend  of  The  Point!)  has  more: 

"After  more  than  eight  hours  of  fruitless  negotiations  late  into  Wednesday  night,  Republican  state 
senators  in  Oregon  walked  out  of  a  session  on  Thursday  over  disagreements  on  HB  2020,  a  cap  and 
trade  climate  bill.  All  1 1  GOP  senators  failed  to  appear  later  Thursday  for  floor  proceedings,  leaving  the 
legislative  body  two  senators  short  of  a  quorum. 

"At  least  some  of  the  senators  have  left  the  state,  according  to  a  statement  from  the  Oregon  Senate 
Republicans,  and  the  wife  of  one  of  them  says  they  are  all  in  Idaho  at  an  undisclosed  location." 

Which  then  prompted  Oregon  Democratic  Gov.  Kate  Brown  to  authorize  the  State  Police  to  locate  the 
Senate  Republicans  and  bring  them  back  to  the  Capitol. 

State  Police  said  they'd,  ideally,  work  through  polite  communication  rather  than  brute  force. 

But  at  least  one  senator  wasn't  having  it.  "Send  bachelors  and  come  heavily  armed,”  Republican  state 
Sen.  Brian  Boquist  told  KGW  News.  “I’m  not  going  to  be  a  political  prisoner  in  the  state  of  Oregon.  It’s 
just  that  simple.” 

As  of  Friday  afternoon,  the  state  senators  were  still  absent  from  the  Capitol.

The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  has  confirmed  that  the  threats  of  massive 
ICE  raids  in  10  US  cities,  including  Chicago,  will  commence  starting  this  Sunday. 
These  are  raids  in  pursuit  of  as  many  as  one  million  family  members  living  in  this 
country,  many  of  whom  have  US  citizen  children.  It  may  have  taken  longer  to 
confirm  plans  for  these  raids  because  even  some  of  the  ICE  agents  themselves 
have  expressed  doubts  about  "arresting  babies"  and  concerns  about  what  to  do 
with  the  children  who  can't  be  deported  because  they  are  citizens  -  but  the  regime 
plowed  forward,  emboldened  by  the  additional  $4.6B  in  funding  that  Congress 
supplied  to  expand  the  concentration  camps  (funding  that  Illinois  Senators  Durbin 
and  Duckworth,  both  Democrats,  voted  in  favor  of). 

It  is  a  good  thing  that  the  City  is  saying  CPD  will  not  cooperate  with  ICE.  It's  a 
good  thing  that  rapid  response  networks  exist  in  many  of  our  neighborhoods.  It's 
a  good  thing  that  welcoming  cities  like  Chicago  have  well-established  legal  advocacy 
and  support  groups  spreading  "Know  Your  Rights"  information  (tell  everyone  you 
know:  no  one  has  to  open  the  door  for  ICE  without  a  warrant  signed  by  a  judge 
and  everyone  is  entitled  to  a  lawyer.  Watch  press  conference  with  more  details.) 

HOWEVER  we  will  never  be  able  to  protect  the  vast  majority  of  the  people 

targeted  by  this  fascist  regime,  here,  around  the  country,  or  at  and  beyond  the 
border  —  as  long  as  this  regime  is  in  power.  Would  community  networks  have 
stopped  the  Gestapo?  Or  should  Germans  have  done  what  people  did  in  South 
Korea,  Algeria,  Sudan  and  are  doing  right  now  in  Hong  Kong?

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Trump  Is  Open  to  Iran  Talks 

President  Trump,  who  says  he  made  an  eleventh-hour  decision  last  week  to  call  off  a  retaliatory  military  strike  against 
Iran,  declared  in  an  interview  on  NBC’s  “Meet  the  Press”  that  he’s  not  looking  for  war,  but  that  “if  there  is,  it’ll  be 
obliteration  like  you’ve  never  seen  before.”  At  the  same  time,  Trump  said  he  was  open  to  talks  with  Tehran  without 
preconditions  in  an  effort  to  keep  Iran  from  having  nuclear  weapons.  “I  think  they  want  to  make  a  deal.  And  my  deal  is 
nuclear,”  he  said.  To  some,  including  columnist  Doyle  McManus,  that  sounds  much  like  Trump's  threats  of  “fire  and 
fury”  against  North  Korea  that  eventually  segued  to  two  summits  with  Kim  Jong  Un  and  “beautiful  letters,”  as  Trump 
called  them,  from  Kim.  Just  this  weekend,  North  Korea’s  state-run  news  agency  said  the  president  sent  leader  Kim 
an  “excellent”  letter:  the  White  House  did  not  confirm  the  statement.

State-Based  Financial  Aid  for  Students  Who  Are  Incarcerated 


Postsecondary  education  in  prison  is  a  disrupter  of  the  cycle  of  poverty  and  incarceration.  But  it  has  not  been  offered  at 
scale  due  to  numerous  barriers— including  the  1994  ban  on  Pell  Grants  to  people  in  prison— that  prevent  students  and 
postsecondary  institutions  from  accessing  state  and  federal  funding  programs. 


Nearly  all  states,  however,  have  aid  programs  targeting  students  with  financial  need— a  description  that  fits  most 
students  that  are  incarcerated.  Vera’s  new  report  highlights  the  barriers  to  financial  aid  in  prison,  reviews  available 
funding  sources,  suggests  ways  to  incorporate  state  financial  aid  into  a  suite  of  funding  options,  and  provides  a  state-by¬ 
state  listing  of  need-  and  merit-based  aid  programs. 

Preventing  Suicide  and  Self-Harm  in  Jail 


Suicide  is  the  leading  cause  of  death  for  people  incarcerated  in  jail  in  the  United  States,  accounting  for  more  than  30 
percent  of  deaths  in  custody. 

In  a  new  report.  Vera  shares  lessons  learned  from  an  in-depth  study  of  how  four  county  jail  systems  review  and 
respond  to  incidents  of  suicide  and  self-harm  and  the  feasibility  of  integrating  sentinel  event  reviews  into  those  jails’ 
regular  practices.Jails  that  adopt  sentinel  event  reviews  will  not  only  demonstrate  leadership  and  commitment  to 
advancing  the  field  of  suicide  and  self-harm  prevention,  but  will  also  help  instill  a  new  culture  in  their  facilities— one  that 
promotes  the  safety  and  well-being  of  the  people  in  their  custody,  as  well  as  those  who  work  there.

In  the  face  of  this  injustice,  we  will  continue  to  fight  for  an  America  that  values  the 
contributions  of  our  immigrant  neighbors  -  one  that  pursues  fairness  and  due  process  for  all  instead  of  promoting  fear 
and  division.

A  Strategy  to  End  Long-term  Solitary  Confinement 


The  practice  of  long-term  solitary  confinement— where  a  person  is  held  in  a  cell  for  22  to  24  hours  per  day  with  minimal 
activity  or  human  interaction— has  come  under  increased  scrutiny  across  the  country  from  policymakers,  the  media, 
and  corrections  agencies  themselves.  Recognizing  this,  corrections  departments  around  the  country  have  begun 
exploring  ways  to  significantly  reduce  and  reform  their  use  of  solitary  confinement. 

One  challenge,  however,  is  determining  ways  in  which  to  successfully  transition  individuals  who  have  already  been 
living  in  solitary  confinement  for  lengthy  periods  of  time— months,  years,  or  even  decades— back  into  the  general 
population  and  even  the  community.  Vera’s  new  policy  brief  examines  one  approach  that  has  been  adopted  by  a 
number  of  systems  to  help  individuals  transition,  or  “step  down”  from  restrictive  housing  to  less-restrictive 
environments.

Doing  so  would  not  only 
promote  U.S.  national  security  but  teach  an  important  lesson  that 
enthusiasm  is  no  substitute  for  experience.

A  young  man  who  had  just  turned  18  showed  up  at  the  Virginia  office  of 
Drs.

The 
operations  made  use  of  new  authorities  U.S.  Cyber  Command  received 
to  support  its  persistent  engagement  strategy,  a  concept  for  using 
preemptive  actions  to  compel  adversaries  and,  over  time,  establish  new 
norms  in  cyberspace.  Benjamin  Jensen  writes  in  War  on  the  Rocks  that 
tlie  character  of  cyber  competition  appears  to  be  shifting  from  political 
warfare  waged  in  the  shadows  to  active  military  disruption  campaigns. 
Yet,  the  recently  disclosed  Russia  case  raises  question  about  the  logic  of 
cyber  strategy.  Will  escalatory  actions  such  as  targeting  adversaries 
critical  infrastructure  actually  achieve  the  desired  strategic  effect?

From  pockets  in  small  town  Minnesota  to  Christchurch,  New  Zealand,  a 
racist  conspiracy  theory  has  taken  holdsometimes  to  deadly 
consequences.  The  "great  replacement,"  also  known  as  "white  genocide," 
is  summed  up  by  its  name:  a  secretive  cabal  of  elites,  often  Jewish,  is 
trying  to  deliberately  destroy  the  white  race  through  demographic 
change  in  importing  immigrants  and  refugees.  Luke  Darby  writes  in  GQ 
that  obsession  with  racial  purity  obviously  goes  far  back,  but  the 
modem  iteration  of  "white  genocide"  comes  almost  directly  from  The 
Turner  Diaries,  a  racist  novel  self-published  in  1978  by  neo-Nazi 
William  Luther  Pierce,  writing  under  the  pen  name  Andrew  Macdonald. 
The  book  is  set  in  a  dystopian  America  where  white  people  have  been 
disarmed  and  oppressed  by  non- whites.  The  book  culminates  in  a  white 
nationalist  revolution  led  by  a  group  called  The  Order,  who  go  on  to 
plan  a  global  genocide  against  non-white  people.  There's  another  layer 
to  the  panic  over  demographics:  the  fear  that  birth  rates  for  white 
people  are  falling  all  across  western  nations.  The  idea  was  partially 
popularized  in  a  2012  book  by  French  philosopher  Renaud  Camus,  and 
it's  articulated  in  another  white  nationalist  trope,  the  "14  Words":  "We 
must  secure  the  existence  of  our  people  and  a  future  for  white  children."

They  will  have  the  chance  to  fully  reverse  Luria  in  July  on  the 
House  floor  by  restoring  the  authorization.  Doing  so  would  not  only 
promote  U.S.  national  security  but  teach  an  important  lesson  that 
enthusiasm  is  no  substitute  for  experience.

A  young  man  who  had  just  turned  18  showed  up  at  the  Virginia  office  of 
Drs.  Sterling  and  Karen  Ransone  earlier  this  month  and  asked  for  the 
vaccines  for  meningitis  and  human  papillomavirus.  It  was  his  first 
opportunity  to  be  vaccinated.  As  a  minor,  he  needed  permission  from  his 
parents,  and  they  wouldnt  grant  it  because  they  didnt  think  the  vaccines 
were  medically  necessary.

The  Budapest  Convention  offers  an  opportunity

Governments  worldwide  are  in  the  process  of  updating  the  Budapest 
Convention,  also  known  as  the  Convention  on  Cybercrime,  which  serves 
as  the  only  major  international  treaty  focused  on  cybercrime.  This 
negotiation  of  an  additional  protocol  to  the  convention  provides 
lawmakers  an  opportunity  the  information  security  community  has 
long  been  waiting  for:  modernizing  how  crimes  are  defined  in 
cyberspace.  Specifically,  the  Computer  Fraud  and  Abuse  Act  (CFAA), 
codified  at  18  U.S.C.  §  1030,  dictates  what  constitutes  illegal  acts  in 


Andrew  Burt  and  Dan  Geer  write  in 
Lawfare  that  without  changing  the  CFAAand  other  cybercrime  laws  like 
itwere  collectively  headed  for  trouble.

According  to  unnamed 
officials,  the  effort  to  hold  Russian  power  plants  at  risk  accompanied 
disruption  operations  targeting  the  Internet  Research  Agency,  the  troll 
farm  behind  some  of  the  2016  election  disinformation  efforts.  The 
operations  made  use  of  new  authorities  U.S.  Cyber  Command  received 
to  support  its  persistent  engagement  strategy,  a  concept  for  using 
preemptive  actions  to  compel  adversaries  and,  over  time,  establish  new 
norms  in  cyberspace.  Benjamin  Jensen  writes  in  War  on  the  Rocks  that 
tlie  character  of  cyber  competition  appears  to  be  shifting  from  political 
warfare  waged  in  the  shadows  to  active  military  disruption  campaigns. 
Yet,  the  recently  disclosed  Russia  case  raises  question  about  the  logic  of 
cyber  strategy.  Will  escalatory  actions  such  as  targeting  adversaries 
critical  infrastructure  actually  achieve  the  desired  strategic  effect?

How  the  "White  Replacement"  conspiracy 
theory  spread  around  the  globe 

From  pockets  in  small  town  Minnesota  to  Christchurch,  New  Zealand,  a 
racist  conspiracy  theory  has  taken  holdsometimes  to  deadly 
consequences.  The  "great  replacement,"  also  known  as  "white  genocide," 
is  summed  up  by  its  name:  a  secretive  cabal  of  elites,  often  Jewish,  is 
trying  to  deliberately  destroy  the  white  race  through  demographic 
change  in  importing  immigrants  and  refugees.  Luke  Darby  writes  in  GQ 
that  obsession  with  racial  purity  obviously  goes  far  back,  but  the 
modem  iteration  of  "white  genocide"  comes  almost  directly  from  The 
Turner  Diaries,  a  racist  novel  self-published  in  1978  by  neo-Nazi 
William  Luther  Pierce,  writing  under  the  pen  name  Andrew  Macdonald. 
The  book  is  set  in  a  dystopian  America  where  white  people  have  been 
disarmed  and  oppressed  by  non- whites.  The  book  culminates  in  a  white 
nationalist  revolution  led  by  a  group  called  The  Order,  who  go  on  to 
plan  a  global  genocide  against  non-white  people.  There's  another  layer 
to  the  panic  over  demographics:  the  fear  that  birth  rates  for  white 
people  are  falling  all  across  western  nations.  The  idea  was  partially 
popularized  in  a  2012  book  by  French  philosopher  Renaud  Camus,  and 
it's  articulated  in  another  white  nationalist  trope,  the  "14  Words":  "We 
must  secure  the  existence  of  our  people  and  a  future  for  white  children."

Days  after  ransomware  crippled  the  city  of  about  12,000  residents,  officials 
of  Lake  City  agreed  this  week  to  meet  the  hackers'  ransom  demand:  42 
Bitcoin  or  about  $460,000.

They  will  have  the  chance  to  fully  reverse  Luria  in  July  on  the 
House  floor  by  restoring  the  authorization.  Doing  so  would  not  only 
promote  U.S.  national  security  but  teach  an  important  lesson  that 
enthusiasm  is  no  substitute  for  experience.

A  young  man  who  had  just  turned  18  showed  up  at  the  Virginia  office  of 
Drs.  Sterling  and  Karen  Ransone  earlier  this  month  and  asked  for  the 
vaccines  for  meningitis  and  human  papillomavirus.  It  was  his  first 
opportunity  to  be  vaccinated.  As  a  minor,  he  needed  permission  from  his 
parents,  and  they  wouldnt  grant  it  because  they  didnt  think  the  vaccines 
were  medically  necessary.

The  Budapest  Convention  offers  an  opportunity

Governments  worldwide  are  in  the  process  of  updating  the  Budapest 
Convention,  also  known  as  the  Convention  on  Cybercrime,  which  serves 
as  the  only  major  international  treaty  focused  on  cybercrime.  This 
negotiation  of  an  additional  protocol  to  the  convention  provides 
lawmakers  an  opportunity  the  information  security  community  has 
long  been  waiting  for:  modernizing  how  crimes  are  defined  in 
cyberspace.  Specifically,  the  Computer  Fraud  and  Abuse  Act  (CFAA), 
codified  at  18  U.S.C.  §  1030,  dictates  what  constitutes  illegal  acts  in 


Andrew  Burt  and  Dan  Geer  write  in 
Lawfare  that  without  changing  the  CFAAand  other  cybercrime  laws  like 
itwere  collectively  headed  for  trouble.

According  to  unnamed 
officials,  the  effort  to  hold  Russian  power  plants  at  risk  accompanied 
disruption  operations  targeting  the  Internet  Research  Agency,  the  troll 
farm  behind  some  of  the  2016  election  disinformation  efforts.  The 
operations  made  use  of  new  authorities  U.S.  Cyber  Command  received 
to  support  its  persistent  engagement  strategy,  a  concept  for  using 
preemptive  actions  to  compel  adversaries  and,  over  time,  establish  new 
norms  in  cyberspace.  Benjamin  Jensen  writes  in  War  on  the  Rocks  that 
tlie  character  of  cyber  competition  appears  to  be  shifting  from  political 
warfare  waged  in  the  shadows  to  active  military  disruption  campaigns. 
Yet,  the  recently  disclosed  Russia  case  raises  question  about  the  logic  of 
cyber  strategy.  Will  escalatory  actions  such  as  targeting  adversaries 
critical  infrastructure  actually  achieve  the  desired  strategic  effect?

How  the  "White  Replacement"  conspiracy 
theory  spread  around  the  globe 

From  pockets  in  small  town  Minnesota  to  Christchurch,  New  Zealand,  a 
racist  conspiracy  theory  has  taken  holdsometimes  to  deadly 
consequences.  The  "great  replacement,"  also  known  as  "white  genocide," 
is  summed  up  by  its  name:  a  secretive  cabal  of  elites,  often  Jewish,  is 
trying  to  deliberately  destroy  the  white  race  through  demographic 
change  in  importing  immigrants  and  refugees.  Luke  Darby  writes  in  GQ 
that  obsession  with  racial  purity  obviously  goes  far  back,  but  the 
modem  iteration  of  "white  genocide"  comes  almost  directly  from  The 
Turner  Diaries,  a  racist  novel  self-published  in  1978  by  neo-Nazi 
William  Luther  Pierce,  writing  under  the  pen  name  Andrew  Macdonald. 
The  book  is  set  in  a  dystopian  America  where  white  people  have  been 
disarmed  and  oppressed  by  non- whites.  The  book  culminates  in  a  white 
nationalist  revolution  led  by  a  group  called  The  Order,  who  go  on  to 
plan  a  global  genocide  against  non-white  people.  There's  another  layer 
to  the  panic  over  demographics:  the  fear  that  birth  rates  for  white 
people  are  falling  all  across  western  nations.  The  idea  was  partially 
popularized  in  a  2012  book  by  French  philosopher  Renaud  Camus,  and 
it's  articulated  in  another  white  nationalist  trope,  the  "14  Words":  "We 
must  secure  the  existence  of  our  people  and  a  future  for  white  children."

The  raids  will  target  individuals  with  final  orders  and  unaccompanied  children  who 
have  "aged  out."

CAME  TO  HIS  CENSUS  SENSES 

President  Trump  has  lost  his  fioht  to  add  a  citizenship  question  to  the 
2020  Census,  and  instead  announced  an  executive  order  that  will  not 
accomplish  his  goal.  Here’s  how  it  all  went  down. 

Late  last  month,  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the  Trump 
administration’s  rationale  for  adding  a  citizenship  question  to  the  2020 
Census  was  bullshit,  and  that  unless  the  Commerce  Department  put  forth  a 
reasonable  justification  for  it — rather  than  a  dishonest  pretext — the  Census 
would  have  to  go  forward  without  the  citizenship  question. 

That  should  have  been  the  end  of  the  line.  Not  only  did  the  Supreme  Court 

speak,  but  multiple  lower  courts  ordered  Commerce  Secretary  Wilbur  Ross,  who 
oversees  the  Census,  not  to  include  the  question.  Game  over,  right?! 

WRONG!  This  is  Trump,  so  naturally  instead  of  respecting  the  law,  he  spent  two 
weeks  scrounging  for  ways  to  circumvent  the  courts  and  add  the  question  to  the 
Census  anyhow.  Multiple  reports  suggested  he  would  issue  an  executive  order 
instructing  Ross  to  put  the  question  in  the  Census.  The  executive  branch 
ignoring  orders  from  the  judicial  branch  is  textbook  constitutional  crisis  territory. 
Fortunately,  Trump  backed  down. 

Why  did  he  back  down?  It’s  unclear,  but  there  were  complications.  First,  the 
Justice  Department  lawyers  who  argued  the  Census  cases  apparently  refused  to 
turn  on  a  dime  and  make  new,  completely  inconsistent  arguments  about  the 
citizenship  question  in  court.  Then,  multiple  judges  told  DOJ  it  couldn’t  swap  out 
those  lawyers  without  good  reason.  But  defying  court  orders  would  have  created 
other  problems,  too:  Many  government  officials  would  probably  have  resigned; 
those  who  went  along  with  it  would  have  faced  serious  legal  problems;  and 
House  Democrats  might  even  have  reluctantly  begun  impeachment 
proceedings. 


So  the  guardrails  held?  They  did  for  now.  Which  is  good!  The  citizenship 
question  was  designed  to  increase  white,  Republican  power  in  the  U.S.  by 
discouraging  immigrant  households  from  completing  the  Census,  which  would 
have  deprived  their  communities  of  government  representation. 

Is  there  a  catch?  There’s  always  a  catch  with  these  assholes!  In  announcing 
his  decision,  Trump  said  he  intends  to  house  all  government  citizenship  data  at 
the  Commerce  Department.  As  Trump  and  Attorney  General  William  Barr  hinted 
today:  Don’t  be  surprised  if,  in  the  coming  years,  the  Supreme  Court’s 
conservatives  rule  that  states  can’t  (or  don’t  have  to)  count  non-citizens  when 
they  draw  district  lines.  If  and  when  that  happens,  Republicans  will  use  this  data 
to  deny  immigrant  communities  resources  and  adequate  representation.

>From  Brian  Beutler:  Before  the  debate,  Biden  enjoyed  the  support  of  29 
percent  of  early-state  Democratic  voters,  and  a  formidable  nine-point  lead  over 
Bernie  Sanders  in  second  place.  Kamala  Harris  didn’t  crack  double-digit 
support. 

Now,  Biden  doesn’t  lead  among  these  voters  at  all.  Undecided  voters  are 
learning  and  they’re  making  up  their  minds.

HURRY  UP  AND  WAIT 

Were  you  all  geared  up  and  ready  to  watch  Special  Counsel  Robert 
Mueller  testify  publicly  about  the  Russia  investigation  on  Wednesday? 
Well,  you’re  probably  going  to  have  to  wait  at  least  another  week. 

Why  is  this  happening?  The  short  version  is  that  House  Democrats  didn’t  think 
this  hearing  through  when  they  scheduled  it,  and  now  they’re  trying  to  fix  it. 

What  does  that  mean?  A  few  things. 

1 .  Democrats  were  too  deferential  to  Mueller.  They  agreed  to  limit  his 
testimony  to  two  hours  per  committee,  so  he  could  testify  the  same  day  to 
both  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  House  Permanent  Select 
Committee  on  Intelligence. 

2.  Democrats  also  intend  to  treat  this  like  every  other  hearing.  Instead 
of  letting  committee  staff  counsel  question  Mueller,  they  will  allot  members 
five  minutes  of  questioning  a  piece,  alternating  between  the  parties,  in 
order  of  seniority. 

3.  That  completely  screwed  the  junior  members,  because  Mueller’s  two 
hours  will  be  up  before  they  get  a  chance  to  question  him.  Mueller  has 
thus  agreed  to  lengthen  his  testimony,  but  delayed  by  a  week. 

Is  this  good  or  bad?  It  depends  on  how  you  look  at  it.  More  testimony  is  better 
than  less,  and  if  the  hearings  are  explosive,  Democrats  will  head  straight  into 
their  August  recess  where  their  Democratic  constituents  might  demand  that  they 
do  something — like,  say,  impeach  the  motherfucker. 

On  the  other  hand,  there’s  a  reason  why  Congress  likes  to  pass  important, 
unpopular  legislation  right  before  members  leave  for  recess.  On  recess,  they  can 
lay  low  and  avoid  the  press;  in  Washington,  they’re  swarmed  by  reporters,  which 
makes  it  much  harder  to  duck  tough  questions,  like:  Do  you  support 
impeachment? 


Bottom  line:  House  Democrats  should  have  hauled  Mueller  up  to  the  Hill  much 
sooner  than  this,  and  not  let  him  set  the  terms  of  his  own  hearing.  (Remember 
how  Hillary  Clinton  testified  about  Benghazi  for  1 1  straight  hours?)  But  now  that 
this  hearing  will  happen  right  before  Congress  leaves  for  the  rest  of  August,  it  will 
be  up  to  all  of  us  to  put  the  pressure  on  our  representatives  while  they’re  home 
to  tell  us  where  they  stand  on  impeachment.

R.  Kelly  was  arrested  in  Chicago  Thursday  on  13  federal  sex-crimes 
charges  including  trafficking  underage  girls  across  state  lines.  Kelly 
faces  seperate  sexual  abuse  charges  in  Illinois.  Fortunately  for  Kelly,  Alex  Acosta 
will  soon  be  out  of  a  job  and  in  need  of  clients. 

Federal  prosecutors  say  accused  sex  trafficker  Jeffrey  Epstein  paid 
$350,000  to  two  potential  witnesses,  which  is — what's  the  word? — illegal. 

Over  a  dozen  of  Epstein’s  victims  have  come  forward  with  new  allegations  of 
sexual  abuse  since  his  arrest  last  weekend.  Prosecutors  ask  that  in  light  of  the 
payments,  Epstein  be  denied  bail. 

Border  Patrol  Chief  Carla  Provost  was  a  member  of  the  secret  Face  book 
group  where  thousands  of  current  and  former  agents  shared  racist, 
vulgar,  and  sexist  content.  This  administration  is  so  awesome. 

Trump  reportedly  wants  to  replace  Director  of  National  Intelligence  Dan 
Coats  with  Fred  Fleitz,  who  called  the  intelligence  community  assessment  of 
Russian  interference  in  the  2016  election  “rigged”  and  urged  Trump  to  pardon 
everyone  involved  in  the  Russia  investigation.  Very  legal  and  very  cool. 

The  House  has  voted  to  extend  the  9/11  victims  compensation  fund 

through  2090  with  a  new  $10.2  billion  appropriation.  Now  it  will  go  to  the 
Senate,  where  for  once,  Mitch  McConnell  has  promised  to  hold  a  vote  on  it. 

Far-right  Brazilian  President  Jair  Bolsonaro  wants  his  son  to  be  Brazil’s 
U.S.  ambassador  because  he's  friends  with  Trump’s  kids,  which  is  basically  the 
same  logic  T rump  would  use.  In  fairness  to  Bolsonaro,  his  son  Eduardo  is 
currently  a  legislator,  so  he’s  more  qualified  for  the  job  than  Eric,  Don  Jr,  Ivanka, 
and  Jared  Kushner  are  to  do  literally  anything. 

Serena  Williams  will  face  seven  seed  Simona  Halep  in  the  Wimbledon 

singles  final  on  Saturday.  According  to  a  YouGov  poll,  more  than  12  percent 
of  men  think  they  could  win  a  point  in  a  game  of  tennis  against  Williams,  who  has 
23  time  Grand  Slam  titles.  According  to  an  office  poll,  1 00  percent  of  Crooked 
employees  would  LOVE  to  see  them  try.

Gov.  Phil  Murphy  (D-NJ)  has  just  signed  a  law  that  drastically  restricts 
solitary  confinement  to  a  maximum  of  20  consecutive  days  and  30  total 
days  out  of  60.  Previously,  incarcerated  people  could  be  subjected  to  indefinite 
solitary  confinement — a  practice  known  to  cause  psychological  damage,  and 
which  over  61 ,000  prisoners  across  the  country  still  face.

BORDERING  ON  TORTURE 

President  Trump  is  using  the  suffering  of  children  at  the  southern 
border,  and  the  threat  of  mass  deportations,  to  extort  Democrats  in 
Congress  to  pass  cruel  immigration  policy. 

The  good  news?  Democrats  should  be  able  to  alleviate  suffering  at  the  border 
without  caving  to  Trump’s  demands. 

What  Trump  is  up  to:  The  administration  is  breaking  the  law  by  holding 
thousands  of  Central  American  children  who  are  seeking  asylum  in  Customs  and 
Border  Patrol  facilities  for  weeks  at  a  time  in  the  most  inhumane,  deplorable 
conditions. 

Trump  has  separately  threatened  to  order  dragnet-style  ICE  raids  in  cities  across 
the  country  if  Congress  doesn't  pass  legislation  allowing  him  to  detain  migrant 
families  at  the  border  indefinitely. 

How  has  Congress  responded?  The  House  and  Senate  have  each  put 
forward  emergency  legislation  to  send  billions  of  dollars  to  the  border.  House 
Democrats  believe  that  the  Senate’s  bill,  which  is  the  only  one  Trump  says  he’s 
willing  to  sign,  does  not  adequately  spell  out  how  the  administration  must  spend 
the  money,  and  worry  that  Trump  will  use  it  to  conduct  more  raids  or  buy  more 
detention  beds,  increasing  his  capacity  for  illegal  detention. 

What  happens  next?  The  House  and  Senate  have  to  agree  on  a  single  bill 
before  any  aid  will  go  toward  helping  children  at  the  border.  In  the  meantime, 
Trump’s  threat  to  mass-deport  immigrants  hangs  over  everything.  Congress  has 
shown  no  signs  of  caving  to  this  demand.  As  Julissa  Arce  wrote,  Democrats 
“should  hold  the  line  at  the  principle  that  they  will  not  trade  the  suffering  of  one 
group  of  people  for  the  suffering  of  another.”

Agroup  of  19  billionaires  wrote  an  open  letter  on  Medium  urging  all 
presidential  candidates  to  impose  a  wealth  tax  on  the  richest  0.1  percent 
of  Americans.

The  Fourth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  has  given  a  lower  court  judge  the 
greenlight  to  reopen  the  Census  citizenship-question  case,  based  on  new 
evidence  that  the  Trump  administration  sought  to  add  a  citizenship  question  to 
the  Census  with  the  intent  to  discriminate  against  minorities.

IRAN-SOM  NOTE 

President  Trump  announced  new  additional  sanctions  against  Iranian 
leadership  on  Monday  in  retaliation  for  the  American  drone  that  was 
shot  down  over  the  Strait  of  Hormuz  last  week.  This  comes  three  days  after 

he  ordered  and  then  promptly  un-ordered  a  military  strike  against  Iran  as  an  act 
of  retaliation  for  that  same  drone,  and  follows  weeks  of  escalating  tensions 
between  the  two  countries. 

How  the  new  sanctions  will  work:  Today’s  sanctions  will  target  Iran’s 
Supreme  Leader  (the  country’s  head  of  state,  Ayatollah  Ali  Khamenei),  its 
Foreign  Minister  Javad  Zarif,  and  Iranian  military  officials  by  denying  their  access 
to  “key  financial  resources  and  support.”  The  Administration  has  not  offered 
details  on  what  the  sanctions  include  and  how  they  would  function. 

What  about  the  old  sanctions?  The  existing  sanctions  on  Iran  have  already 
crippled  the  country’s  economy.  According  to  Secretary  of  State  Mike  Pompeo, 
about  80  percent  of  Iran’s  economy  is  already  under  sanctions,  including  all  of  its 
oil  exports,  a  major  component  of  its  military,  and  petrochemicals  and  metals.  As 
a  result,  inflation  has  risen  to  nearly  50  percent. 

What  does  Trump  want?  Trump  says  he  wants  to  negotiate  a  deal  with  Iran 
where  they  end  their  pursuit  of  nuclear  weapons  in  exchange  for  sanctions  relief. 

Wait,  isn’t  that  exactly  what  the  Iran  Deal  negotiated  by  Barack  Obama 
did?  Yes!  And  then  Trump  pulled  out  of  that  deal  because  his  hawkish  advisors 
in  the  White  House  and  on  Fox  News  told  him  it  was  bad  because...  Barack 
Obama.  These  advisors  also  want  Iran  to  stop  supporting  terrorism  throughout 
the  Middle  East,  and  agree  to  even  more  limitations  on  its  nuclear  program  than 
the  Iran  Deal  put  in  place. 


What  happens  now?  Will  Iran  negotiate?  Iran  has  so  far  responded  by 

refusing  to  negotiate  another  deal,  and  experts  warn  that  the  country’s  next 


move  may  be  further  escalating  tensions  with  additional  attacks.

Over  the  weekend  Trump  announced  that  he  would  postpone  Sunday’s 
scheduled  ICE  raids  on  nearly  2,000  undocumented  families  across  the 
country,  but  threatened  that  deportations  would  start  if  Democrats  don’t  agree 
to  crack  down  on  asylum-seekers  in  the  next  two  weeks.  His  delay  came  as 
Congress  considers  a  measure  to  send  $4.5  billion  in  emergency  humanitarian 
aid  funding  to  the  border. 

Bernie  Sanders  unveiled  his  plan  to  forgive  all  $1.6  trillion  in 
undergraduate  and  graduate  student  loan  debt  in  the  United  States. 

Sanders’  plan  goes  further  than  other  candidates'  student  debt  proposals,  and  is 
part  of  his  "college  for  all"  program  to  offer  free  tuition  at  all  four-year  public 
colleges  and  universities,  as  well  as  community  colleges.  To  raise  the  $2.2  trillion 
necessary  to  pay  for  these  proposals,  he  has  outlined  a  financial  transaction  tax 
between  .005%-. 5%  on  Wall  Street  trades. 

Beto  O’Rourke  released  a  plan  to  help  veterans  that  would  increase  health 
care  coverage  and  improve  Veterans  Affairs  services.  The  plan  will  be  paid  for  in 
part  through  money  saved  by  ending  the  current  wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan, 
as  well  as  a  progressive  “war  tax’’  on  non-military  households  in  the  event  of 
future  wars.  If  Beto  doesn’t  win,  he  should  keep  in  mind  “War  Tax’’  is  a  pretty 
good  name  for  a  band. 

Mayor  Pete  Buttiaieq  faced  angry  constituents  during  a  town  hall  in

After  it  became  clear  Mueller  would  not  appear  voluntarily, 
the  chairmen  of  the  House  Judiciary  and  intelligence  committees  each 
subpoenaed  him  to  testify  publicly,  and  he  agreed. 

When’s  it  all  going  down?  Circle  July  17  on  your  calendar.  Mueller  will  testify 
before  both  committees,  in  different  hearings,  on  the  same  day.  Members  of  his 
team  will  brief  lawmakers  behind  closed  doors  the  same  day  on  sensitive  issues 
(classified  information,  etc)  that  can’t  be  aired  publicly. 

Why’d  it  take  so  long?  That’s  a  great  fucking  question!  A  lot  of  Democrats  are 
scared  of  impeachment,  and  to  accommodate  them,  Democrats  have  engaged  in 
low-energy  oversight.  It’s  really  frustrating. 

How’d  Trump  take  it?  Well,  he  called  it  “Presidential  Harassment!”  then  slept  a 
few  hours  before  ranting  on  the  phone  to  Fox  News  about  Mueller  “terminating’ 
some  emails,  and  finally  complained  about  Megan  Rapinoe  of  the  U.S.  Women's 
National  Team  on  Twitter.  So,  exactly  as  you’d  expect.  Very  stable  genius.

It’s  Friday,  the  first  day  of  summer  and  the  sun  dared  to  show  its  lace  long  enough  to  ofler  a  distraction  from  the  dizzying  amount  ofbreaking 
news  in  the  political  world. 

Hie  Washington  Post  is  reporting  that  President  Donald  Trump  is  directing  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  agents  “to  conduct  a 
mass  roundup"  of  migrant  families  with  deportation  orders,  starting  Sunday  in  Chicago  and  elsewhere. 

Two  days  after  the  FBI  raided  Chicago  Aid.  Carrie  Austin’s  34th  Ward  office,  my  colleagues  have  learned  that  the  feds  are  looking  into, 
among  other  things,  the  construction  and  recent  sale  of  a  West  Pullman  home  to  Austin  by  a  developer  in  her  ward. 

A  Cook  County  judge  this  morning  ordered  the  appointment  of  a  special  prosecutor  to  investigate  the  Jussie  Smollett  case,  a  damning  second- 
guessing  of  Cook  County  State’s  Attorney  KimFoxx  as  she  mounts  a  bid  for  re-election  in  2020.  If  a  fonnidable  foe  steps  up,  Judge  Michael 
Toomin’s  ruling  oilers  a  script  that  would  help  them  go  after  Foxx — viewed  by  local  Democratic  Party  leaders  as  a  rising  star  —  on  the 
campaign  trail 

And  roughly  a  week  before  Democratic  presidential  hopefitls  Joe  Biden  and  Pete  Buttigieg  arrive  in  Chicago  to  address  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson’s  Rainbow/PUSH  Coalition,  their  efforts  to  capture  the  important  African  -  American  vote  may  be  put  to  the  test  as 
both  confront  racial  controversies.

Feds  probing  Aid.  Austin’s  home  purchase

The  Tribune  obtained  part  of  a  subpoena,  issued  by  a  grand  jury,  seeking  records  tied  to  “the  construction,  purchase,  financing, 
rental,  or  ownership  of,  and/or  work  on,”  a  home  at  122nd  and  Laflin  streets,  including  billing  and  payment  information,  the 
T ribune’s  Jason  Meisner,  Gregory  Pratt,  Hall  Dardick  and  Juan  Perez  Jr.  report. 

The  reporting  team  dug  up  these  stats: 

*  Records  show  Austin  bought  a  home  on  that  block  last  October  from  JTA  Development  Inc.  for  $236,000. 

*A  2016  building  permit  for  the  home  estimated  it  would  cost  $300,000  to  build. 

*The  2,915-square-foot,  one-story  masonry  home  with  3.5  baths  and  a  two-car  garage  is  now  worth  $508,000,  according  to  the 
Cook  County  Assessor’s  Office.

2  Kim  Foxx’s  rough  day  in  court

Kim  Foxx’s  unofficial  recusal  from  the  Smollett  case  and  the  decision  to  hand  the  case  over  to  her  deputy  is  driving  Judge  Michael 
Toomin’s  decision  to  appoint  a  special  prosecutor. 

“T oomin  ruled  that  State’s  Attorney  Kim  Foxx  had  the  right  to  withdraw  herself  from  overseeing  the  prosecution  but  held  no  legal 
authority  to  delegate  that  responsibility  to  her  top  deputy,"  the  Tribune’s  Megan  Crepeau,  who  has  been  covering  the  case  for 
months  now,  writes.  Read  the  story  here. 

“With  the  deputy  holding  no  real  authority,  the  Smollett  case  made  its  way  through  the  court  system  without  a  prosecutor  at  the 
helm,  the  veteran  judge  said.” 

“There  was  no  master  on  the  bridge  to  guide  the  ship  as  it  floundered  through  uncharted  waters,  and  it  ultimately  lost  its  bearings,” 
Toomin  wrote  in  the  21 -page  opinion.  “...The  unprecedented  irregularities  identified  in  this  case  warrants  the  appointment  of 
independent  counsel  to  restore  the  public’s  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  our  criminal  justice  system.” 

Foxx’s  response:  In  a  brief  statement,  she  said  she  “respectfully"  disagreed  with  the  judge’s  decision. 

History  lesson:  While  Chicago’s  top  cop,  Eddie  Johnson,  and  then-Mayor  Rahm  Emanuel  were  caught  off  guard  by  the  dismissal 
of  charges  against  Smollett  —  even  angered  by  it  —  they  both  would  later  say  they  were  OK  with  Foxx  and  her  office.  But  that 
careful  dance  was  awkward  at  best. 

Now:  Chicago  police  spokesman  Anthony  Guglielmi  issued  a  statement  via  Twitter  on  behalf  of  the  department  this  morning, 
steering  clear  of  any  criticism  of  Foxx  while  reinforcing  that  police  still  suspect  that  Smollett  committed  a  crime:  “We  stand  firmly 
behind  the  work  of  detectives  in  investigating  the  fabricated  incident  reported  by  Jussie  Smollett  &  #ChicagoPolice  will  fully 
cooperate  with  the  court  appointed  special  prosecutor.” 

No-show  at  endorsement  session  today :  Foxx  had  been  on  the  schedule  to  make  a  re-election  pitch  at  an  endorsement  or 
pre/-/slating  session  of  Cook  County  Democratic  leaders  today.  But  she  didn’t  attend.

Z[  Chicago’s  North  Side,  city  could  see  steep  property  tax  hikes

From  the  Chicago  T ribune’s  Juan  Perez  Jr. :  “Homeowners  and  commercial  property  owners  on  Chicago’s  North  Side  and  the  city’s 
central  core  could  be  hit  with  much  steeper  property  taxes  this  year,  according  to  calculations  issued  by  the  Cook  County  clerk’s 
office  Thursday.” 

Here’s  why :  “Recent  years  have  seen  city  property  tax  hikes  in  large  part  from  former  Mayor  Rahm  Emanuel’s  efforts  to  shore  up 
pension  funds,”  Perez  writes.  Plus,  Chicago  property  was  just  reassessed,  triggering  a  recalculation. 

“The  new  assessments  ended  up  shifting  some  of  the  tax  burden  from  homeowners  in  less  affluent  areas  to  those  in  wealthier 
neighborhoods,  based  on  a  new  formula  used  to  address  inequities  in  the  system  documented  in  ‘The  Tax  Divide’  series  published 
by  the  Chicago  Tribune  and  ProPublica  Illinois.” 

Cook  County  suburbs:  “Residents  won’t  see  significant  changes  in  their  tax  bills  this  year,  on  average,”  Perez  notes.  Also: 
“Suburban  commercial  property  tax  bills  are  up  by  1.4%  to  the  north  and  1.7%  to  the  south.”

g  Pritzker  signs  immigration  measures  amid  reports  of  ICE  raid  orders 

FRIDAY,  JUN  21 

While  news  reports  were  circulating  about  White  House-ordered  ICE  raids  in  cities  like  Chicago  starting  Sunday,  Gov.  J.B.  Pritzker 
on  Friday  signed  a  series  of  measures  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  that  are  meant  to  “protect  Illinois’  immigrant  community 
amid  growing  attacks  from  the  federal  government,  ”  he  said  in  a  written  statement. 

That  includes  a  bill  that  bans  immigration  detention  centers  in  Illinois.  Last  month  T ribune  reporter  Elvia  Malagon  took  a  closer 
look  at  the  measure.  Y ou  can  read  her  story  here. 

Pritzker  also  signed  into  law  a  measure  that  prohibits  local  law  enforcement  agencies  from  enforcing  immigration  laws  with  U.  S. 
Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement.  In  a  statement,  Pritzker  said:  "We  will  not  allow  local  police  departments  to  act  as  an 
extension  of  ICE.” 

And  the  final  piece  of  immigration-related  legislation  he  signed  into  law  Friday  calls  for  undocumented  and  transgender  university 
and  college  students  to  receive  MAP  grants  and  institutional  aid  at  public  institutions.

President  Trump  tells  congresswomen:  ‘Go  back’ 


The  president  said  on  Sunday  that  a  group  of  four  minority  congresswomen 
should  “go  back”  to  the  countries  they  came  from  rather  than  “loudly  and 
viciously  telling  the  people  of  the  United  States”  how  to  run  the 
government. 

Mr.  Trump’s  attack  appeared  to  be  directed  at  members  of  the  “squad,”  a 
group  of  liberal,  first-term  Democrats:  Alexandria  Ocasio-Cortez  of  New 
York,  Ilhan  Omar  of  Minnesota,  Ayanna  Pressley  of  Massachusetts  and 
Rashida  Tlaib  of  Michigan.  Of  the  four,  only  Ms.  Omar,  who  is  from 
Somalia,  was  born  outside  the  U.S. 

Speaker  Nancy  Pelosi,  who  has  been  engaged  in  a  war  of  words  with  the 
young  lawmakers,  defended  them,  saying  Mr.  Trump’s  campaign  slogan, 
“Make  America  Great  Again,”  “has  always  been  about  making  America 
white  again.” 

News  analysis:  Ahead  of  next  year’s  election,  Mr.  Trump  “appears  to  be 
drawing  a  deep  line  between  the  white,  native-born  America  of  his  memory 
and  the  ethnically  diverse,  increasingly  foreign-born  country  he  is  presiding 
over,”  our  chief  White  House  correspondent  writes.

China’s  economic  growth  slows 


The  country’s  growth  fell  to  its  slowest  pace  in  nearly  three  decades. 

officials  said  today,  as  trade  tensions  with  the  U.S.  and  other  financial 
problems  take  a  growing  toll  on  the  world’s  second-largest  economy. 

China’s  economy  grew  6.2  percent  in  the  second  quarter  compared  with  a 
year  earlier.  Most  of  the  world  would  envy  such  a  rate,  but  it  was  the 
slowest  there  since  1992.  The  number  may  also  understate  the  extent  of  the 
slowdown  —  many  economists  doubt  its  veracity. 

Another  angle:  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  of  Japan  has  recently  moved 
to  limit  trade  with  South  Korea,  taking  a  page  from  President  Trump  and 
citing  concerns  about  national  security.

How  Joe  Biden  became  the  anti-busing  Democrat 


In  1974,  a  federal  court  in  Delaware  was  on  the  verge  of  ordering  busing  to 
integrate  Wilmington’s  overwhelmingly  black  public  schools.  Mr.  Biden, 
the  state’s  newly  elected  member  of  Congress,  had  cast  votes  to  protect  the 
practice  of  busing,  but  he  later  led  an  effort  in  the  Senate  to  end  it. 

That  advocacy  now  clouds  the  early  stages  of  Mr.  Biden’s  2020  presidential 
run,  after  a  campaign  rival,  Senator  Kamala  Harris,  attacked  his  position. 
The  former  vice  president  has  said  that  his  record  on  school  desegregation 
has  been  misrepresented,  but  a  Times  review  suggests  that  his  opposition  to 
busing  was  far  more  sweeping  than  he  has  led  voters  to  believe. 

How  we  know:  The  Times  examined  hundreds  of  pages  of  congressional 
records,  as  well  as  interviewing  education  experts  and  contemporaries  of 
Mr.  Biden  in  Wilmington  and  Washington.  He  declined  to  be  interviewed 
for  this  article.

Will  Sudan’s  revolution  succeed? 

When  the  country’s  longtime  ruler,  Omar  Hassan  al-Bashir,  was  ousted  in 
April,  protesters  wanted  immediate  civilian  rule.  But  the  military  refused  to 
cede  power,  and  a  seven-week  standoff  ensued,  followed  by  a  deadly 
crackdown  last  month. 

Declan  Walsh,  a  Times  correspondent  based  in  Cairo,  has  visited  Sudan  for 
the  past  20  years  and  recently  met  with  Gen.  Mohammed  Hamdan,  known 
as  Hemeti,  whose  troops  led  the  crackdown.  Read  his  report  from 
Khartoum,  the  capital. 

Quotable:  “We’ve  been  ruled  by  dictatorships  for  over  50  years.  We  can’t 
accept  another  one,”  said  Mohamed  al-Asam,  a  28-year-old  doctor  turned 
revolutionary  who  spent  three  months  in  jail  under  Mr.  al-Bashir.

Our  reporters  have  fanned  out  across  the  dozen  or  so  cities  where  ICE  agents  are 
expected  to  try  to  detain  some  2,000  undocumented  immigrants. 

The  fear  among  migrants  is  pervasive.  Many  are  lying  low;  some  have  gone  into 
hiding.  (President  Trump  is  committed  to  counting  noncitizens,  but  he  has  given  up 
trying  to  do  it  via  the  2020  census.l 

A  report  released  on  Friday  at  an  emotional  House  committee  hearing  on  family 
separations  said  that  at  least  18  children  younger  than  2  years  old  were  separated 
from  their  parents  for  at  least  20  days. 

Overcrowding  was  obvious  at  two  facilities  Vice  President  Mike  Pence  toured  on 
Friday.  Watch  the  video. 


Jeffrey  Epstein,  math,  science 


3.  Jeffrey  Epstein,  the  New  York  financier  arrested  on  charges  of  sex  trafficking, 
has  a  bail  hearing  on  Monday.  He’s  offering  his  S~6  million  Manhattan  mansion  and 
his  private  jet  as  bond,  and  prosecutors  are  fighting  back. 

The  impact  of  Mr.  Epstein’s  fall  is  still  unfolding.  Several  states  are  looking  into  how 
lightly  he  got  off  after  being  labeled  a  sex  offender  in  Florida  in  2010  —  which  didn’t 
appear  to  faze  his  powerful  friends  in  New  Y ork.  The  sweetheart  plea  deal  he  got 
then  has  created  such  a  furor  that  the  prosecutor  who  oversaw  it  —  Alexander  Acosta 
—  is  stepping  down  from  his  current  job.  U.S.  labor  secretary. 

Did  Mr.  Epstein  run  into  trouble  even  earlier?  Our  reporters  spoke  to  students  from 
his  time  at  Dalton,  an  elite  Manhattan  prep  school  where  he  taught  in  the  ’70s.

4.  House  Democrats  are  postponing  two  hearings  with  Robert  Mueller,  above, 
until  July  24. 

The  delay  allows  the  House  to  schedule  more  time  with  the  former  special  counsel 
than  it  would  have  had  next  week,  a  victory  by  junior  representatives  who  wanted  to 
be  sure  they’d  have  the  chance  to  ask  questions. 

The  back-to-back  hearings  are  expected  to  be  a  pivotal  moment  for  the  House’s 
investigation  of  possible  obstruction  of  justice  and  abuse  of  power  by  President 
Trump,  but  they  will  now  come  just  before  Congress’s  summer  recess. 

The  House  also  approved  a  dozen  new  subpoenas  for  Mueller  witnesses. 


5.  Looking  ahead  to  2020: 

Our  politics  team  reported  on  Bernie  Sanders’s  reluctance  to  update  his  stump 
speeches;  the  entry  of  the  billionaire  Tom  Stever  into  the  presidential  race  and  of 
Dante  de  Blasio  into  the  campaign  of  his  father.

Roger  Federer  battles  defending  champion  Novak  Djokovic  for  the  men’s  singles  title 
today  (9  a.m.  Eastern  time,  ESPN).  Federer  eliminated  Rafael  Nadal  on  Friday. 

The  tournament’s  enduring  highlight:  the  amazing  play  and  uncommon  court  sense  of 
15-vear-old  Coco  Gauff.

France  and  Britain  are  close  to  imposing  new  taxes  on  tech  giants,  many  of  them 
American,  setting  off  new  waves  of  trade  hostilities. 

Regulators  and  lawmakers  in  Europe  and  in  countries  including  Canada  have  begun 
multiple  investigations  and  are  proposing  new  restrictions  against  Facebook. 

Domestically,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  approved  a  $5  billion  fine  for 
Facebook’s  failure  to  protect  users’  data.

And  India  is  about  to  become  the  latest  country  to  try  to  launch  a  probe,  above,  to 
the  moon. 

China  landed  one  this  year,  and  Russia  and  the  E.U.  have  plans  for  missions.  For  the 
U.S.  and  NASA,  the  moon  is  now  an  obvious  stop  along  the  way  to  Mars,  and  rocket 
companies  like  Jeff  Bezos’  Blue  Origin  are  ready  to  help  with  landers.
